On January 4, 2012, Temple Sheriffs Station received a call from a doctor of a mental 
health facility in the City Of Rosemead. The caller (Witness zur reported 
there was a female patient sitting inside his lobby holding a hammer at 9353 Valley 
Boulevard. 


IAB NOTE: This recorded call is included with this case [VOLUME Il, EXHIBIT 
F]. 


Witness believed the female was off her medication and requested deputies to 
respond quickly. The request for service was subsequently dispatched as a “priority 
call” to field personnel and assigned to [VOLUME Il, EXHIBIT 
A, PAGE 70]. 


Meanwhile, Witness MJ nd the facility security guard (Witness НЕН 


NN aited outside the location for deputies to arrive. 


IAB NOTE: The location was identified as “Pacific Clinics - Asian Pacific Family 
Center.” Area and neighborhood maps of the location are included 
in this case book [VOLUME Il, EXHIBIT C] 


After rived on scene, he spoke with an employee of the mental 
health facility just outside the location. discovered through the 
employee that the female's name was [Suspect] Jazmyne Eng [VOLUME ll, EXHIBIT 


B]. 


IAB NOTE: Bee lieved that the employee he spoke to was the 
facility security guard; however, Witness said he 
was the person who spoke with outside the 
location. 
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During this time, Deputies Jeremiah Song, Brian Vance and Allison Melendez, arrived 
on scene. or spoke with the informant, he gathered together with 


his assisting deputies and they discussed a tactical plan for entry into the location. 


assigned himself the responsibility of less lethal force (taser) and 
Deputies Song and Vance the responsibility of lethal force (firearms). a 
intended on assigning Deputy Melendez the responsibility of emergency radio traffic; 
however, he did not recall her being present during the planning stage.

Shortly after, the Los 
Angeles County Fire Department arrived on scene (Engine Company 42 & Squad 47), 
Under the supervision of Fire Captain Roewart, paramedics rendered aid to the suspect. 
At the direction of Doctor Maina, a physician of LA County USC Hospital, the suspect 
was pronounced dead at the scene at 1556 hours by Paramedic Daly [VOLUME Il, 
EXHIBIT A, PAGE 66]. 


Homicide Investigators Acebedo and Martinez responded to the scene and conducted 
their initial investigation by conducting interviews of witnesses and deputy personnel 
[VOLUME ТІ, EXHIBIT A, PAGE 1]. At the direction of homicide investigators, the 
scene was documented and photographed [VOLUME Il, EXHIBIT A, PAGE 15 AND 
VOLUME II, EXHIBIT D]. 


IAB Lieutenant Alicia Ault was notified of the shooting and responded to the scene, 
along with IAB Sergeants Chad Smeltzer and Trent Denison. Upon their arrival, they 
conducted an initial administrative review of the incident. The case was later reassigned 
to Sergeant John Trani of the Internal Affairs Bureau. The following review is based on 
written documentation, interviews of witnesses, involved deputies, and medical staff. 


On October 22, 2012, the Los Angeles District Attorney's Office issued their letter of 
opinion regarding this shooting incident. The leiter ends with the statement, “We 
conciude that Deputy Brian Vance acted in lawful self-defense and defense of others. 
We are closing our file and will take no further action in this matter.” See

Suspect Eng sustained two gunshot wounds. The first round struck and penetrated her 
left hand, causing a second bullet strike to the right shoulder. The bullet did not 
penetrate her shoulder, but caused some bruising. The second round struck her in the 
chest and exited through the left side of her back [VOLUME Il, EXHIBIT A, PAGE 319]. 


Under the supervision of Fire Captain Roewart, paramedics rendered aid to the suspect. 
At the direction of Doctor Maina, a physician of LA County USC Hospital, the suspect 
was pronounced dead at the scene at 1556 hours by Paramedic Daly [VOLUME Il, 
EXHIBIT A, PAGE 66]. The deceased suspect was processed by Los Angeles 
County Corner, Kristy McCracken, who provided a coroner case number of 2012-00092.

PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 


Several items of evidence were collected by the staff from Scientific Services Bureau. 
The suspect's hammer was amongst the items recovered and collected as evidence.

DISTANCE 

Involved Deputy Brian Vance fired his first shot at the suspect from a distance of 
approximately 12 feet. His second round was fired at an approximate distance of 8 feet 
from the suspect. Both rounds struck the suspect. 

INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS 

The initial Internal Affairs Bureau investigators, Sergeants Chad Smeltzer and Trent 


Denison, arrived at the homicide scene approximately an hour after the incident had 
occurred.

Clinics — Asian Pacific Family Center.” The building is located on Valley Boulevard, east 
of Mission Drive.

The investigators noted that the entrance to the location had double glass swinging 
doors, covered with mini blinds. The entrance led to an open lobby area, which was 
bright and well lit by artificial lighting. At the northwest end of the lobby is a front 
counter with a short swivel door, which allowed access to several work stations and 
desks behind the counter. South of the counter, along the west wall, was an elevator 
and stainvay. On the northeast side of the lobby was a coded door that led to a back 
hallway to additional rooms and a bathroom. 


The investigators saw the suspect's body was lying next to the front lobby counter in а 
supine position with her head pointing south and her feet pointing north. She was 
approximately 24 feet from the south lobby wall and 3 feet from the east lobby wall. 
The suspects body was nude with cut clothing under her body. The clothing had 
apparently been removed by the paramedics, while they provided aid to the suspect. 
The suspect had an apparent gunshot wound to her chest and left hand. 


The investigators also Saw an expended taser cartridge under the front counter, and a 
ball peen hammer near Suspect Eng's body at the north end of the lobby by the east 
wall.

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REVIEW OF RADIO TRANSMISSIONS 


А telephone call was made to the Temple Sheriff's Station, which resulted in the 
deputies being assigned a call to respond to 9353 Valley Boulevard, Tag 293. 
immediately following the shooting incident, initiated emergent radio 
traffic. The audio recordings of the telephone call, and the radio broadcast were 
obtained and reviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Carlos Flores. 


In the telephone cali recording, a male, identified as Witness is heard 


asking for “dispatch.” Witness ШЕШЕЙ is then heard =й his address, and advising 


that the location is a “community health agency.” Witness hen stated that they 
have a "Tow level threat emergency situation." Witness explained that there is a 
middle aged female, small in stature, sitting in the front office area with a ball peen 
hammer in her lap. He said the female is a patient, but is refusing to be contacted. 
Witness ИЕ stated that the female is “not immediately violent, but I don't want her 
to get to that level." 


Witness ЕЕЕ then provided a brief description of the suspect, and gave his cell 
phone number. He also advised that he and the security guard would be waiting for the 
deputies outside the front doors of the location.

The telephone call conversation 
was also transcribed [VOLUME Il, EXHIBIT F]. 


After the deputies were dispatched the call, sk Unit can be heard 


on the Local Tactical Channel (L-Tac12), advising Deputy Song (Unit 52T1) to meet him 
"east of the location." is then heard advising that the location is located 


on Valley Boulevard, and Mission Drive. 


On Temple Station's working radio frequency (Dispatch 11), сал be 
heard asking for emergency clearance ("70-33 give me the patch”). He is then heard 


advising that a deputy involved shooting had occurred ("998"), and gives the address of 
his location. — ` i-o that one suspect is “down,” and all the deputies 


are accounted for. Не then requested that paramedics (“902R”) respond and “stage.” 


s then heard re-advising that опе suspect is “down,” and that they аге 
inside of the location. Several units are then heard advising that they are responding, 
including two sergeant units (50S and 58S). BE hen re-advised that only 
the suspect was injured, and that there are no deputies injured. He also advised that 
the suspect was not handcuffed and requested that responding units block traffic on 
Valley Boulevard.

INVOLVED DEPUTY BRIAN VANCE (Homicide Interview): 

On January 4, 2012, Involved Deputy Brian Vance was interviewed by Detectives Phil 
Martinez and Kevin Acebedo of the Homicide Bureau. The Interview took place al 
Temple Sheriffs Station, where Deputy Vance is assigned. The interview occurred а! 
2115 hours and was digitally audibly recorded. 


On January 4, 2012, Deputy Vance said he and his deputy sheriff trainee (Allison 
Melendez) were assigned to unit 54 PM's. During their shift, they responded to 9353 
Valley Boulevard (location) regarding a mentally insane female Asian with a hammer. 


Upon their arrival, they met with handling unit) and Deputy 
Song (assisting unit) in front of the location. who initially spoke with 
the informant outside the location, developed a tactical plan for contacting the suspect. 

3 ssigned himself less lethal force (taser) and Deputies Vance, 
Melendez and Song were assigned lethal force (handguns). 


While the deputies spoke outside the location, the security guard 
looked through the front window of the lobby and said, "Oh shit." Deputy Vance 
thought something was occurring inside the location that required their immediate 
attention and response, The security guard then swung open the front doors and they 
(deputies) entered the lobby. 
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As ihey entered, Deputy Vance saw а female Asian (Suspect Jazmyne Епа) standing in 
the back of the lobby. The suspect was holding a hammer and was yelling unintelligible 
sounds. 


j rde red the suspect twice to drop the hammer, but she would not 
comply. Instead the suspect shook the hammer in an aggressive manner and 
continued to scream. Deputy Vance then told "Tase her, Tase her!" 


A hen fired his taser at the suspect. Deputy Vance said he could see 
the taser wires leading from the taser to the suspect's body and believed the darts 
connected; however, the charge from the taser failed to incapacitate the suspect. 


After II red his taser, the suspect closed her eyes and momentarily 
flinched. She then reengaged by raising the hammer and stepping 
toward him. 


Deputy Vance said he could see that she was angry and agitated and believed she was 
focused on injuring him with the hammer. Deputy Vance said she had the look as if she 
wanted to "kill" him. Deputy Vance said he feared Torf safety and 
fired one round from his service weapon at the suspect. 


Deputy Vance believed the round struck the suspect; however, the suspect again 
reengaged MO y raising the hammer and stepping toward him. Believing 
the suspect was about to attack En = the hammer, he fired one more 
round from his service weapen at the suspect. The suspect then stepped backwards 
апа leaned against the lobby wall. She then slid to the floor and dropped the hammer.

INVOLVED DEPUTY BRIAN VANCE (АВ Interview): 

On March 28, 2013, at approximately 1417 hours, Involved Deputy Brian Vance was 
interviewed by Sergeants John Trani and Carlos Flores of the Interna! Affairs Bureau. 
Deputy Vance was represented by Attorney Alfonso Estrada of Green & Shinee. The 
interview took place at the Internal Affairs office and was digitally audibly recorded. 


During Deputy Brian Vance's Internal Affairs interview, he was asked if he received and 


read his homicide interview transcript. He said yes, and he indicated that his 
statements were truthful and accurate. 
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On January 4, 2012, Deputy Brian Уапсе said he was assigned to patrol at Temple 
Sheriff's Station as a field training officer. At the time, Deputy Vance was assigned а 
deputy sheriff trainee by the name of Allison Melendez. Deputy Vance said it was 
Deputy Melendez’ third week at the station and only her third day in the field on patrol. 


On January 4, 2012, he responded to a call for service regarding a mentally insane 
female, who was holding a hammer. He said he was not assigned the call, but chose 
to respond since Deputy Melendez was the only female on duty for any subsequent 
search of the female suspect. 


Upon their arrival, he and Deputy Melendez met with Deputies (handling unit) 
and Song (assisting unit) west of the clinic's front doors. who initially 
spoke with the facility security guard, developed a tactical plan for contacting the 
suspect. 


Deputy Vance said he and Deputy Song were assigned to lethal force (firearms) and 
—_— ood himself to less lethal force (taser). Deputy Vance said he 
believed Deputy Melendez was also assigned lethal force (firearm); however, it was 
understood by Deputy Melendez that she would definitely be searching the suspect as 


discussed during their response to the call. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Vance said there was no further discussion about other less 
lethal options. Deputy Vance said the taser seemed to be the best 
option available. He explained that OC spray would have been 
ineffective and using his baton to go, “toe to toe" with the suspect 
was too dangerous. іп addition, the distances between the suspect 
and deputies were too close to deploy a stun bag on an incident 
that was initially high risk. 


As soon as they finished their tactical planning and were preparing to go in, he saw the 
security quard looking through the lobby window and heard him say, "Oh shit" Deputy 
Vance said the security guard's comment brought him immediate concern regarding the 
suspect's actions. It was Deputy Vance's belief that they needed to get inside the lobby 
immediately. As they made entry, Deputy Vance said they we're confronted by the 
suspect, who was screaming and holding a hammer. 


(АВ NOTE: Deputy Vance was provided with a diagram of the front lobby, 
which is attached with his transcript [VOLUME lI]. On the diagram, 
Deputy Vance identified the suspect's position with an "Х” and his 
position with the letter "V." Не identified the other deputies 
positions on the diagram by using their last initial. 
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Deputy Vance said the suspect was standing near the back wall and that she was the 
only person in the lobby. Deputy Vance said the hammer was at eye level and she was 
shaking it as she screamed. He said the suspect appeared extremely agitated and her 
behavior was very threatening. He believed she was possibly having an "Intense 
mental episode,” 


IAB NOTE: During Deputy Vance's IAB interview, he said that Temple Sheriff's 
Station receives a large volume of calls regarding the mentally iil. 
He said in his experience, mentally ill people are very unstable and 
unpredictable. 


WUəIII IG<QIOHWSN€SI Ж С her several commands to drop the hammer and gave her 
sufficient time to comply; however, she refused. The suspect continued her behavior, 


making the situation extremely volatile. Deputy Vance said he then shouted Гог ИӘ

Deputy Vance said ЕЕЕ red his taser at the suspect. Deputy Vance said 
he could see the taser wires leading from the taser to the suspect's body and believed 
the darts connected. He said he could hear the taser cycling, which lasted about 5 
seconds; however, it failed to incapacitate the suspect. Instead, the suspect took a 
small step backwards, closed her eyes and shook her head, while keeping the hammer 
in a raised position at eye level. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Vance said he expected the taser to cause the suspects 
body to seize and fall to the ground. Typically, the taser would 
incapacitate the intended target, causing the body to fall to the 
ground. 


The suspect then quickly opened her eyes as if she was coming out of a "dream." She 
seemed to realize that she was struck by the taser and became infuriated and began 
screaming. Deputy Vance said the suspect's eyebrows were raised and her eyes were 
wide open. She then raised the hammer above her head and drew it back in a striking 
position. Deputy Vance said she appeared fixated solely on and 
looked like she wanted to "kill" him. 


Without haste, the suspect charged toward WWW who was approximately 


six feet from the suspect. Deputy Vance said he believed the suspect was about to 
strike EM the hammer and feared for his life. As the suspect took her 


first step forward, Deputy Vance fired one round with his service weapon at the suspect.

Deputy Vance said he was approximately 12 feet from the suspect when he fired his 
weapon. He said he was cognizant of his surroundings and believed he was in a safe 
position to fire his weapon. 


[AB NOTE: After MIN deployed his taser, Deputy Vance estimated 
approximately 7-10 seconds had passed before firing his first 
round. 


After Deputy Vance fired his weapon, the suspect lowered the hammer below her head 
and took a small step backwards. Deputy Vance believed the round had struck the 
suspect; however, the suspect was still screaming and remained focused on 

The suspect then began to draw the hammer back above her head and 
charge toward MIN with the same intensity as before. 


Deputy Vance said he had repositioned himself in the lobby and was now approximatel 
eight feet from the suspect. Once again, Deputy Vance said he feared or RR 
_ e and fired a second round at the suspect. The suspect then stepped 
backwards and leaned against the lobby wall. She then slid to the floor and dropped 
the hammer. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Vance said the time between the first and the second 
gunshot was approximately 2-5 seconds.

The call 
indicated the female was sitting in the lobby with hammer. 
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oordinated the call over the radio, advising responding units 
(Deputies Song, Vance and Melendez) to meet outside the location. 


Upon на rival, he met with an employee of the location and obtained 
additional information. hen met with his assisting units and 
developed a tactical plan for contacting the suspect. ЕЕЕ said he assigned 
himself the less lethal force (taser) and Deputies Vance and Song lethal force 
(firearms). 


Shortly after, MN aw the facility security guard look into the lobby and say 
"Oh shit." Based on the security guard's statement, сага he felt a 
sense of urgency to quickly enter the lobby. 


аю һе and his assisting deputies entered the location and saw а 
female Asian (Suspect Jazmyne Eng) standing in the lobby screaming and holding a 
raised hammer in her right hand. ordered the suspect to drop the 


hammer twice, but she refused to comply. 


aid he fired his taser at the suspect and saw the darts land on her 
torso and left arm. BB said the suspect was not affected by the taser and 
took an aggressive step toward him with the hammer raised above her head. 
DE cared the suspect was about to attack him with the hammer and attempted to 
transition to his firearm. In the process, he heard a gunshot. 


The suspect then took a step back and then reengaged by taking a 
step toward him with the raised hammer. then heard a second 


gunshot, which apparently stopped the suspect by causing her to fail to the ground. 


Immediately following the incident, ЕЕЕ broadcasted emergency radio 
traffic regarding the shooting and requested paramedics.

The 
interview took place at the Internal Affairs office and was digitally audibly recorded. 


During MA nternal Affairs interview, he was asked if he received 
and read his homicide interview transcript. He said yes and he indicated that his 
statements were truthful and accurate. 
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On January 4, 2012, ав assigned to patrol at Temple Sheriff's 
Station. was a field training officer, but was not assigned a trainee at 
the time. During his shift, aid he received a service call regarding a 
mentally insane female, who was holding a hammer. He said he coordinated the call 


over the radio, advising his assisting units to meet him outside the location. 


Upon rival, he met with the informant, who he believed was the 
facility security guard (Witness . He said the security guard provided 
him with a brief description of the suspect and her name, [Suspect] Jazmyne Eng. 


Afterwards, BEBE net with his assisting deputies just outside the location. 
He said he developed a tactical plan by assigning himself less lethal force (taser) and 
Deputies Vance and Song lethal force (handguns). said he was going 
to assign Deputy Melendez radio responsibilities, but he did not recall seeing her during 
the planning stage. He believed she was at her patrol car assigning herself to the tag, 


since she and her training officer (Deputy Vance) were not originally dispatched the call. 
Soon after RE - his briefing, they prepared to enter the location. 


IAB NOTE: Игі there was no further discussion about other 
less lethal options. II said the taser seemed to be 
the best option available. He explained that OC spray would not 
necessarily incapacitate or stop a person with a weapon. In 
addition, the distances between the suspect and deputies were too 
close to deploy a stun bag on an incident that was initially high risk. 


As they approached, с aw the security guard crack ма the x door 


and iook inside. He then heard the security guard say, "Ой shit!" aid 
he didn't know what the security guard saw, but believed someone inside was being 
attacked by the suspect. He said he felt a heightened since of urgency to get inside. 


Soon after, Deputies lance and Song immediately made entry into the lobby 
of the location. He said they we're confronted by the suspect, who was standing toward 
the back of the lobby. 


IAB NOTE: MO 25 provided with a diagram of the front lobby, 
which is attached with his transcript. On the diagram, he identified 


the suspect's position with an "X" and his position with the letter 
"E." He also identified the position of the other deputies he recalled 
being in the lobby by their last initial.

level. He said she had a firm grip of the hammer with her right hand and was shaking 
it.

After the gunshot, the suspect took a slight step back and looked dazed; however, she 
did not drop the hammer and kept it raised. The suspect then quickly refocused her 
attention on nd looked extremely angry. said the 
suspect began to draw the hammer back and took a step toward him with the same 
intensity as before. Once again, ttempted to draw his weapon from 
his holster, in an effort to shoot the suspect and stop her advance. In the process, һе 
heard a second gunshot, which was fired by Deputy Vance. 
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After the second gunshot, the suspect stepped backwards and leaned against the lobb 
wall. She then slid to the floor and dropped the hammer. Afterwards, 
holstered his weapon and asked Deputy Vance for a new taser cartridge.

DEPUTY JEREMIAH SONG (Homicide Interview): 

Оп January 4, 2012, at approximately 1920 hours Deputy Jeremiah Song was 
interviewed by Detectives Phil Martinez and Kevin Acebedo of the Homicide Bureau. 
The interview took place at Temple Sheriff's Station and was digitally audibly recorded. 


Deputy Song said he was working unit 52T1, a traffic car in Temple City. During his 
shift, Deputy Song said he was dispatched an assist call regarding a mentally insane 
female Asian with a hammer (Suspect Jazmyne Eng). 


Deputy Song said that MN was the handling unit MB and coordinated 


the cail over the radio. 


Upon Deputy Song's arrival at the scene, he met with and assisting 
deputies (Deputies Vance and Melendez) outside the location. 
developed a tactical plan for contacting the suspect. Deputy Song said he and Deputy 


Vance were assigned lethal force (firearms) and assigned himself less 
lethal force (taser). 


Soon after the tactical planning period ended, Deputies Vance, Song and 
Melendez made entry into the location. As they entered, Deputy Song saw the suspect 
standing in the lobby holding a hammer. The suspect was screaming and raised the 
hammer. ИЯ ordered ihe suspect to drop the hammer twice, but she 
retused to comply. 


Deputy Song then heard Deputy Vance tell ss tase the suspect. 
Deputy Song said the taser darts struck the suspect, but appeared to have no affect on 
her. Instead, the suspect raised the hammer and aggressively stepped toward 

Deputy Song believed was going to be hit with the hammer 
and contemplated on firing his weapon at the suspect; however, he did not have a clear 
field of fire. Deputy Song then saw Deputy Vance fire his gun at the suspect. 
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After the suspect was shot, she remained standing. She then again "motioned" toward 
—— na was Shot a second time by Deputy Vance. The suspect then fell 


to the floor. Shortly after, additional units and paramedics arrived on scene.

DEPUTY JEREMIAH SONG (АВ Interview): 

On March 28, 2013, at approximately 1926 hours Deputy Jeremiah Song was 
interviewed by Sergeants John Trani and Carlos Flores of the Internal Affairs Bureau. 
Deputy Song was represented by Attorney Alfonso Estrada of Green & Shinee. The 
interview took place at the Internal Affairs office and was digitally audibly recorded. 


During Deputy Song's Internal Affairs interview, he was asked if he received and read 
his homicide interview transcript. He said yes and that his statements were truthful and 
accurate. 


On January 4, 2013, Deputy Song said he was working patrol at Temple Sheriff's 
Station. During his work shift, Deputy Song said he was assigned a service call 


regarding a mentally insane female, who was holding a hammer (Suspect Jazmyne 
Eng). Deputy Song said he was assigned as the assisting unit and that 
as assigned as the handling unit. Deputy Song said that 


coordinated the call over the radio and instructed the responding units to meet just 
outside the location. Upon Deputy Song's arrival, he met with Deputies 
Vance and Melendez just outside the location. 


JAB NOTE: Deputy Song said that Deputy Vance was a training car and Deputy 
Meiendez was his trainee. 


As they gathered together, ИЕ e velo ped a tactical plan for contacting the 
suspect. Deputy Song said that he and Deputy Vance were assigned to lethal force 
(handguns) and IN <signed himself to less lethal force (taser). Deputy 
Song said he could not recall if Deputy Melendez was assigned any responsibilities. 
However, Deputy Song recalled that she (Melendez) was present during the initial 
pre-planning. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Song said there was no further discussion about other less 
lethal options. He said the only other item he had available would 
have been the stun bag; however, the room was tco small to use 
such a weapon. 
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Just prior to their tactical planning period ending, Deputy Song heard the security quard 
(Witness say, "Oh shit!" Deputy Song said he laoked at the security 
guard and saw him looking through the glass the door. Deputy Song said he tried to 
"peer" through the glass door, but couldn't see anything; however, based on the security 
quard's statement, Deputy Song believed someone was being attacked by the suspect. 
Deputy Song said the security guard's statement heightened his concern to a level of 
exigency. At this point, the deputies filed into the location and were eventually 
confronted by the suspect. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Song was provided with a diagram of the front lobby, which 
is attached with his transcript. Оп the diagram, Deputy Song 
identified the suspect's location with an "X" and his location with the 
letter "S." He also identified the position of the other deputies he 
recalled inside the location by their last initial. 


Deputy Song said the suspect was standing toward the back of the lobby screaming 
and holding a hammer in her right hand. He said she had a firm grip on the hammer 
and was shaking it. He could see that her eyes were wide open and looking in their 
direction, as she raised the hammer over her head. 


Deputy Song said the suspect was obviously angry and looked "crazy." He could hear 
rying to talk with the suspect to gain her cooperation; however, she 


continued with her rant, making the situation extremely volatile. 


At this point, Deputy Song heard Deputy Vance shout "Tase her!” 

then fired his taser at the suspect, striking her torso area. Deputy Song said he heard 
the taser cycling for a couple of seconds, but then became focused solely on the 
suspect. He recalled the suspect initially screaming for about a second and then stop. 
The hammer was still raised above her head. She then appeared to focus all of her 
attention on уу He said her eyes were opened wide and looked very 
intense. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Song said it was very apparent that the taser was having no 
effect on the suspect. He said he expected the taser to cause the 
suspect's body to seize and fall to the ground, which did not occur. 


Deputy Song said the suspect drew the hammer back and charged toward ЕНЕ 
=== He said it seemed as if she wanted to “destroy” him as if he was the “Devil.” 


Deputy Song could see that MINI 2705 were down at his gun beit and 
appeared to be manipulating his taser. At this point, Deputy Song said he was going to 
fire his gun at the suspect; however, he did not have a clear shot. At that moment, 
Deputy Vance fired his gun at the suspect. 
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IAB NOTE: Deputy Song said a hammer can cause great bodily injury or even 
death when used as a weapon. He stated that he has seen blunt 


trauma in the past and believed the suspect was going to hit 
ИИ. the hammer 


Deputy Song said the suspect took а slight step backwards, and š aused for a second. 


Once again, she started to scream and focus her attention on Deputy 
Song said the suspect began to draw the hammer back above her head and charge 
toward TEE. the same intensity as before. He said she seemed to 
charge at him as if she was going into “battle.” Deputy Song then saw Deputy Vance 


fire a second round at the suspect. Тһе suspect then fell to the floor and laid on her 
side. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Song said the time between the first gunshot and the 
second was about two seconds. 


Deputy Song said the suspect was held at gunpoint until additional units arrived оп 
scene and handcuffed the suspect. Soon after, paramedics arrived on scene and 
rendered aid to the suspect.

DEPUTY ALLISON MELENDEZ (Homicide Interview): 

On January 4, 2012, Deputy Allison Melendez was interviewed by Detectives Phil 
Martinez and Kevin Acebedo of the Homicide Bureau. The interview took place а! 
Temple Sheriff's Station and was digitally audibly recorded. 


Deputy Melendez said she was on training and Deputy Vance was her field training 
officer. On January 4, 2012, she and Deputy Vance were working unit 54 PM's. During 
their shift, she heard a priority call over the radio regarding an insane female who was 
screaming and uncooperative (Suspect Jazmyne Eng). 


Deputy Melendez said Deputy Vance advised her that they would be responding to the 
call since she was the only female on duty to physically search the female suspect. 


Upon their arrival, they met with Deputies ЕЙ handling unit) and Song (assisting 


unit) in the parking lot. Deputy Melendez said the director of the location (Witness 
came up and advised that the suspect was inside screaming and 


holding a hammer. 


Prior to entry, a tactical plan was developed. It was discussed that 
would have less lethal force (taser) and Deputy Vance would be lethal force (firearm). 
she said, she and Deputy Song were told to assist if needed. 
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As they made their way to the lobby door, Deputy Melendez saw the facility security 
guard standing near the lobby door and state, "Oh my God!" She 
said it appeared that the security guard had just exited the lobby after seeing the 
suspect. Deputy Melendez said she and the deputies then entered the location. 


As soon as they entered, Deputy Melendez said she saw a female Asian standing in the 
back of the lobby holding a hammer in her right hand. She said the suspect was 
swinging the hammer and screaming. 


ШИЕ гсегес the suspect to drop the hammer twice, but she refused to 
comply. Deputy Vance then “So tase the suspect. At that point, 
бет his taser. Deputy Melendez said she could see that the taser 
wires were attached to the suspect and was cycling, but it had no affect on the suspect. 
Instead, the suspect became angrier and raised the hammer as she lunged а! 


EE She then heard two gunshots. 


Deputy Melendez explained that after the first gunshot the suspect remained standing; 
however, after the second gunshot the suspect fell to the ground. 


Deputy Melendez said that ЕЕЕ broadcasted emergency traffic over the 
radio, while she and Deputy Vance held the suspect at gunpoint. As soon as additional 
units arrived, the suspect was handcuffed; however, she was unaware what deputy(s) 
handcuffed the suspect.

WITNESS (Homicide interview): 
Witness is a Mental Health Doctor and the Associate Division Director at 


the Asian Pacific Family Center in the City of Rosemead, On January 4, 2012, at 
approximately 2122 hours Witness W:IIIII.QI interviewed by Detective Martinez of 
the Homicide Bureau and Investigator Sean Robinson of the Justice System Integrity 
Division. The interview was audibly recorded. 
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Witness illl aid he started his work shift at about 0900 hours, on January 4, 2012. 
During the morning hour, he was notified by [Witness] ЕЕЕ that a patient of hers 
(Suspect Jazmyne Eng) was inside the lobby with no appointment. Witness 

said he questioned Witness {regarding the suspect's behavior and asked her to 
periodically check on her status. 


At about 1500 hours, Witness aid Witness [contacted him inside his office. 
Witness lod Witness hat the suspect was becoming a little agitated and 


had a hammer. Witness said he left his office and went to the lobby to check 


on the suspect. As Witness entered the lobby, and before he could say a word, 
the suspect raised the hammer and said, “Get away from me.” Дин O Q the 
suspect, “Not a problem” and left her sitting in the lobby. Witness said he then 
quietly cleared the lobby of other patients. 


Witness said he telephoned Temple Sheriffs Station and requested for 
deputies to respond to his location. He explained that there was a female Asian inside 
his facility (Suspect Jazmyne Eng), who was “unsafe” to approach and was “looking” 
unstable, 


Witness Maid he and the security guard (Witness Ш  waites out 


front for the sheriffs deputies to arrive. While they waited, the security guard told 
Witness ШИ е could handcuff the suspect if necessary. Witness ER cr 
replied, "She's got a рай peen hammer. And і don't know how fast you are, but Гт not 
sure if that's a good idea.” 


Witness O said within a short period of time, three male deputies arrived on 
scene. He said he provided them with the suspect's name and description. He said he 
heard the deputies quickly discuss strategies on how they would enter the location. He 
said he couldn't recall everything, but remembered one deputy stating that he had a 
"aser." 


As the deputies entered the location, Witness [stood behind them just inside the 
doorway. The deputies ordered the suspect to drop the hammer at least a couple of 
times; however, she became increasingly more agitated. Witness said the 
suspect then growled and stepped forward with the hammer raised at head level. 

It was at this time that one of the deputies fired his taser. 


Witness BB said he heard the suspect scream and "slightly" fall downward: 
however, she got "back up" still holding the hammer. He then heard the deputy, who 
discharged his taser; say something like, "Oh shit, it didn't take." 
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As Ше suspect stood back up, she raised the hammer once again. Witness 
then heard gun fire, which he described as a, “double tap.” Shortly after, he heard а 
third shot and saw the suspect immediately fall to the ground. Witness Егіс he 
could see that the suspect was down on the floor with her back against the wall, but was 
unable to see if she still possessed the hammer. 


Witness BB aid the deputies requested rescue personnel and appeared to be 
providing medical aid to the suspect. The remaining employees were escorted outside 
of the facility.

Trani and Carlos Fiores of the Internal Affairs Bureau. This interview took place at his 
place of business and was digitally audibly recorded. 


On January 4, 2012, Witness was working at the Asian Pacific Family Center іп 
the City of Rosemead. On that day, Witness said he was informed by ап 
employee of the facility that [Suspect] Jazmyne Eng was in the lobby holding a hammer. 
Witness ne he contacted the suspect inside the lobby and saw that she 
was sitting in a chair against the east wall. Witness said the suspect growled at 
him, raised the hammer and told him to “stay away." Witness was afraid if he 

ushed the matter, she would possibly attack him with the hammer. Therefore, Witness 
ошағы the suspect alone inside the lobby. 


Witness 29а he subsequently telephoned Temple Sheriffs Station and 
e he and the facility security guard 


requested deputies to respond. Witness 
(Witness ن ا‎ іс outside for the deputies to arrive. 


IAB NOTE: Witness said all other patients were removed from the 
lobby and only Suspect Eng remained. He said the only other 
people inside the location were his employees, who were Instructed 
to stay away from the suspect. 


Upon their arrival, Witness Î spoke with one of the deputies and described the 
suspect to him. Afterwards, the deputy gathered with his assisting deputies. Witness 
EN. he overheard some discussion of who would be responsible for the taser, 
but could not recall everything that was discussed. Soon after, Witness ЕКЕ 
looked into the lobby and said, "Right there, she is." 
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Afterwards, the deputies entered Ше lobby through the front doors. Witness 
said he and Witness YE so entered the lobby and stood by the stairs, near the 
elevator. 


¡AB NOTE: Witness Was provided a diagram of the lobby and office 
area, which is attached with his transcript. Witness 
identified his and Witness ос оп on the diagram with 
their last initial. He also identified the suspects and deputies’ 
position by writing “D” for the deputy and “JE” for the suspect. 


Witness ШЫ said the suspect was standing near the back wall of the lobby and 
appeared to have a two handed grip on the hammer, which was raised at chest level. 
Witness said deputies ordered the suspect to drop the hammer at least two 
times; however, she did not comply. Witness said the suspect appeared 
agitated and had a “scowl” look on her face. The suspect then raised the hammer 
slightly above her head and growled at the deputies. He then saw a deputy with dark 
hair fire his taser at the suspect. 


IAB NOTE: Based on the suspect's behavior and her refusal to drop the 
hammer, Witness И ticipated that the suspect would be 
shot with the taser. 


After the suspect was shot with the taser, Witness lle xpected to see the suspect 
fall to the ground. Instead, she closed her eyes, slightly canted to one side and 
screamed in pain. The suspect then opened her eyes, stood upright, raised the hammer 
above her nead and growled at the deputies. 


Witness [aid he then heard gunfire, which he described as a, "double tap." He 
said the suspect remained standing, closed her eyes and drew the hammer down at 
chest level. He then saw the suspect recover by broadening her posture and, “rising 
up.” Soon after, Witness [heard a third gunshot and saw the suspect fall to the 
floor. At that point, the incident was over.

And, and again, you said you were, well, were you trying to get there 
quickly like, like Га asked you before? 


Yes, sir. | was driving aggressively to the call. | wasn't driving Code 3, 
but | was driving aggressively to get there. 


Obeying all the laws and all that kind of stuff, but just trying to get there 
quicker, correct? 


Yes, sir. 
And then, so, based on that, is it because you wanted to get there quickly 


because of the fact there's a female in there with a hammer and you want 
to be of some assistance? 
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Yes, sir. 


Do you recall having any conversation with Melendez while you were on 
your way to the call? 


We were talking in the car. We weren’t necessarily talking about the 
incident. We were talking about Code 3 driving, driving aggressively, and 
that kind of thing, but we weren't talking about this call, other than what 
was associated with the actual call itself. 


Now you told Homicide Investigators that you and your trainee, Melen-, 
Deputy Melendez, had met Deputy s ЕЕЕ and Song, in front of the 
location. Is that correct? 


That's correct, sir. 


Do you remember if you got, did you all arrive there at the same time or 
did you have to wait? Do you recall? 


| arrived at the same time as Deputy Song did, and нн 
showed up within seconds after our arrival to the scene. 


Now, when you met with and Deputy Song right there in 
the parking lot, where did you assemble at? Or where did you see 
BEEN semble with the informant? 'Cause he did talk to the 
informant, correct? 


Yes, sir. 


Where did they assemble? Where did the talk or discuss at, do you 
recall? 


Yes, sir. We, we talked in the parking lot... 
Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 


...Which is kind of Southwest from where the lobby entrance is at. If you 
had a picture |, it looks like, | could see it right here. Yeah, there's it.... 


But this is, this is a blown up version of the lobby, so, these'll be the 
double front doors outside in the parking lot. It would be out in front of 
there somewhere. So, | guess, did you meet to the, as you're facing the 
doors, did you meet to the right of, left of the doors or the right of the 
doors? 
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No, as you're facing the doors, we met to the left of the doors and a little 
bit further west. 


Апа, is that where M5 15о met with the informant? 

Yes, sir. 

Do you know who that informant was that he was speaking to? 

| до not. 1 don't.... 

Do, do you remember what he looked like? 

| believe it was a male Asian. | don't remember, | don't remember his 
name. | don't recall anything else, other than that. | think he was in his 


40's and that's all | remember. 


And, and ЕЙ wasn’t talking to the security guard, he was talking to 
this male Asian. 


No, that, it was the security. It was, it was the security guard. 
He was talking to the security guard, you sure? 
Yeah, | would have to check my.... 


| f don't think, | dont think in there it states, but you can look. I don't think 
it does. |, |, | don't think Homicide asked that directly. 


I'm, I’m pretty positive that it was a security guard. 

Was the security guard uniformed Brian? Do you recall? 

| don't recall. 

Let me start with this while you're looking. VVas, was there, was there two 
people out there? VVas it, was there this male Asian out there and the 
security guard, outside, to meet you guys out front? 


There was only one gentleman that was out there, that I recall. 


Why does male Asian pop in your head so quick? | mean, what made you 
think of him? 


і, Fm just going based off the security guard. The guy, | remember the 
gentleman that, that talked to, is the one that walked up 
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to the window, looked inside and said, “Oh shit,” before we waiked into the 
lobby. And, | don't recall exactly what the guy looked like, but | recall that 
he was a security guard. Га have to, Га have to look at the, the transcripts 
in order to, but | don't recall what was said. 

Let me ask, and you're more than welcome to look.... 

Yes, Sir. 


And, and, but right now, you re not sure if it was a security guard or this 
male Asian. 


Yes, sir. 

But you do recall Ек talking to one person? 
Yes, sir. 

And he didn't talk to multiple people? 

No, sir. 

And.... 

Were you close enough to listen to the conversation Brian? 
No, sir. | wasn't privy to their conversation. 

No? You just know that he had made contact with somebody? 
Yes, sir. 

And was it all to the left side of the door? 

Yes, sir. 


бо you're all in close proximity, but you're not in, joining in on that 
conversation, you're not listening. 


That's correct, sir. 


Were you conversing with other deputies while he was talking to the, this 
informant. 
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| was standing near Deputy Sco-, excuse me, Deputy Song and my 
trainee, and | believe that we were having a conversation while this, 

as talking to that person. 
Did any part of your guys in discussion, before 2те 
over, was it about that cali? Was there any discussion about what was 
going on inside or what you thought should happen, or any discussion like 
that, or what, what the other deputies thought you guys should do or...? 


Well, | don't know, | don't recall what we were talking about. I’m, lm sure 
that we were talking about it, but that would be speculation though. 


Now.... 

How long do you think Йә talking to this individual? 
A minute or so. 

And did ИЕ гел come over to you guys? 

Yes, sir. 

He came to you? 

Yes, sir. 


And then, when walked over to where you guys were at, 
which is pretty much close in the same area, correct? 


Yes, sir. 
DERI od, well, you had said to Homi-, the Homicide 
Investigator that you, that ERE: ac that you were gonna be 
lethal and that Deputy Song was gonna be lethal and that mim 

was gonna be the taser, correct? 
That's correct, sir. 
Was there any assignment given to Deputy Melendez? 
| believe that she was also, she was also gonna be lethal, however, it was 
more of like, that she was definitely gonna be searching the female, once 
she was, the, the, the disturbing party was, once we were able to contact 
her and, and take her into custody, if you will. She, Deputy Melendez was 


gonna search her, so, | think that, that she was also designated as, as 
lethal, also. 
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Now, in the car ride up, you, you said that you wanted to go because she's 
the only female deputy that, that's available to, oh, well, the only female 
deputy on duty at the time, that would be able to do the female search. 
Was this conveyed to her in the саг? 


Yes, sir. 


50, is, is it very possible that in her mind, she already knows that she's 
gonna be hands on? If you know. | don't want you to speculate, but is it 
your belief, based on what you told her, that you made it clear, that yeah, 
you're gonna be the one that's gonna be searching this lady out at, at, at 
the end? 


Yes, sir. 


Now when you got there, you said that you think that she was assigned 
lethal. Was there any discussion again, about hey listen, you're gonna be 
the hands on, the arrest person, the handgun person, or anything like 
that? Do you recall that? 


No, | don't recall that. 


When, when this is for purpose of the tape, И. 
When came back to, to you, after discussing with whoever the 
informant was, did he have any new information for you? Did he say 


anything to you guys? Something that you had not known, regarding the 
call? 

Nothing unknown. | mean, nothing that was further to the call other than 
what we had. The female was still inside the lobby. She had a hammer 
and she was, she was wearing a pink shirt or wearing a dark colored 
jacket or something like that. 


Did ЕЙ mention that, that there was anybody else in the lobby area, 
do you recall? 


No, sir. И was, she was the only person that was in the lobby. 

That was conveyed to you? 

Yes, sir. 

And, as a part of that tactical plan, and again, lethal was assigned, Taser 


was assigned... The description, i'm sorry, my, | might have 
misunderstood, when you were talking about the description what was 
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given to you from ЕЕ Есі he give you any information about that 
female? Like description, other than what you got in the call. Anything 
additional... 


No. 
...like that? 
No, sir. Nothing additional. 


But he did express to you that she was the only one inside the lobby, is 
what you said earlier? 


Yes sir. 


So HI did express that to you? 


Yes, sir, 


And then also too, was there any, was there any discussion about 
anything else? About calling a supervisor, or, or, or having a supervisor 
come, or, or calling the other type of, you know, like a met team, or 
anything like that. And | know this is a priority call to get into, 1 know that 
you got somebody in there that has a hammer, but was those any, any 
thoughts, or any of that, did that topic ever come up with, while you're 
standing outside? 


Not while we're talking out there. 
Did it come up afterwards then? 
Well after.... 


But | mean, you know, you could, you said, he says, you sound like you're 
gonna say at some point it came up, but |, | don't know (talking over). 


No, what | was, | was saying that it was definitely something that was 
going through my mind at the time, but it wasn't something that came up 
while we were standing out in front of the [ocatton, formulating our game 
plan, our operation plan. 


And at that point, it wouldn't be something necessarily, you cali right then 
and there? it would be something after they got, you got the person in 
custody and you call the met team and you could more or less 5150 the 
person, if needed? 
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Yes, sir. 

Brian, at some point you guys began walking towards the location. How 
did you feel as your numbers were concerned? Did you feel comfortable it 
was yourself and three other deputies? 

Yes, sir. | felt comfortable. 

Is this anything unusual for you? 


No, sir. 


Was it, did you feel that maybe at that point in time to wait for a supervisor 
to arrive? 


No, sir. 

And, you said at a certain point, you guys were, or, you, you felt that you 
were...Well, Рт sorry, you said that you saw the security guard look into 
the facility, look into the lobby, or look through the glass... 

Yes, sir. 

...and had said, oh shit. And you had said that they gave you the feeling 
like, oh | need to get in the right away. You thought something might have 
been happening. 


Yes, sir. 


What exactly did you think might have been possibly happening inside 
there? 


Well based off of him saying, oh shit, the way һе said it, it wasn't, it, it kind 


of made me feel like, instead of, instead of the way it was described in the 


call, that maybe, that she was in there with the hammer, maybe she 
was...Based off of what he said, it's like somebody may be, the incident 
seemed like it was a little bit more, not a priority, it was already a priority, 
but it sounded like we needed to get in there right then and there. Who 
knows what she was doing, but that, oh shit, was enough to the point 
where it made it, the situation become a little bit more immediate to get in 
there and make contact with her and find out what was going on. 


'Cause you're already thinking that she's got a hammer, she's inside the 
lobby. Were you aware if there's any other employees inside that location, 
prior to entering? 
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Prior to entering, | did not know if there were other people in there. 
Was it a thought? 
It was definitely a thought. 


So when you hear this, oh shit, your concern is for other possible people 
inside the room and what she might be doing with that hammer? 


Yes, sir. 

And.... 

Can you give me a, and | apologize... 

No, it's all right. 

...can you, Brian can you give me a quick time line. He talks to the 
informant, comes back and talks to you guys, how long after that, you hear 
this? 

Oh it, sir, it was within seconds. It was, we, we formulate our game, game 
plan and then we walk towards the, the lobby entrance, and then that's 
when the gentleman looked into the window. He said, oh shit. It literally 
was the amount of time that I’m telling you, it was literally like within 
seconds of us approaching the doors. He said, oh shit, and then we went 
in. 

So, so your, your tactical planning period that you guys had, were you 
guys finished then? So it wasn’t interrupted by his, oh shit. It was, you 
guys were done, you were ready to go in, and that's then the security 
officer or this person looked in, in, into the window and said, oh shit? 


Yes, sir. We were ready to go in. 


And, | know | asked you if, if Melendez was assigned as hands-on. Was 
anybody else assigned as hands-on? 


NO, sir. 
And so, who opened that door to let you guys inside? Do you recall? 


| don't recall. Yeah, | don't recall. 
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And so how much time did you think you took to, іо form your tactical 
plan? | mean did it...Was there any discussion about any other less lethal 
weapons outside, other than the taser? 


DEDI ас! а taser and | had one also. 
Did you bring that up ог, ог no, when you guys were talking? 
Yes, he knew about it. 


Не knew about it ‘cause you told him or because he just knows that you 
carry one or...? 


Both of those reasons. | told him and he knows | carry one. 


But as far as IIA knew, is that he assigned you as less lethal 
and that was your, your assignment? 


No, he assigned me as lethal. 


l'm sorry, I'm sorry, I'm sorry, lethal. You were assigned lethal, and as far, 
as far as knows, that was your assignment and that's what your 
job assignment was, correct? 


Yes, sir. 


And you, you had mentioned in your transcripts that you had the taser if 
needed? 


Yes, sir. 


And you said that to Homicide I'm sorry. At any point in time, before you 
entered, knowing that the security guard said, oh shit, as he looked inside, 
did anybody in your guy's team, your four-man team now, did anybody 
look inside the window to check and see, before you guys entered, to see 
what he saw, or did anybody ask the security guard, what is it? What'd 
you see? You know, anything like that, that you're aware of? 


No, sir. He, |, | recall, okay, | recall this now, the, that gentleman looked 
into the window and then after he said, oh shit, he immediately opened up 
the door and then we went in. So, with ШЕ сас па. 


Okay. So it's like, he says, oh shit, and he just opens the door for you 
quys immediately to go right in? 
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Yes, Sir. 

All right. In, in your, in your, in, in your train of thought at the time, do you 
think there was time to stop and chit chat at that point? Or you really 
wanted to get in there to find out, hey, what's this guy talking about? 
After he said, oh shit, it was my opinion at the time, it was time to go in. 
There was no time to chit chat. The way he said, oh shit, it made it 
become a little bit more of an emergency for us to go in. 

Going back to this diagram, if you can do me a favor, Brian. If, if you can 
put an “X” exactly where, actually just put your, in, your, your letter of your, 
of your last name. Put a, put a “V” where you ended up. Where you're, 
where you're basically, where you stopped at in the end. Where was the 
last place that, oh, how can | say this? | want you to put, | know you guys 
walked in the front lobby (talking over). (Showing Sketch) 

(Talking over). 


Tell me where, tell me, tell me where you ended up inside that lobby as 
you guys confronted the, the, the female with the hammer. 


So “Y”... 
Put a "V" for your last name. 
Okay, okay. 


Is that, and, and before, before you do that Brian, does that look familiar to 
you? 


Yes, it does. 
The sketch itself? 
Yes, sir. it does. 


And if you have any questions about the sketch, please ask, before you 
mark on that. 


And before you mark on it too, Brian... 


Yes, sir? 
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That's a blow-up of, of a, a section that we have, which is this section 
here, okay? So, in essence, and | guess you would be looking at...well, 
it's almost like this side... (Showing second sketch) 

Yes, sir. 


..Okay? It's a blow-up of this section here. But this is the rest of the 
office, okay? 


Yes, we, you know, we, we didn't have anything to do with anything else 
back here. So, the only part that | have to deal with is right here. So, i'm 


looking at this and Гт gonna say that | was about right here. And that, 
well, | could put the other guys in there, but you don't want me.... 


Yeah, yeah, I'll, yeah, | was gonna ask you the same thing next. Is 
actually, could you show me where ended up at? 
Okay, she was back here so, he was about here. Nah, thaf's too close, 


That's okay. I'll tell you what, let me get, you give me that, ГЇЇ getcha, 
getcha another one. 


It's.... 


All, ail, all | want is, is where, where you guys ended up at during the 
tasing and the shooting. 


Right. 
And we know this is not to scale Brian. 
And it's not to scale. 


We know that this is, you know, the best of your recollection. VVe 
understand that this was a highly stressful situation. 


Okay. I’m gonna say that | was right about here somewhere. ЕЕЕ 
was about here and then, do you want me to put Song and Melendez... 


Yeah, song and... 
„on here too? 
... Melendez, where they ended up as well. 


song ! think was here and Melendez was behind me to the left, 
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(Talking over). 


Song was (talking over). The suspect was directly in front of me. It 
was.... 


Yeah, just put, put yeah, put a circle around it so we know. 
Okay. And the reason why, can | say the reason why | know... 
Yes. 


...that she was right here? | remember that she was right here, only 
because obviously we walk in and we see, but there was, there was a 
solid wall that was right here and | remember that she was standing 
directly in front of the wall. 


And, and again, were you aware of any employees inside that office? 
Could you see any other employees inside that office, including the 
security guard and that male Asian that you said that you remember 
seeing? 


Well, the security guard and the male Asian, may have been the same 
person, as far as | know, but that, that gentleman did not come in with us. 
He remained outside. There were other people inside the office, however 
| did not see them until after the fact. So, when we walked in, the only 
person that | saw was the suspect. 


Do you remember Brian, when you went in, actually making a conscious 
effort to look into this area? Into that area? 


Yes, sir. | remember looking back there. There's a, there's an office back 
there. 


All right. And, when | say office, it’s kind of like, it’s hard to tell. Like.... 
Well, there’s a front counter here. 

Yes, sir. Тһе front counter was right here, so this, |, | recall hearing 
people back here, but i couldn't see them. So, and, this is kind of, seems 


like it’s a little off from this, but.... 


The, the scale looks a lot bigger than what the actual look, place looks 
like. The place looks really small. 
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Yeah, it, it seems a little bit different, but yeah, 1, | when we came, when 
we came ín, | want to say the office is over, over this wall, this way more. 
When we came in, | recall hearing, | hear, | recall hearing voices back 
here, but | don't actually, | didn't remember seeing anybody back here, 
They came out after the fact. But they remained back there when we got 
there. 


Just for the tape, you're, you're pointing to the, what they call, what they 
refer to as the, the, the chart room. Апа that's in the far, as you look at the 
scale, the far left hand corner of the scale. And, it has a, some cabinets, 
and there's this file cabinets, and two desks and two chairs. But again, 
you just heard those voices? You didn't see them during the incident, but 
you saw 'em come out afterwards? 


Yes, sir. 


Now, you had said that the Security Guard, and, and let's go back, do you 
remember, | know my, my partner ask you, and | don't remember your 
answer but, did you say the Security Guard was, do you recall if he was 
uniformed or not? 


| don't recall. 


So you only recall one person and you're not sure if the male Asian is the 
Security Officer of if he, or if he isn't. You're, you're not sure. 


He was the, he was the male that, that was directing us at the, at the 
location. | want to say that he was a Security Guard. i don't remember, |, 
|, | don't know, | can't remember what the guy looked like, but, he was the 
one that said, oh shit, and then told us, and to ЕЙ a little bit of what 
was going on, and then came over, he came over, and we formulated a 
game plan and then walked off, he said, oh shit, and we walked in. So, 
I'm saying that he's the Secunty Guard, and I'm, Гт saying that he was a 
male Asian, and to me there was only just the one quy. There wasn't two 


guys. 


So, you said that, that person that we're referring to, stayed outside. Is it 
possible that he came in while you guys were in here engaging the 
suspect and that you couldn't of, you didn't see 'em, or, or...? 


Из possible that he came in and i didn't see him. | don't remember him 
coming in, but | wasn't, | wasn't looking behind us. | was focused on the 
(talking over). 


(Talking over). 
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The threat that was right here (talking over). 


| guess a better way Brian, at, at, at that particular time where you’re going 
in, you were not aware of him being behind you? 


That’s correct, sir. 
And when did you draw your weapon. 
| drew my weapon as we walked into the, the lobby. 


And, 50 as you, so as you walked in you drew it, but not, you didn’t draw it 
when you saw her? You just drew it when you walked in? 


No. | had it drawn when, when we walked in. | didn't, yeah, | had it, | had 
it out when l initially walked in there. 


Now you said to Homicide Investigators that you saw the suspect 
screaming unintelligibly, while holding the hammer when you guys went in. 
15 that correct? 


That's correct. 


And, can, do you recall how loud she was screaming? Was she 
screaming really loud or how, how loud would you say? 


She was really loud. 


And Brian, are you, did you hear her prior to even seeing her, do you 
recall? 


No. | did not hear her as we were walking in the lobby. Once | saw her, | 
made, not necessarily eye contact, but once | saw her, that's when she 
started screaming. Okay. 

So, she's looking at your guy's direction? 

Yes, Sir. 

And in, and in describing this to Homicide, you said that well, they 
describe that you, you had your elbow, you had your elbow bent at eye 
level and you were, you shook your hands in describing what, what the 


suspect was doing when you came in. Is that accurate? 


Yes, sir. 
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And she was holding the hammer in her hand? 

Yes, sir. 

Was she shaking that hammer? 

Well, 1, when she’s screaming, she's, she, she’s holding the ham-, in the 
hammer like this. Not up over her head, but eye level, and she’s 
screaming, "Owwww" like that so, | don't know if she was shaking it per 
se, or like intentionally trying to shake it, but simply screaming was 
causing it to like, you know, vibrate in her hand. 

All right. So, as she’s screaming, you’re seeing that hand shift back and 
forth? Not knowing if it's because she’s purposely doing it or it’s because 
she’s screaming? 

Yes, sir. 

Got it. All right. And, so you saw the other hand, was it, was it up too? 
Yes, sir. 


Was that clenched or was it open or...? 


No, it was not clenched, it was open, and she was, she didn't have 
anything in her hand. 


And, | think it goes without saying, but did she obviously appear agitated 
and angry? 


Yes, sir. 


And that was because of the scream and the way she was vibrating her, 
her arm or her body, perhaps? 


Yes, sir. 
And at that moment in time when you saw that, when you walked in and 
you saw that, what was your, what was your train of thought? What were 


you thinking? What was going on in your mind? 


There's something wrong. She's either having an intense mental episode 
or she's...! didn't know what was going on. | mean, there was, there was 


obviously, there was something wrong, and that this person was extremely 


agitated, she was upset. There was a problem. 
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Trani: Did you feel that that dam-, that hammer that she was holding, соша 
actually do damage to either you or any other person in that, in that, in that 
lobby or office? 

Vance: Yes, Sir. 

Flores: Was there any doubt Brian, when you first saw her, that she had a 
hammer in her hand? 

Vance: No. There was no doubt. 

Flores: And, help me understand, the, the way that it, it has been described, she, 
she’s screaming, enough to, to shake the hammer a little bit, did you, did 
you see her action as threatening? 

Vance: Yes, sir. 

Trani: Now as you enter and you see her screaming, you guys eventually come 
to a stop, correct? 

Vance: Yes, sir. 

Trani: And as you indicated on the map, that appears, this, this is an 
approximation of where you guys came to a stop at, correct? 

Vance: Yes, sir. 

Trani: And, how close would you say MI) was, in between, you 
know, her, well, the distance between the suspect and ee 
How close would you say of how far? 

Vance: | don't know exactly how, how close. The problem is, is now, now that l'm 
remembering it, it seemed like it was even closer than when it was 
probably, and when it occurred. | wanna say that when he was in there, it 
seemed like the distance between them was six feet. It could’ve been а 
little, it could’ve been a little bit more than that, but it, it couldn't, it was, it 
wouldn't have been an, a significant amount more. | mean, it seemed like 
he was very close to her. 

Trani: 50, so your best quess is approximately six feet? 

Vance: It, you know what? It has to be more than that. [t has to be more than 
that. I'm gonna say six to ten feet. Somewhere around there. 
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And, and |, and |, | don't want to put words in your mouth, and | said it 
earlier, and | probably shouldn't have, but in, in, in, in looking back, did 
that lobby area seem very large or very small? 


It seemed very small. 


And how, how far behind were you from MEI How many 
feet behind? If you're looking at, if you're putting him between, DE. 
and the suspect of six to ten feet, how far, much farther were you behind 

It looks like you kind of put yourself kind of off to his 
right, a little bit behind him. How far would you say? 


| would say | was probably about four to six feet away from him. 


And then, and you, and you can look here, if you look here, it does give 
you the feet on the side here. These are accurate. It's just the scales 
obviously. Not, you know, would be proportionate. But, so you can see 
the distance between the walls and so and so forth, so, now how close, or 
how far behind is Melendez behind you then at that point? And you have 
her kind of off to your left, directly behind 


Yes, sir. 1, |, Fm gonna say that she was about the same distance behind 
me that | would, that | was off to the right of | There was a small 
area in there, enough to the point where we could spread out a little bit, 


but it wasn't, it was still enclosed to the point where we couldn't become 
like far apart from each other. 


All right. So you'd put about the same distance behind 
Yes, sir. 
And then what about Deputy Song, about the same? 


He was directly to my left and maybe a little bit behind me. But he was 
probably within arm's reach or a little bit further than that. 


Was he closer to Иг, just based оп what I'm looking at? 


Yeah, he was closer to han | was to иш 


So he's, he's, he's, he's, you're four to six feet, he might be four to five 
feet, something like that? But he's definitely a littie close than you were? 


Yes. sir. 
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And, and again, Melendez was about the same distance behind we 
and, and was she within arm reach from you, behind you, or a little, kind of 
a little behind you? 


She was а little bit behind me, yeah. | mean, | was, obviously, I'm, it's her 
second day on the field, I'm a little bit more protective, and | wanted to 
make sure my partner was behind me, but, yeah, she, | mean she still, she 


was, she was behind me and to the left, probably within my arm's reach 
behind me, but that's pretty close. Right. 


50, SO, SO basically... 

Not far. 

‚.. you, Song and Melendez are pretty much close within arm reach of 
each other. Well, your arm reach. But, and then, but you're all 
approximately four to six feet behind ИЕ ust fanned out a little bit? 
Yes, sir. 

And, again, you're putting yourself on Y right side, and, and Song 
to, a little bit to his, his left side, but left of you and Melendez in between 
the middle of the, the two of you, with her behind you just a little bit. Okay. 
Now you said you believe the taser made, made contact with the suspect. 
You saw that, you said that you saw that the wires were leading from the 
taser to the suspect, is that correct? 


That's correct. 


And, and based on the wires. So you didn't necessarily see the prongs, 
you just saw the wires connected to her somewhere? 


Yes, sir, l... yes, 1 did not see the prongs. 


And that's on page 10, if you need to refer to it too at all. But, but you, but 
it looked to you that it made contact? 


Yes, sir. 
Now you had mentioned that her eyes had closed... 
Yes, sir. 


...okay? After she got tased. How long do you think that she had her 
eyes closed? 
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Oh, it was a fraction of a second, Maybe two seconds. When she was at, 
| mean she was, don't get me wrong, she was affected by the taser, | 
know that she felt the taser, the affects of the electricity from the taser. | 
know she felt it. However, in my experience of using the taser, it was 
unlike any person being affected by the taser in the past. | mean, it was 
completely different. It was completely different. Generally, in my 
experience, somebody being tased will either, wil! drop down or there will 
be a verbal response to a being hit by the taser prongs or, you know, a 
simple, “ow” and then, like, you know, maybe some pain and then they will 
drop down to the ground. There was none of that. All she did was close 
her eyes and they were closed for a few seconds and it was like she was 
waking up from a dream. | mean literally, popped them right back open 
again. 


50, again youre saying like a fraction of a second, maybe two seconds? 
Yes, sir.

How long after, excuse me John.... 

No, go ahead. 


...and | know it's difficult to gauge time Brian, but, how long after making 
that entry are you now seeing the taser getting deployed? And, well, this 
is gonna be a dual question then. 


Yes, sir. 


Did you make an assessment or did make an assessment that 
the taser should be deployed? 


| was the one that directed Yo tase her, and it was based off of 
after making, or giving her verbal commands to drop the 
hammer, drop the hammer, and with her screaming and having the 
hammer above her head, her, the way that she was screaming was like, 
almost like a, a war cry before you're about to charge. So felt that we 
already gave, Нас, gave the commands. She was screaming, 
she was being aggressive, | felt that it became a life, it was becoming a 
life threatening incident and that, that we needed to tase her or to, to 


deploy that taser immediately. 1 told to tase Нет. 


And, so that answers my second question. My first question was, how 
long after you guys made entry, did you make that assessment and give 
that direction? 
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И was quickly. | don't remember exactly how much time it took. We were 
not in that room, | mean, from start to finish, it was a minute or so. | would 
say that it was within 30 seconds of us walking into the lobby. After he 
gave those commands to drop the hammer and her screaming, that’s 
when | told him to tase her. 


Just so | have it correct, when you said from start to finish, you're talking 
about the entire incident, so, 30 seconds after making entry, you are 
seeing that taser being deployed? 


Yes, sir. 


And you stated, and, and | apologize partner, you stated that you knew 
that she felt, that she was feeling the effects of that taser. Can you 
describe to myself and my partner what, what told you that? 


When she, when the, when the taser was deployed and the, the prongs hit 
her, she, before the prongs hit her, she was, she had, and she was 
screaming and she was holding the hammer against her head, when she 
got hit by the prongs and | know she got hit, based off of the, the wires 
hanging off of her, but when she got hit, she closed her eyes, had 'em 
closed for a few seconds, like in a pause that she wasn't screaming, she 
stopped screaming, but she had her eyes closed, and then when she 
woke back up, like she literally woke back up, and noticed that she had 
the hammer in her hand. So, | mean, she definitely was affected by the 
taser. 


Just not the desired effects? 


Not the desired effect and not the, the effect that the taser normally has 
on, on people. 


And, just so | don't forget, what were you, when you, when you saw her 
close her eyes, and then she opened ‘em, and then, | think you said to 
Homicide Detectives that she shook, do you recall her shaking? 


No, | don't recall that. | mean, she, it was like she was coming out of a 
dream.

The desired effect, well, incapacitation. Not necessarily being knocked 
out, but dropping the hammer, complying, well, maybe not necessarily 
complying with commands, but stopping and stalling, that's one. Dropping 
the hammer and having, having you know, some, just so some, some 

reaction to the fact that she was ta-, being tased by the taser and not just 
waking up from a dream. | mean, the desired effect would have been for 
her to drop the hammer and to no longer become, be a threat towards us.

have caused an issue had they decided to shoot. 

But you were the only one that fired, correct?

And, and they had clear pathways to move if they decided to fire? They 
had pathways to move to, to fire’?

training officer there, and you know you're the training deputy there, is, is it 


common for supervisors to be assigned to those type of calls or, or no? 


It's common for them, it's common for them to be assigned to those types 


of calls, but not necessarily. And the reason being is because Temple 
station gets a high volume of mentally challenged individuals. We get 


calls for those all day long. We probably have one of the highest amounts 


of mental persons in the, in the jurisdiction of where we were and | 
wouldn't say that every single call that a supervisor goes to it. 


So, how many, how many, and again, a totally rough estimate, in your 
time at Temple, how many of those type of calls do you think you might 
have handled, handled with regards to a 5150 or a 918? 

Honestly, | couldn’t even tell you. 

Would you say a lot? 


Yes, sir. | would say a lot. 


And, and in those calls, not, a supervisor wasn't always assigned to it, is 
what you're saying? 


That's correct, sir.

VVe also had batons on our, on our belts Бий! don't 
believe that that would have been, that would, that wouldn't itve been 
effective, because she had a hammer and we're not gonna go toe to toe 
with somebody that's got a, an actual weapon. Мо, I, | believe that the 
taser was the most effective less lethal that we had at the time. VVe also 
had pepper spray, but 1 don't believe that that would've been effective at 
all. 


Have you ever, have you ever seen pepper spray deployed? 

Oh yes, sir. 

Have you ever seen where it did not have an effect on somebody? 
Yes, Sir. 


In your opinion, since you've dealt with a lot of 5150's and 918 calls, are, 
are, are people of that nature unpredictable and unstable in your opinion? 


Yes, sir. 
Was she wearing bulky clothing that you’re aware of? 
she was not wearing bulky clothing. 


Was, was there ever a thought that she might have had any other 
weapons on her that you weren't aware of at the time? 


There is always that possibility. Just because you see one, doesn't mean 
that she has, doesn't have another one on her. 


Was there any other words used to her, other than drop the hammer, like, 
you know, calm down, or anything like that? Or was it just specifically, 
drop the һагптег? 


| remember hearing drop the hammer, drop the hammer. And that's it. | 
just remember hearing drop the hammer. |, ! remember 
giving those commands. Drop, drop the hammer, drop the hammer. 


Do you believe, well.... 
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Ғіогев: Brian, did she say anything to you that, that you could understand? 


Vance: No, sir. In fact, she didn't, as far as | know, she didn't, she didn't say, she 
didn't speak any language. | mean, it was just screaming and it was just, | 
mean, |, I’ve heard Vietnamese, I've heard Chinese, I’ve heard Japanese, 
l've heard different languages in my tenure at Temple, and, she was not 
speaking a language.

Smeltzer from Sheriff's Internal Affairs Bureau and also we have with us BY 
from Temple Station involved in this incident and his legal 
representation from the Green & Shinee law firm, Alfonso Estrada and Erica 
Gurrola. we're going to talk a little bit about this incident that you were 
involved in tonight and things that you saw and things that you did. Okay? But 
first before we do that, we're gonna get into some background information about 
you as far as your history with the department and where уо уе worked and 
things like that, okay. When, when were you initially hired by the department, by 
the Sheriff's Department? 


Acebedo: And did you go directly to the Academy at that point?

This was priority okay. And can you tell me the details that were indicated in the 
call, what the caller had stated. The caller told dispatch. 


The call indicated it was a female Asian wearing pink clothing sitting in the lobby 
who was irate and carried, had a, had a hammer in her lap. 


And what type of location is this? 

It's a medical facility for mental health. 

So people who are mentally ill go into this facility to be treated? 

Yes. Yes. 

When you arrived do you remember what happened once you got there? 


When I got there I met up with the other units who showed up. We met up in the 
parking lot and contacted the informant. 


And who was the informant? 
I didn't get his name. 


І mean other, other than hts name, do you know how he was related to this 
incident?

An employee of the facility where this happened, okay.

She was saving words however | think she was speaking in a different language. | 
really wasn't paying attention | was mainly concentrating on the hammer and I 
remember calling her out by her, by her first name telling her to drop the hammer.

The informant told us when he came out, 

Did he tell you if she spoke English or another language?

So, so she’s screaming and agitated at this point and then what did she do? 


Well, first I told her to drop the hammer, she didn’t listen. So at that point | 
turned on the my taser and pointed the red dot towards her. Again I told her drop 
the hammer and she didn’t comply with my orders. At that point | started looking 
to see where J could tase her being that her arm, being that I wanted to hit her in 
the torso area, and her left arm kind of being іп the mid, mid area [ saw that her 
left arm was lifted higher so I figured I had more of a space to hit her on the lower 
part. So at that point 1 aimed towards it and that’s when Deputy Vance told me 
shoot her with the taser. As I shot her initially she reacted to it because she started 
screaming as if she was in pain. I noticed that the top dart hit her left arm and the 
bottom dart hit the lower part of her torso. So initially I thought okay, it’s 
affecting her now I’m just waiting for her to fall to the ground which is what 
normally they do once they're tased. So I saw it, | reassessed, I noticed that she 
was looking at, she lifted her arm up and started looking at the prong that was on 
her arm. After that I recycled it again ‘cause | saw it had no effect on her. Once | 
recycled it again I saw her... 


Meaning you pulled the trigger on it one more time with it? 
Yes, I pulled the trigger on it one more time. After that she looked up towards me 
and at that point she lifted the hammer up above her head in a threatening manner 


and started walking towards me. And took a step towards me. 


Did, L I know you kind of touched on it by saying that it appeared that the taser 
had no effect as far as the taser did not incapacitate her. 


No, it did not.

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But did the taser appear to have any other effect on her emotionally? 
It, it agitated her even more.

Why were you going to your handgun? 
To use deadly force.

Because she was gonna swing the hammer at me, I felt my, mv life was, was being 
threatened. 


And when you heard the shot did, could you see who fired the shot? 


No, it came from my right. I was mainly concentrating on her. But when I did 
hear the shot initially I thought it was a second taser being deployed. Only 
because originally at the beginning when we met up Deputy Vance had his taser 
too. And I told him no, ГІ be taser you guys be lethal so when I heard the shot I 
was thinking well that’s kind of loud for a taser and then [ looked she kind of like 
fell back and that’s when I realized oh, she got shot. She stepped back, looked up 
and me again and started coming at me with the hammer raised up in a threatening 
manner. Wasn’t as high as the first time, but it was still at about head level. At 
that point ] heard a second gunshat.

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So the first gunshot had not incapacitated her? 

No it, it... 

And she continued? 

...It stopped her slightly. She fell back a little and then she, almost like she 
reassessed, looked back towards at me and started coming at me again with the 


hammer.

It's a County car. 
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| mean does, 1s there, they're assigned, 54 1s assigned to, to patrol a particular 
area, Rosemead? 


It’s South San Gabriel and a part of El Monte, sir. 


All right, very good. So then at, at some point in your shift this evening 
something happened that caused us to all be here obviously. 


Yes, 


And we want to hear from you, in your words, exactly what happened. Can you 
tell us about that? 


We were en route to a 459 report and then the call came out of a 918, insane 
person, at on Valley in Rosemead and the call came out that it was a female and 
“cause there's not very many females out in Ше field, my TO just basically told me 
that we’re gonna head to the call because there’s a female involved and we may 
need you to search out the female. So we rolled to the call. 

And did you, did you have the handle on the call or did somebody else? 

I believe it was WWW who had handle on the call. 

And then obviously there was another unit as well. 

Yes. 

That responded. And, and who was that if you remember. 

I don't remember. 

What, what was your vehicle number for the shift today, do, do you remember? 


SH1196, 


SH1196. Okay, do you remember, so, so you arrived at some point and you, you 
were driving or your partner was driving? 


My partner, Deputy Vance was driving. 


And do you remember exactly where you stopped your car in relation to the 
location? 
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We went right into the parking lot sır. 

Let me ask you something real quick. If Vance is the driver, what are you? 
The bookman, sir. 

When, when you arrived at the location what other units were there? 


It was us, it was ИЙЕ га | don’t know the unit, I just know it was Deputy 
Song.

Now before, before I talk about that I want to, Ше call that сате out did you, you 
receive that over your MDT? 


It came out over the radio. Well, L I heard it over the radio that there was a 918 at 
that particular location and that she wasn't cooperating. 


So coming out over the radio that’s a little bit more of a priority, right? 
Yes. 

What, what did the details of the call say? What did the caller indicate"? 
The only thing I heard was that, that she was screaming and yelling... 
This is the person who was at the location? 

Yes, 

The subject of the call? 


The subject of the call and I guess it was the director who called it in and said that 
there was somebody in their office area screaming and yelling and un-coop. 


Screaming and yelling at the, at the employees? 


Yes, 
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UU. 


Now once, once you and the other deputies arrived what, what happened once, the 
second you got there? Tell me, tell me from there. 


From there BB nd Deputy Song, we all like met together and we're 
like gonna go in and see what was going on. The director came out and he's like 


she's, she’s in there. She's walking around and as soon as we approached Ше 
door there was a security guy also right there, he came, like he saw, I guess he 
went in there first, he saw her and he came out and he's like, *Oh my God!" And 
then that's when we went right in and she had a hammer in her hand, and she was 
just you know swinging it around and we got to the point it was deputy... 


Hold on, hold on a second. Before there was, there was the director of the 
facility? 


Who was outside. And he basically said there's a woman in there you know 
she's, she's mentally ill and she's not cooperating. She's screaming, she’s yelling 
and she's, she's got a hammer. And so the security guy he came out and I guess at 
that time she was, when he came out he's like, "Oh, my God!” ‘cause I guess she 
had come out from wherever they had thought she was and then that's when we 
went in. We went in, she was towards the back of the wall and it was 
DER Deputy Vance right like in front of her and then me and Deputy Song 
were in the back of them. 


I'm sorry, can you say that again who was first? 
maaa Deputy Vance. 
And when, when you entered the, the facility of, what, what did you see then? 


I saw this woman, Asian woman she was in dressing like in a little sweat suit and 
she had a hammer in her hand and she was just, you know, doing this and ЕЕ

When you say doing this just for the tape, she was, she was... 
Oh, she was swinging it. 
...holding the hammer in her hand and swinging it? 


Like holding it in her, in her right, in her right hand and she was like making 
swinging gestures. 


Was she swinging it at someone in particular? 
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No. She was just you know swinging it around, 


Did, so then when you saw this person and she, she matched the description of the 
woman that was in the call and basically what the director had told you.

Did any of the deputies attempt to make 
contact with her?

told her, you know, drop, drop the hammer. She didn't listen and he said you 
know drop the hammer and she didn't listen and Deputy Vance at that time told 
ust go ahead and tase her. And... 


I know it’s semantics when we're INAUDIBLE) things ‘cause it's important to 
us. 


Yes, sir. 

How many times did ЕЙ! her to drop the hammer? If you recall. 
| heard him twice. 

Did, was she saying anything to him? Did she respond at all? 


She was screaming. She was just screaming. She wasn't screaming anything, she 
was just like, “Ahhhhh.” 


So it wasn't actual language it was just grunts? 
Yeah, it wasn't actual language. 


Was it safe to say she was incoherent? As far as you couldn't make out what she 
was trying to say? 


Yes. 
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So then he, Deputy Vance told `` to tase her and what happened 
then? 


When he shot the taser at her, it hit her and it had no effect at all. She just stood 
there and she screamed even longer. She made these like, she made a gesture like 
“Ohhhh”, 

With a clenched fist? 


Yeah, with a clenched fist and she went “Ohhh!” and then at that point like she 
raised like her hammer and it actually went towards 


So, so obviously based on the way you described it, the taser had по effect on her? 
No effect at all. 


Did you see, were you able to see at all whether or not the dart had actually hit her 
or, ог not? 


I could see that it had hit her. I don't, L I can't see where it hit her but I know it hit 
her ‘cause it was hanging from her. Like it was actually... 


The wires? 


. like you could see the wires like connected to her and it had no effect. Like it 
didn't even phase her. 


Well, I mean, you know, did, did, it didn't phase her but from what you said as far 
as clenching her fists 11, it appeared to have the opposite effect on her? 


It made her angry. 


So at that point you said she kind of turned her attention towards ЕКЕН 
and then what happened? 


And then she like raised her arm with the hammer in it and she like went towards 
him. 


Like she lunged towards him? 
She lunged toward him and then I just heard the shots go off, 


And how many shots did you hear? 
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Two. 
Two shots?

Did, 
did they impact her anywhere on her body?

just waited till people responded. 

People like deputies? 

Deputies and also we had called for 902R to respond. 

The paramedics? 

Yes. Pm sorry. 

That's okay. And, and if you know, the, the amount of time that passed between 

the time you got in the door and made contact with her until the time when the 

radio traffic was being put out, how long would you say that took? 


Like probably a minute, | mean it happened so fast. It happened very fast. 


АП right. Do you, I mean if you know, do you know who did the handcuffing, 
was it anyone who had originally responded or was it someone else? 


I don't know who did the handcuffing. As, as Deputy Vance was just holding her 
there he had told me as soon as I hear the paramedics come to bring them іп so I 
went, I went out because the two, the director and the security guy were trying to 
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come in and since all that had happened we just had them wait outside. I went out 
and I went to go get the, ‘cause fire was already rolling. We already saw them 
coming. 

So, so when, when after the shooting occurred and the radio traffic went out and 
you went outside immediately following that, then the fire department was rolling 
up right at that point? 

They were rolling right up. 


АП right, Phillip if you have anything else ГІ, РП turn it over to you and then we 
can talk about the uniform, I can go over that. 


Is it fair to say that when he shot her the first time with the tasers that it agitated 
her or did it piss her off? 


It seemed like it pissed her off.

And tell me about your partner telling you that you guys are rolling, you hear the 
call come out and it was voiced 918 at this location, you recall if it was 918 vic or 
just 9187 

I didn’t, I just recall I just remember seeing 918 and I’m not really sure. 


Is this voiced or is this brought over МОТ? 


The 918 I saw it on our actual screen when we pulled it up. But the call had come 
out that it was a 918 and don’t remember. Everything was.... 


Now you’ve got, your partner tells you we’re gonna roll over there because it’s a 
female patient suspect or whatever you want to call her and you’re a female, and 
they might need our assistance or whatever you might give? 


Yes. 


Can you explain that to me? Why you being a female, why would you respond to 
that call? 


In the event that I have to search her, I’m there. 
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Is that a policy that’s in place that we have usually female deputies search female 
suspects? Yes? 


Yes. 

So that’s why you would respond correct? 

Yes. 

That's good. And as you were rolling out there and you're currently on training? 
Yes, Sir. 


Did you guys discuss your action, your role, what you should do when you get 
there? Did you guys talk about anything like that? Ifyou recall.

That’s when we had discussed it before we actually went in there. 


What was it you discussed?

Vance was like okay, you know you have the taser, you know, ГП, ГП go ahead 
and you know have my weapon ready in case anything happens and you know you 
guys be there to assist us. 

You guys meaning? 

Meaning me and Deputy Sang. 

All right. That’s fine. 

All right, gentleman? 

Was this a Code 3 call? 

No, sir. 


That security officer that was in the building but then came outside, was he an 
armed security guard? 
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I don’t believe he was, sir. 

And when the taser was fired at the suspect, did you hear the taser activating? 
Yes. 

And did it, did it sound like it was operating effective... 

Yes. 

Ше way it should? 


Yes. Yeah, you can actually hear it, you know, making the noise and everything 
and it just didn’t affect her. 


And when the suspect was struck by the gunfire, how did she go, how did she end 
up on the ground? Or did she fall? 


No, she just like kind of like went down slowly. 

You just looked like you were kind of describing kind of sitting down? 

Yeah, like she just kind of like slid down. She, the first shot I heard it was kind of 
like the same effect of the taser, it had no effect. The second shot that I heard she 
just gradually went down.

They were right in front of me. 

So your partners were?

So your field of vision was blocked, or your field of fire was blocked? 
Yes, Sir. 


All right, then we're going to be going off tape. It is January 4", 2012 it is now

And what time would your shift conclude? 
And when you went into the field were you a one man unit or a two man unit? 
One man unit, sit. 


And at some point in time during your shift did something occur that brought us 
here today? 


Yes, sir. 
And what type of call was it? 


Based, I received a call I was the assist on a 918 call which is an insane person so 
I was the assist on that call. 
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And who, do you know who had the handling call unit? 


The handling unit was Ма на 
Is а. Rosemead car? 
Correct. И is a Rosemead car. 


And do you know offhand Jeremiah what unit, what car you were assigned to 
work? I mean what car vehicle number it was. 


Yeah, sir it was a, І was assigned 503928 however that unit, that car was out at 
the time so I took SD5840. 


So the call comes out as a 918 do you recall was it a 918 Victor or a 918 
Disturbed person or was it a violent disturbed person? 


From what I remember in the call it was 918 insane person. 
And do you remember any of the additional details of the call? 
И was a female Asian and that she was wearing a pink shirt. 
And where was this call dispatched to? 


It was, at like Mission and Valley. It was a, [don’t remember the exact hundred 
block, but they gave me what it was on. It was on Valley across from Mission. 


And do you recall what tag number it was? 
No, sir I don’t. 


That's okay. Now prior to your arriving on scene did you coordinate this call or 
did you coordinate or did you talk to anyone about the call?

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And did you meet him on the east side of the location’? 

No, I, I didn’t because I, when I was there at the, when I arrived on scene J, I 
couldn’t, I didn’t see him at, on the east side of the location so I was attempting to 
locate him and that’s when I got him on direct and he was able to direct me to 
where he actually was which was in the parking lot of the, of the location. 


And the parking lot would be on the west side of the location is that correct? 


I'm not, I mean the parking lot it's a plaza and there's a parking lot in the plaza 
like circles the parking Jot pretty much. 


And do you recall what frequency you guys coordinated on, coordinated it on? 
What frequency he was on? 


Oh, we coordinated оп sir. 


Prior to going and arriving on scene when you said the 911 B and were to meet 
him on the East side, was there a reason for that? 


Yeah, because it basically on a call like that, it’s better to basically meet and roll 
into a location like that together. Because you don’t want to handle that by 
yourself. 

Is that a tactical thing? Is it a coordination thing? What would you consider? 

I would consider that a tactical thing sir. 

When you arrive on scene is there any other units there from Temple Station? 
Yes. 54, Unit 54 was on scene. They pretty much rolled up on the scene at the 


same time I did and that’s when we, | got on direct and he was able to 
direct us to exactly where he was and then we, myself and 54 we met up with the 


handling unit BN 


Now, can you tell me where you stopped and park your vehicle in the parking lot? 


54 was directly in front of me. So I basically parked right in back of 54, Offset to 
the, to the left slightly. 


And what unit were you? 


I was 52 Tom 1. 
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And where is the handling unit? Who was the handling unit?

And who were the other deputies that were there? 54? 

54 was Deputy Vance and Deputy Melendez. 

What happened then? 

Basically we met up in the parking lot there. NM basically told me that 
myself and Deputy Vance were gonna be lethal and that him, he was gonna have a 
taser deployed and he was gonna be less lethal. And we were basically gonna go 
up and make contact at that point. 

Now, when you say that you would be lethal, what does that mean? 

It means in the worst case scenario that basically the suspect in this call attacked 
us that I would, myself and Deputy Vance would be responsible for using lethal 


force if we had to.

remember. Now, all the questions I ask you if you remember. If you don't, don't 
guess just say I don't recall. 


Okay. I remember went in, Deputy Vance and I was right in 
back of Deputy Vance. 


Guns drawn? 
Yes, sir [ had my gun out. 


Then what happened next? 


Basically WUIIIIAƏXSXŠIGIƏIIƏITI.IgBƏIFéE up and makes contact with our disturbing party in 
this call. 


Can Í ask you how did you know this was your disturbing party in the call? Was 
the lobby full?

I was, I would say no 
but I’m not certain that there was no one else in the lobby. But the call said that 
she had a hammer which the person that ERR contacted had a 
hammer.

I was in back of Deputy Vance at this time ‘cause it's 
basically a small, it’s a small kind of lobby but and, and fanned 
out to try to get an angle and basically contacted her. On contacting her she, he 
saw that she had a, like I could see that she had a, a hammer in her hand. 


Let me ask you this, was she sitting or standing when you guys walked into the 
lobby? 


When we walked in, she was already standing. And she was basically in the, the 
northwest comer or northeast comer correction, northeast corner of the lobby. 
Basically, I saw, [Г saw her lift the, lift the hammer I heard Deputy Vance say.... 


For purposes of the tape, Jeremiah lifted his right arm in an upward motion above 
his head. 


I heard Deputy Vance tell ase her to which 


deployed the taser and I saw the, the probes did hit, did hit the, the disturbing 
party but they didn’t have any effect on her. Like no effect whatsoever. She, I 
mean, I, I heard the clicking so I know the taser was activated but I didn’t hear, I 
didn't, I didn't see her fall to the ground or be immobilized like, like people 
normally are. 


Let me ask you this in the past experiences and prior training knowledge and 
experience in the use of less than lethal, the taser, have you seen people been 
alfected differently than the way she was affected when she was tased?

So in your opinion did it feel to you that the tasers were failing or did not work or 
she wasn't affected Бу it. 


| felt she wasn't affected bv it, sir. 


Can I ask you how loud was she yelling? Top of her lungs? Talking loudly? 
Screaming? 


She was, she was yelling at the top of her lungs. From what I, when I was there 
she, she was definitely yelling at the top of her lungs so it was loud. Basically 
after tased her and we saw there was, there was no effect MM 
газ attempting to basically get another cartridge and that's when I saw 


her lift, lift up the hammer and step towards BB ike this. 
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For purposes of the tape Jeremiah 15 depicting lifting his right arm above his head 
and aggressively moving forward in the direction of where he's talking about, he 
was, she was approaching. 


She was completely focused on I, Í think maybe the fact 
because he had just tased her but I, I don’t know what she was thinking at the time 
but she came, she came at d at that point Deputy Vance was in 
my, was in my field of fire so at that point I saw him fire. He fired once and she 
basically, she didn’t, she didn’t fall down. She, she was still standing and I saw 
her motion towards gain and that’s when Deputy Vance fired a 
second shot.

Basically units, units rolled, rolled up and we, we basically had several units there. 
I don’t remember exactly how many but there was sufficient units to make contact 
with her and basically handcuff her and assess her condition. So that’s what we 
did. 


Did paramedics subsequently arrive? 


Correct. As soon as we were done with that paramedics were basically right there. 
I, I don’t know if there was a deputy outside or what that directed them in, but 
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they were pretty much as, as soon as we were finished handcuffing him, her Ше 
paramedics began rolling in. 


Martinez: And to clarify was she holding the hammer in her right or left hand? 


Song: She was, she was I believe it was the right hand sir but I’m not, I’m not positive. 
Martinez: Do you recall what kind of hammer it was? 
Song: Yeah, it was, it, it had a, it was curved and it appeared to be like, it wasn’t like a 


framing hammer it was, it was a, it had a, it had the end — it’s hard to explain a 
hammer but it, 1 had an end where you could take out the nails, withdraw them 
and then it also has a you know what appeared to be like a flat end where you can, 
where you can hammer them in. 


Martinez: Kevin? 


Acebedo: When, when you first received that call, do you remember what the, the call 
details on your screen, what they said, what you know you get the information at 
to what the caller indicates, what, what did that say? 


Song: I can’t remember exactly what it said, just that basically she was in a, in a front 
lobby female Asian and that she was wearing a pink shirt and that there was a, an 
insane person call. 


Acebedo: Did, did the details in the call give you any information or did, let me rephrase, 
did you receive any, any information through you know your MDT or through 
radio or anything like that that it gave you any indication as to what her behavior 
was like? 

Song: You mean other than that was, that was in the call? 


Acebedo: Right. Tell, tell me what the call said basically. 


Song: It was based, I mean insane person, female Asian was in the front lobby and that 
she had like a pink shirt on. 


Acebedo: Did it give you any details about you know the way she was acting, why they 
thought she was insane, why the caller thought she was insane? Anything like 


that? 


Song: It said that she had a hammer but I mean I would have to look exactly at the call 
again to.... 
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I mean just in a nutshell you don’t have to give me the exact details of the call I 
just you know the only reason I say is because obviously at some point you knew 
she was armed with a hammer. Right, and that came through the call? 


Correct it did. 
Did, did the caller give any information about you know whether, whether she 
was calm, whether she was sad, whether she was agitated, whether she was 


hostile, anything like that? 


You know 1, I don’t remember exactly what, whether it said that in the call or not 
Sir. 


Did, when the call came out did it come out as like an emergency Code 3 response 
or did it come out as more like a priority type call? 


It came out as a priority. 

So, so you guys arrived and formulated your game plan for worst case scenario. 
When, when you went — 1 think we touched on this a little bit — but just so we're 
100 percent clear, when you came in there was no other patients in the lobby, I 
mean you, was there, what indication did you have that this was the person that 


was causing the disturbance? 


Basically because the, she had a hammer in her hand. She was a female Asian and 
she began yelling when we came in. 


All right. Okay, and then the only other thing that I have was, oh, was regarding 
the radio traffic. Who did you say put that out, Ри sorry? 


What radio traffic? 

The radio traffic following the shooting. 

Oh, it was бб be handing unit. НЕН 
Okay, that’s all Ihave. 


At the time of the shooting besides yourself, Deputy Vance and ge 
was there any other deputy personnel present? 


Melendez. Deputy Melendez was there. 
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Smelizer: And during your preplanning phase was she designated a particular job function? 
Song: I don’t recall what her, her function was sir 1, I just remember that ШЕН 
vas less lethal, Deputy Vance was lethal and myself was lethal. So І 
don't, 1 don’t remember what, what her, what her job was at that point. 
Smeltzer: And besides the taser and the shooting was there any other force used? 
Song: That was it, sir. 
Smeltzer: And as far as handcuffing do you recall who handcuffed? 


Song: No, sir I don’t. 


Denison: You mentioned that she was screaming, you’re not sure what she was screaming, 
was it English? 


Song: It just, it just sounded like yelling to me, sir like, like “Ahhh” you know like that. 


Denison: | And you mentioned that she started to approach [with the hammer raised 
above her head, how, how far did she move towards him do you remember? 


Song: The, I would say about two feet. 
Denison: And when the first round went off did you see where that round impacted? 
Song: I believe it was somewhere in the, the torso area. I’m not exactly sure, exactly 


where but I believe it was in the torso area. 
Denison: And why do you believe that? 
Song: Because I, І saw, I saw like basically the clothing was kind of moved. 


Denison: Апа then she continued to advance towards PE s that correct? 


Song: Correct. 

Denison: How far did she move that time? 

Song: It was from what I saw it was maybe like a foot. It wasn’t very, it wasn't very 
much. 

Martinez: These are approximations correct? 
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Song: Correct, sir. 


Denison: And from the time that you guys entered that room to the time the shooting goes 
down, about how much time elapsed? 


Song: It was extremely fast, from an approximation... 
Denison: Approximation. 
Song: ..] would say maybe like no more than 10 seconds. 


Denison: Thanks, that’s all I have. 

Smeltzer: Going back to the taser you said you saw the darts impact her? 
Song: Yes, sir. 

Smeltzer: Where did the darts impact her? 

Song: I, I saw an impact like her, her torso area. 

Smeltzer: And did they stay attached to her clothing? 


Song: I, I don’t know if they were, if they stayed attached, I just, I just saw them impact 
and then from there | don't know what happened to them. 


Smeltzer: Was she wearing any kind of bulky clothing? 
Song: She had a black like little sweater on, then like a shirt underneath it. 
Acebedo: Okay. 


Martinez: Stand up for me please. Jeremiah is wearing a Class A long sleeved uniform. He 
has black boots, green pants, he has a flashlight in his left pant leg where the 
flashlight holder is. He has a long sleeved Class A shirt with L.A. County Sheriff 
patches on each shoulder depicting the star and the bear, County bear and it says 

Los Angeles County Sheriff. On his left breast he has a hard Los Angeles County 
Deputy Sheriff's badge. On his right breast pocket he has a name plate in gold 
with blue lettering. He has something, oh a number 5 pin on his pocket. He also 
has a Sam Brown on, on his Sam Brown he has a magazine pouch containing two 
magazines that are fully loaded. And he also has to the left of that going left to 
right, a OC spray. Can you take that out? Which is going to be Freeze, F-R-E-E- 
Z-E, C Air/OC and then to your left.... 
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Yeah, I fell on it so it got bent. 


...15 going to be an impact asp, left of that you have a small flashlight, left of that 
he'll have his radio are they called 4805 anymore? 


I never, I haven't heard that term before sir. Just a radio. 
You’re too young to know. 

Probably sir. 

Left of that he has a handcuff case that has handcuffs yes? 
Correct sir. 


Two handcuff cases with metal, an extra magazine pouch and then to the right of 
that he will have his weapon which 15 a... 


H&K USP 45 full size. 

...full size and then he has a, is that for your keys? 
Key holder. 

Key holder. Okay, that’s it. We can go off tape. 


Okay, all right we’re going to be going offtape. It’s still January 4", 2012 it is 
now 1949 hours. Going off tape. 
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Allright, we are recording. Today is March 28, 2013 and the time is 
approximately 1726 hours. Апа my name is Sergeant John Тгапі ofthe 
internal Affairs Bureau.

And we are here to interview Deputy Jeremiah Song and he is present 
here with his representative, Attorney Alfonso Estrada of Green & Shinee. 
Deputy Song, can you please give me your Employee Numbers?

And 
before we went on record, | had provided you, Deputy Song, with an 
Administrative Rights form for a force/shooting investigation. Do you 
recall that? 

Yes, sir, | do. 

And | notice on this form that you did check the yes boxes, is that correct? 
Yes, it's correct. 

And do you have any questions about this form? 


No, sir. 


And it's my understanding you're not going to sign this form? 
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Yes, Sergeant, and that's under advice of counsel. His acknowledgement, 
of this form is not to be deemed a waiver of any of his rights at Civil 
Service, specifically his right not to testify. 

And I'm just gonna quickly sign this form. And put your name on this form, 
put here refused, date 3/28/13. Just a little background, and do you mind 
if 1 call you Jeremiah? 

That's fine. 

Or do they call you...what do they call you? 


That's fine, sir. 


Jeremiah к fine, okay. Now how long have you been an employee of the 
L. A. County Sheriffs Department? 


ПИ al as a Deputy? 


Yes, sir. 


And when you graduated the Academy, what were your assignments? 


And right now, what is your...what are your duties and responsibilities? 


"т а Patrol Deputy at Temple Sheriff's Station and | work the City of 
Temple City. 


On January 4" of 2012, was...were you still on Patrol? 
Yes, sir, | was. 

And assigned to the same area or a different area? 

It was the same unit and the same area. 

And l'm sorry, how long have you been at Temple? 


About two years now, sir. 
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Now you were provided a copy of a Homicide transcript in regards to your 
interview that you had with Homicide, is that correct? 


Yes, sir. 

And did you have an opportunity to read that transcript? 
Yes, | did. 

Апа are your statements truthful and accurate? 

Yes, sir. 


And is there anything that needs to be explained or added or edited in that 
transcript or anything? 


No. 

Now Jeremiah, you were assigned а 918 са! on January 4, 2012? 
Yes, sir. 

And you were the assist? 

| was the assisting unit, yes. 

And just for the record, what is a 918 call? 

И was an insane person сай. 


And you told Homicide that the call stated that a female Asian was in the 
lobby with a hammer, is that correct? 


Yes, sir. 
And was ге handling unit? 
Yes, sir, he was. 


And did you know the type of facility that you were responding to, were 
you familiar with that facility? 


No, sir, I, | wasnt. 


Now based on the call that you received, did you know what kind of facility 
you were rolling to? 
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No, sir, I, | didn't. 
со you didn’t Know it was like a mental health facility? 


No, I, ат not a Rosemead Deputy and | didn't, | didn't know that that was 
a mental health facility at the time. 


So all you're responding to is Knowing that you're going to a business or a 
location that had a female in there, inside the location with a, with 
hammer? 


Yes, sir. 


Did you have any other...were you armed with any other information that 
you can recall? 


The call said that she had a, a pink shirt on and she was a female Asian 
with, with a hammer and that she was sitting in the front lobby. That's, 
that's all | remember was in the call. 


Do you remember anything that was said over the radio that she was 
calm, agitated, upset or anything like that? 


Мо, sir, | dont. 
Have you ever handled these type of calls before? 


Yes, sir, we...our area has a lot of these types of calls. We respond to a 
lot of these 918 possible 5150 calls, so | have. 


Do any of them ever end, end up in force? 


Sometimes, but this is the first time l've ever experienced one with lethal 
force. 


And having experienced responding to these type of calls before and 
dealing with the mentally ill, are, are they typically unstable and, and 
unpredictable in your opinion? 

Yes, sir, they are. 


Did you have any idea that this person was mentally ill in responding? 


Just off the call, sir, that's all | had that basically | was responding to an 
insane person call, so.... 
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Trani: со was your mind set that this person could possibly have...be mental ог 
something's wrong with her? 


Song: Yes, sir. 


Trani: And what is typically your mind set when responding to these type of 
priority type calls involving, you know, somebody who may be mentally ill 
or 5150 or somebody who's insane? 


Song: Well you want to have, | mean you want to have ample units there. You 
don't want to handle a call like that on your own by yourself. So you want 
to have assisting units. You also want to have less lethal available and 


Trani: Now were you thinking about any of the potential risk in regards to this 
female having a hammer? 

Song: Yes, sir, | was. 

Trani: And what were you thinking about it? 

Song: If she was in a lobby, | was thinking that there could be other people in 
there. She could strike them with the hammer, then around, you know, 
basically hurt them or harm them in some way. 

Trani: Now was the call coordinated? 

Song: Yes, BI coordinated the call. 

Trani: And do you recall if he said anything over the radio, if anything at all? 

Song: He, he told us that.... 

Trani: No, not him, I'm sorry, | mean do you recall if you said anything on the 
radio in response to anything that was said or anything like that? 

Song: No, |, |, I do, I don’t, | don't recall me saying anything. 

Trani: Did you advise that you were responding? 

Song: Yes, | let him know that | was responding and from the location | was 
responding from. 

Trani: And you were gonna say that you recall him telling you what on the radio 
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then also lethal in a worst case зсепапо, 80.... 


or saying on the radio? 
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He, he told, he told me basically to meet him, that | would be with him on 
the east side, so.... 


Now from my understanding, you eventually...you didn't meet him on the 
east side, you eventually met him in the parking lot. | guess you met up 
with him in the parking lot outside of his car? 

Yes. Yes, sir, | did. 

But you, you met him before going into the location? 

Yes, sir. 

And do you recall exactly where you met with Nell let 
me ask you this, when you drove up, what did you see, was 


already there? 


DEB as there. He was іп the parking lot. 


Did you see him talking to anybody? 


No, I didn't. 


Do you know if any point in time MN was talking to ап 


informant or anything? 

No, I didn't. 

So when you walked up to the location, where did you end up speaking 
with MEER? And if you look at the diagram, I'm gonna... if 
you're facing the doors, were you...did you guys meet up to the left of the 
doors or to the right of the doors? Or somewhere in the (talking over)? 


(Showing Sketch) 


From, from what, from what | remember, there was a, there was a little 
walkway, pedestrian like walkway to gain access to the, the offices here 


and we met approximately right here, which was...! mean | would estimate 
probably about 15, maybe 20 feet from the, the door. That's where, that's 


where | remember we were. 


бо facing the doorway, you're to the left of the doorway about 15 to 20 
feet you said? 


Yes, sir. 
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Away from the doors? 


Yes sir. 


And when you met with С о you guys start immediately 
speaking with each other or with, with other deputies or was there, was 
there a planning period that took place? 


Yes, sir, Deputy Vance, he was at the location. We pretty much showed 
up at the same time. So we did come up with a plan prior to going in. 


Did you see anybody outside besides Deputies like an employee of that 
facility, a Security Guard or anything like that? 


Yeah, |, | did see a Security Guard, sir. 

Did you see anybody else that was an employee of that location? 
No. No, | didn't, sir. 

How did you recognize the Security Guard, was he іп uniform’? 


Yes, sir, he had a, he had а blue security guard shirt on from what 1 
remember. 


Do you recall if he was wearing a jacket or anything? 
No, | don't, sir. 
Do you recall seeing patches on his sleeves or anything? 


No, | remember it was a blue type of, like button up shirt like security 
guards normally wear, so.... 


Do you remember what race he was? 
| believe he was a VVhite, a male White. 


Now there was a tactical planning period and who was present for that 
tactical planning period’? 


Myself, j Deputy Vance and also Deputy Melendez. 
Was he, was she Deputy Vance's trainee? 


Yes, she was at the time. 
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At any point in time did she walk away апа, and, and wasn’t present for 
some portion of, of the...do you recall if she.... 


|, | don't remember, sir. 

But you do recall seeing her there though... 
| до. 

... before going in? 

| do remember seeing her. 


And ао you recall her being present during that tactical planning period or, 
or you don't know or you.... 


|, | believe she was in back of me when we were...Deputy Vance and 
myself were discussing that. 


And during this planning stage, and correct me if l'm wrong, it's my 
understanding that RT - assigned...assigned himself to 


the taser? 


Yes, sir. 
And he assigned Deputy Vance and yourself to lethal, is that correct? 
That's correct, sir. 


Was there anything assigned to Melendez as a, as a responsibility that 
you recall? 


No, | don't, sir. 


And do you recall if Vance said that he had a taser too? Do you recall him 
saying that? 


Мо, I, | dont. 
Was there anything else discussed besides who had lethal and who had 
the taser? Was there anything else discussed outside about who had 


what? 


No, that was, that was it. 
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Nothing about who was gonna be hands on or the arrest team or anything 


like that? 

No, sir. 

Was there any discussion that you recall...| know you said...just let me 
throw 'em out there, was there any discussion about, you know, perhaps 
maybe using ОС spray or anything like that? 


Мо. No, sir, | don't, | don't remember anything like that. 


How long do you think that planning stage was? How long do you think 
that lasted? 


We were, we were coming...| mean we wanted to get into the, into the 


facility and, and basically secure this individual, so | would say | would 
estimate around five minutes, two to five minutes, somewhere in there. 


And was there any discussion from] a suspect's 
description when talking about how you guys are gonna go in or about 
who's gonna have what? Did he give you a description of the suspect? 
Anything additional | should say ‘cause you already know what's in the 
call. 

Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

Anything additional that he gave you? 

No, not that | remember, sir. 


And so, again basically it's just the discussion of who's taser and who's, 
who's lethal and that was it? 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 


And as far as you know, you don't know if there was anybody else inside 
the location? Nothing was said about that, right? 


No, nothing was said about that, so we don't...| mean we didn't know. 


What was your thought? Was your thought there might be possibly 
people inside? 


| was...my... what | was thinking in my head is there was definitely people 


inside because it was business hours, normal business hours for 
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businesses and | thought that there’s definitely gonna be somebody inside 
other than her. 


So was this a concern? 
For me, yes, sir, it was. 


Did you ever see the Security Guard or anybody like him, anybody else, 
that was...well let me start with the Security Guard. Do you recall ever 
seeing the Security Guard looking inside the facility before you guys made 
entry and make a statement such as, “Oh, shit?” Do you recall that?

So you...l'm sorry, you heard him say the "Oh, shit" as soon as you guys 
were wrapping it up? 


Yeah, it's to...it was towards, it was towards the end of what, what we 
were discussing our plan and we went ahead and finished it and made 
entry. 


And did anybody else in, in the... you know, that was present, any other 
deputies, you know, did they respond to his action? Did they say, "Oh, my 
God, that guy just said "Oh, shit, there must be something going on’? Did 
you hear anybody responding to what the Security Guard said, any 
deputies? 


Yeah, Deputy Vance and нн 

Do you know what they said? Did they, they say anything? 

І don't remember. 

What do you mean, what made you think that they responded to...? 


Because we were all talking and then when he, when һе said that, | 
remember their heads turned towards, towards the lobby area. 


Now you said that the only thing that you guys talked about in the tactical 
planning was who was assigned to what and you said the planning period 
was about two to five minutes. Two to five minutes is pretty long. Do you 
recall anything else you discussed or, or, or are you saying two to five 
minutes includes the time that Was out there talking to the 
informant as !...well, actually | take that back, you never saw him talking to 
anybody. In that two to five minutes, was there anything else you сап 
recail that was being discussed or...? 


It, it was basically us, the two to five minutes was us getting together, 
getting our cars parked, getting, getting together and then coming up with 
a plan to make entry to (talking over). 


So basically two to five minutes was your arrival time of you getting there, 
getting out of your car, getting together, talking, discussing and then going 
in? 


That, that's the time | would say that it would...| mean that's,..these are 
approximations. | mean... 
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Sure. 


...lime that.... 


Тпеге...| can estimate basically that it took us to, to come up with a plan 
and actually execute it. 


So after he says this "Oh, shit,” do you remember who opened the door 
and allowed you guys to go in? Do you know if it was a Deputy that 
opened the door? Was it the Security Guard? Was К.. who, who was 
that? 


You know, | don't remember, sir. 


Do you remember who first went in? 


t was asa 


And where were you in the row of deputies going in? 


DEI was the first in, Deputy Vance was second and then | 
was behind Deputy Vance. | 


Were you aware if Melendez was behind you? 


| didn't focus on Melendez at that point, sir, if she was in back of me. | just 
knew that she would be there. We were all going in together so | figured 
she was in back of me. 


So in your mind the Security Guard's "Oh, shit’, did it increase, you know, 
your sense of urgency to get inside thinking as you said before that this 
woman was, was smashing people or hitting people with the hammer? 


Yeah, Юг... mean for me, |, | don’t know, | can't say what Deputy Vance 
Or... 


No, this is for you only. 


o ЕЕЕ was thinking. For me, | personally was thinking that 
this is exigent circumstance. She could be in there, | mean hitting 
somebody with the hammer. We need to, we need to finish our planning, 
go in there and secure her. 
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As far as elaborating on what, on what the Security Guard meant by his, 
his staternent, do you recall hearing him say why he was saying that? 


No, |, I don't. 


And you told Homicide that we looked in through the window and saw no 
one sitting in the lobby. Do you recall saying that? 


Yes, sir, | do. 


Now when you say we, are you talking about you, yourself, or all four of 
you looked into that... through the window? 


Well 1, | looked in personally. | saw Deputy Vance and 

look there too, so | mean they, they looked in that direction. | can't, | can't 
say what they saw, but when | was referring to we, | was just referring to 
all of us looked at that, at the front lobby. 

And you said going towards, ready to go in? 


Well it was after, after the Security Guard said “Oh, shit,” and that's when 
we looked because in the call it said that she was sitting in the front lobby. 


So, so you yourself looked after the Security Guard said "Oh, shit?" 
Yeah. 

You looked through the window? 

Yeah, |, f looked through the window and | mean it...from the outside, |, | 
looked in and | didn't see anyone sitting there in the chairs that were, that 


were there in the lobby. 


Now was, was it the window, the door windows or was it window- 
windows? 'Cause you have the doors were glass.

| could, | could see through from the outside. 


Was there anything hanging in front of the doors to, to distort your view or 
anything like that, like blinds or pictures or signs, anything on the door that 
you recall?

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And you said you saw Vance and ри look through the, through the 
glass? 


|, | saw them turn their heads. 


зо when you say you looked through the, through the, the glass door 
windows, you're not saying that you put your hands up to the windows and 
stuck your eyes, you know, like you're cupping your, cupping your eyes 
and your hands and looking in the window, you're just looking through the, 
looking through the glass doors? 


Ка be turning my head towards the...where the glass doors, the entrance 
of it and peering through the glass doors from where we were at that point.

And did, did all four of you or, or at least three of you that you recall being 


inside there, yourself and and Vance, did you just hold the 
suspect at gunpoint until other deputies arrived? 


Yes. 

And then paramedics responded? 

Yes. 

And paramedics obviously rendered aid? 
Yes, they did. 


And, and they, they...did they get there pretty quick or...? 
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It was very quick. As soon as we had sufficient units there to make an 
approach, we did and then a deputy handcuffed her and she was secure 
and then Fire mainly rolled in. 

How was the lighting in the room? Was the lighting all right? 


Yes, it was just fine. It was artificial lighting from, from overhead and there 
was ample lighting. 


And did you have a clear... was there clear visibility in the room, you were 
able to see really well? 


Yes, 


Was there апу obstacles in the room that could've been utilized as cover 
that you're aware от? 


No, it was, it was pretty open and the chairs were on the side, so | dont.... 
Were there any chairs pulled away, away from where she was at, do you 
recall? Like there's a lot of chairs that were lined up here, do you know if 
these chairs were moved out of the way... 

| don't know. 

...prior to you guys getting there? 


| don't know, sir. 


And did she, the suspect, have a clear pathway to eV n that 
room? 


Yes, she did. 
And, and, and from your understanding of the room, did, did it appear that 
really had nowhere else to go or was he, was he stuck to 


this room and was there any other place to go? 


No, he was, he was pretty much stuck in his area. He had no area that he 
could retreat to when she attacked him or charged him. 


And knowing that you said that you were lethal, did you consider your 
backdrop or what was inside the room in that, in that lobby area? 


Yes, | did. 
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And were you cognizant of, of any crossfire or, or anything like that? 
Yes, I, | mean I was, l.... 

Was anybody in, in Deputy Vance's field of fire besides the suspect? 
No, there was no one else. 

And give me a second here. 


While he's thinking about the question here, Jeremiah, do me a favor and 
initial and, and date that particular sketch. 


Did...and I think you said this, that you responded to these type of calls 
before dealing with people who are mentally ill or 5150, 918 calls, right? 


Yes, sir. 


And, and in those calls, has there ever been that you recall a supervisor 
ever assigned to those type of calls before? 


sometimes the, the desk will assign a supervisor, yes. 


And in your experience, has there been times where there haven't been a, 
a supervisor assigned to it? 


Yes. 

Have you been involved in any other force that, you know, in regards to 
any of these 918 type calls you might've received in the, in the past or any 
5150's that a supervisor wasn't initially assigned to? Not that they 
responded after, but were you involved in any use of force in the past that 
involved like a 5150 or a 918? 

Not that | recall, no. 


And responding to these 918 calls, 5150 calls, do you recall if a supervisor 
would ever assign themselves to a call such as these type of calls? 


Yes, sometimes they would. 
And is your experience sometimes they would not? 


Yes. 
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Was there anything unusual then for you...that a supervisor was not on 
scene prior to you guys going in? 


No. 


Did you feel comfortable with the numbers that were there prior to going 
in? 


Yes. 


Did you have any other items in your vehicle available to you that was less 
lethal that might've been a good option to have? 


I'm not sure, but | possibly had a stun bag in the, in the back. I’m not, Pm 
not positive, but the room was, was too small to be able to utilize that even 
if | did have it. 


And when you responded to these 5150's in the past or a 918 call, would 
you ever call for like a MET team or anything like that? 


Yes, after the, after the person's secured, then yes, we would call for a 
MET team. | 


бо afterwards? 

Yes, sir. 

And then, and this will be my last question, | just want to reconfirm it, that 
at no point in time it was your belief that that suspect was approachable 
where there was a safe time or a safe moment to approach her príor to 
that second gunshot? 

No, there wasn't. 

Do you have anything? 

| don’t have anything else. 

| don't either. Alfonso, do you have anything? 


No.

My duties is to make sure the building is, is okay. I check all the doors, make sure 
everything is locked and | also respond to any kind of disruptions of any clients 
here at the facility. 

And what type of facility is this’? 

The mental health facility. 

Are you armed or unarmed? 

I am an unarmed security guard. 

Do you carry any type of nonlethal pepper spray...? 

None, all I have, all 1 have ts handcuffs. 


Handcuffs. And what time did you start today? 


I came in today at 9:30 this morning. 
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Is that the time that Ше business opens or is that just your, your starting time? 
That’s my start time. 

Do you know what time the business opened? 

Ona Wednesday, I believe they open at 9. 

And do you know who actually opens up the business? 

That would be the front desk people, would open up the doors. 

But you don’t know who specifically? 

It changes each day and week, so I don't know who opened today. 

And when you got here, was there anything unusual occurring? 

No. 

Was there any clients or patients in, in the lobby? 

Well there's, there's several patients, several people in, in there. 

Of those people that were in there, were, were any of those causing a disturbance? 
What I seen when I was doing my duties? 

Correct. 

No. 


When did you become aware of an incident occurring? 
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I got а call around 3:30, 3:40 by one of the workers whose name was which 
me and him do communications on our radios. He told me we have a 
disturbance. There's a girl here and she’s holding a, an object. You need to get 
here, check it out. 


Martinez: When you say called you, called on the phone or called via a security radio? 


It's on our, it's on our security radios. 
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Where were you at on the property if the.... 

When I got the call? 

Correct. 

I was on...in the back lot. In the back of the building. 
And what did you до? 


Well I proceeded when I got the call and our Director was in the front at the time, 
so when.... 


And who’s your Director? 
His name is ER So 1, 1 approached him, I looked at him, what's going 
on and he’s telling me a patient there holding a hammer, making a disturbance, 


but holding on to the object. 


So when you enter...now this is just...it’s a map of the lobby and the counter in 
the... guess the administration area. 


Right. 

Where did you come in? 

Well when I was done talking to ЕЕ ve were outside. I didn’t come in. 
Was that outside in front of the building or outside in the back.... 

Right outside the door in the front. 

In the front. 

Yes, 

So that would be in this.... 

Well yeah, like here’s the front doors, we were probably right in here and I was 
getting an update, what’s going on, is she swinging it at anybody? He’s telling me 
no, she’s sitting in the chair, she’s holding the object and he.... 

Did he say he knew her? 
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I, I'm not sure, but the thing J, I’ve seen her the last couple days and she’s a client 
here. She would be either in the front, walking around, but as of that, | don’t 
know but she.... 

How many times do you think this week you’ve seen her? 

I saw her twice. She was here yesterday and then today. But then she was here 
more than usual ‘cause she was sitting in the front for quite, quite a long time. 
Like an hour. 

In the front meaning where? 

In a chair. 

Yeah, І mean in the lobby? 

In the lobby, yes. But she...l...but when I do my rounds, 1, I look around and 
everything was fine. I didn't see anything. There was nothing going on at that 
time... 

So while you were doing your rounds.... 

„earlier. 

So while you were doing your rounds, you did in fact see her in the lobby? 

Oh, yeah. 

And, but she wasn’t.... 

Oh, she was fine, yeah. 


Did you have a conversation with her?

To help me out ‘cause I got...I need a visual picture of what you're describing. 
I understand. 


That’s...so you're standing here near the stairs. 


By the stairs. She got up and she walked towards the desk, grabbed a flower, a 
plant, grabbed the plant, put it back by the.... 


So 15 she walking towards the stairs? 
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No, she’s not coming towards me at anything. And then she went to the.... 
Here’s the counter, 

Here we are. Okay, the counter. 

And here’s the counter and you’re...and here are the stairs. 

For the second floor, So she gets up, she starts grabbing stuff, like a plant, fake 
plant and she starts bringing it towards where she was sitting where she was 
holding.... 

And the fake plant was where? 

Gosh, on the, the.... 

Near...was it near the counter? 

On the, on the counter. 


So she takes a plant from the counter and does what? 


And then brings it back towards where she’s sitting and places it down. Then she 
gels up again and grabs our clipboard. 


And where’s the clipboard at? 
Probably on the left side where you po...where you swing the little door to go. 
And that’s near the counter? 


Yes, and it’s just...and she grabbed that, yeah, by the counter. She grabbed that 
and started bringing that towards where she was sitting. 


And that’s the row of chairs, I guess like client chairs? 

Yes, And then at that point, at that point there, she started going towards our 
Sparkletts water. And she's grabbed the Sparklett’s water and she was gonna 
yank the whole thing down. 


Let me stop you for a second. While she's doing that, where's that hammer? 


Oh, gosh. In her hand. 
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She's picked up the pot and she still has the hammer in her hand? 


She never let go of that hammer. So she's doing...she's getting leverage. She 
could" ve knocked that thing...she could' ve knocked it down. 


Do you know what hand she had the hammer in? 

Oh, gosh, ma'am, I, I don't. I’m not... 

No, I mean I have to ask. | mean if you don't know, that’s okay. 

So right there I screamed out hey, because she's knocking it out and then right 
there at that point when I said hey, that's when I was gonna go and stop her from 
dropping that water, but І... didn’t...

I, Pm not sure on the first shot. I'm not really sure. 


Did you see the dart? Did you see anything...the dart hit her? 
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| think it was, I think it was the officer on the left, but I, I didn’t... was more 
looking, focusing on the situation at her. 


And she, and she still had the hammer іп her hand? 
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That I...I was just looking at her face, but, but yeah. Fm not real sure, 1 was 
looking more at her face but all I heard was taser and they tased her. 


Did, did you hear, did you hear the, the taser being discharged? 

Yeah, I...yeah, yeah. 

Did you see the dart hit her? 

Ра not real sure. 

What was her reaction? 

I was just looking at her and just like, just like ‘cause of the whole situation. 


When you're making these observations, where are you at in the lobby? 
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At that point there I was still kind of back by the stairs. I backed off when the 
officers came in. 
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Are you on the stairs or are you at the bottom of the stairs? 

Bottom of the stairs. 

And where are the off...where are the deputies at? 

They’re all three in the front of me. They’re just right, right in front. 

Show me on the map. 

Well Pm kind of in the catty corner by the stairs where you go up and they were 
like, here's the front of the desk, okay, here's the front of the desk, [m over here 
and they're all three right here (talking over). 

Then you're not near the stairs? 

Yeah. 


Because you said you were right here. 


Well no, I'm not...I don't know if this map here, but anyhow, where the stairs are, 
I was standing there, The three officers,..is this the counter? 


That's the counter, correct, and then we walk in. 

Аге...оКау, so where's...so if this is the counter, the officers were lined up right 
here. They were lined up right there and then wherever the stairs are, Pm over in 
that area. 

And where is the, the girl, the lady? 

The girl was just on the...by the, by the wall. 


Would that be where, where the...is that where the water.... 


To the far right where the door leads in. She was just all gumbied right there on 
the, on the.... 


And this 1s after she's been tased? 
Yeah. 


And then what happened? 
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That’s what I don’t understand. I mean, and then another officer pulled out 
something and bam, shot her again. I’m like...and I don’t...that was just...I don't 
understand any of that. 

What do you mean you don't understand? 

Well she was already on the ground. She was on the ground and then after one 
tase, she’s just on the ground and another officer pulled out something, man, and 
boom, it was loud, really loud. And yeah, and then she died. But what I don't 
understand is why would she get...why did she get tased again? I don’t understand 
that.

And what was she doing? 
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What (talking over) say it to? 
Yeah, what was she doing? 


What were (talking over). Just saying words, bad words and lifting the hammer, 
you know. 


And how do you know she was saying bad words? I mean what was she saying? 
Well I, I don't really know, like going get away, you know, just Fm not real sure... 
Was she speaking English or...? 

you know? 

Well, Í mean was she speaking English or a different language? 

I’m sorry, probably English, yeah. 

And was she holding up the hammer when the deputies came in? 

Oh, when she came...oh, yeah. 

And was she going toward them, what was she doing? 

Just holding it like that. 

And did they tell her to put it down? 

All I heard was taser! And they tased her. And then after they tased her, she went 
to the ground and another one just goes fuckin’ boom. And I’m like what the 
hell’s this? And that’s what happened. 

Who else was in this area? 

I don’t know who was there. I was focusing primarily to that girl. 

So do you know if there was anybody behind the.... 

I don’t know who was to the left of me, all I was more looking at the officers and 
looking at her. And the reason why I was really mainly focusing on her is because 


I’ve been, Гуе been watching her for two days ‘cause she’s been walking around 
here and she...and that’s just what.... 
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Do you know where has at? 

That’s why I was just focusing on her ‘cause she was here for, you know, for two 
days and then she’s out in the front last night and I asked her, do you have a ride? 
15 somebody gonna pick you up? ‘Cause she was just all distraught. I mean I, T 
could see she had some really bad mental issues. 

Do you know if her, if her therapist or anybody came out to talk to her? 

Oh, yeah.... 

Today? 

That, to my knowledge, I, I don’t know there. I’m sure, I’m sure they did. 

Was Bs that his name, the Director? 


Yeah, he’s our Director. 


Was he in the room at all while this was occurring? Do you know if he was in the 
lobby area? 


I’m not really sure because | was mainly focusing on the situation and after all if it 
went...one of the officers was telling me go, go to the door, giving me orders to go 
to the door. Don’t let nobody in. And then I knew yeah, ‘cause we had clients 
coming and they're trying to get in the door so I'm saying, you know, we're, we're 
closed, you're not allowed in here. 


Did the deputies tell you to get out of the way or to go somewhere else when 
they.... 


One, one did. Yeah, he was telling me to go by the door. 
To go by what door, the lobby door, the entrance? 
The...our front door, yes. 

The front door. 

Yes, 


And did you, did you do that? 
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Oh, yeah, I went out. I stayed out after that ordeal. [ went outside, 

That was after, but when the deputies came in, when the...you said that you were 
here by the stair...or you were ready to go after her ‘cause she’s gonna knock 
down the water bottle? 

Yeah, oh, yeah. 

Was that the time that the deputies entered the lobby? 

Instantly. Like not even a second. 

So when that happened, did the deputies tell you anything? 

No, nothing to me. 

They didn’t tell you to get out of the way? Didn’t ask who you were? 

No, I already did. I saw them come. I, I knew. Ву my judgment and | knew what 
to do and I got out of the way. 1 let, I let... my 100 percent to them to do what they 
were gonna do when L..right when they came іп the door. There's three of them, 
they're charging and 1 heard taser. 

Were you standing behind.... 

Taser and then she goes to the ground. She falls on the ground and another one 
just pulls out this whatever and shot her again. I’m like...and that's what 
happened. 


Do you know if it was another taser? 


That I don’t know. That's what everybody's trying to ask Ell was that a real 
gun, that second shot? І don't know. Ican’t...I don't know. 


When that occurred, were you standing behind the deputies or in front? 

Oh, I was, I was still in the back of them. 

So you were standing behind them? 

Oh, yes, during the...right when they came іл, that's when I went to left and went 


in the back by that stair and they were...I let...everything was in their hands right 
there, 
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Did you hear anything that appeared to be gunshots? 


Oh, that second time, yeah. (Talking over) sounded a lot different than that first 
one. That first one just sounded like a, you know, just a regular taser little shot. 


What, what...and what did that sound tike to you? 


It just like psst, and then just, you know, but then that second one, yeah, just 
boom. 


And how...and.... 

And it was loud. 

How many times did you hear that? 

That was just one. 

Just one time? 

Yes. 

And from where, where you were standing, could you see the female? 
Yeah. 


Was there anything obscuring your view though? [ mean ‘cause you said you 
were standing behind the deputies. 


1 just was mainly focusing on her face and when...and then I looked, she was just 
like that and I looked, just went...but just, just the...I was looking at her face and 
then from there I kind of...and then that's when one of the deputies go secure the 
door and I did and then... 

Did, did you see anybody render aid? 

Run to her aid? 


Rend...yeah, render aid, anybody try to.... 


They probably did, but I didn’t see, that's when I went to the door and I, I was out. 
I didn't see anything more after that. I'm already outside now. 
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Sir, you said that Ше last two days you were watching her, what do you mean by 
that? 


Well just to make sure she was able to get home. I mean, because when we close, 
it’s...for basically just a security measure for her safety to see if somebody's gonna 
come and pick her up. 

You were watching her for security reasons? 


Yeah, that’s all. 


And you said that you could tell that she was distraught during the time that you 
were watching her, is that correct? 


Well, she’s just, just off the wall, you know, just (talking over). 

What do 
you...l'm...I haven't been hanging around here, I don’t...I haven't been working 
here for the last year and a half and | know that you've been working here for the 
last year and a half.

Do you know how long Jasmine has been coming to this clinic? 

Oh, a few years because I’m working here but Jasmine is, we have the front staff 
working for her and that’s why we can just talk over the phone and we saw when she 
see the doctor and then we arranged Ше, the schedule for her. And that's why... 
What time did Jasmine come to the clinic? 

Today? It's around 10:00 something or around 10:00. 

This morning? 

Yeah. 

And what was her behavior? 


Today she's okay. This morning just sit, but she always talking something. talking 
to somebody and smiling, just talking to herself. 


Oh, she was talking, but she was pretending like she was talking to somebody? 


Yeah, yeah, yeah. 
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She was talking it was just, that’s what she was doing today? 
Yes. 

Was she here yesterday? 

Yes. 

And what was her behavior like yesterday? 
Something like that too. The same. 

The same? 

Yeah, the same. 

Talking to herself? 

Yeah, yeah, yeah. 

Now these are observations you made? 
Yes. 


And in general when she’s talking to herself is she displaying any kinds of agitation, 
is she upset or anything? 


No. 
Did you see a point sometime today where she became agitated and upset? 


Well, because we’re doing, around, around 11:00 or 12:00 or something and then 1 
heard, because she just sat there, because we have clients we must arrange them 
maybe see the doctor, maybe see the therapist so she just sitting there and then ask 
my co-worker, she said is somebody already talked to her, the therapist she said but 
she then said she something different and that’s why I talked to Dr. Mand Dr. 
ome out and said leave her alone because she doesn’t want somebody to, 
to disturb her. Yes, she doesn’t want somebody to, she just want to stay there and 
then we just as usual to work and just that. 


So what occurred, what drew your attention that something was not normal or 
something was unusual? 
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Well, around two or three something and then I heard something, I don’t know, 
because Dr. coming to talk to me and said you just call the, the, call our 
security to stand by and call the police. 

He told you to call security? 

Yeah and he will call the police. 


And he was gonna call the police. Did he say why? 


No because... nothing. Because I, we know that. Because another coming, she 
holding a hammer. 


Wha, you saw her holding the hammer? 
I saw it later and then I stand up and then I saw she holding a hammer like this. 


Did Dr. did he tell you that she had a hammer or did you see it on your 
own? 


No, because I'm in the front maybe she shook, maybe she, maybe know I will see 
her, but she I don’t know but when | stand up to, to get the call going to call the 
security and then I saw she had a hammer. 


Where were you when you saw her with the hammer? 


I was here and she was, she sitting here in the chair, on the here. I’m here and then 
I stand up and then saw her with a hammer. 


And that’s close, that’s one of the chairs that’s further into the lobby, closest to the 
counter? 


Yeah, close to the counter right here. Yeah. 


And as she’s holding this hammer what is she doing, | mean is she saying anything? 
Is she making any kind of movements or gestures with it? 


No because we don’t want to attract her attention | just saw a little but she was very 
alert to everybody like that, like that, yeah, It’s unusual. 


So then did you call security? 
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Because I was there, I go to the chart room to call, I don't want to call here to alert 
her and then I go to the room and then I call my co-worker зк her, ask him to 
call. To call the, the security. 

Did that kind of scare you that she had a hammer? 

Yes, she has a hammer. 

No, I mean did it, did it scare you though? | mean were you kind of concerned. 
Yeah, you know because you know, here is а mental health clinic. If somebody is, 
if a normal guy hold hammer we are alerted but you now because she 15 a client here 
maybe it's unusual and that's why we were alert about 1t, we were scared about it. 
More concerned? 

But I still concerned, I still sitting there to work. 

You did not get to work? 

I asked them to call and then go back to work here. 

Oh, you went back to work? 


Yeah. Over here to work, listening to her. 


So now that security has been called and Dr, Ml ou said that he said he was 
going to call the police? 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

You're back at your desk? 

Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

Now what? 

Now I'm going to work and later and then | saw she moved something. Moved the 
basket, moved the plant and moved the you know we have the, the very big sign and 
moved that and that movement I think is dangerous, quite dangerous and then I went 
to the chart room. 

You saw her do that? 
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Yeah, I saw her do that and then went to the chart room, I stand here. 

Did you tell anybody what you, what you saw? 

No, because I didn't tell anybody what I saw because I'm over here. I think there's 
nobody here, I don’t, I don't know that. Just by myself and then go here and she was 
here, I know she’s here. And then when I saw her inside, but when I stop here and 
then I saw her move the water, the water. 

The water bottle? 

Yeah, the water bottle and then I heard a, my security guy he said you can’t move 
that, you can’t move that. Stop it. And then I just turn around and saw the two 
police here. Two police here and they going inside. 

Did you see the security guard or did you just recognize his voice? 

Recognize the voice. 

And then you said the police came in? 

Yeah. [ saw two, two police after the.... 

And you were back in this back office here? 

Yeah. 

And you were looking that direction? 

That's what I did and then INAUDIBLE 20:35). 


And what did you see, I’m sorry, how meny did you see come in? Two or three? 


Two, two. I say two maybe you know from ту, my direction that I can see two. 
Yeah hecause I stand here okay. 


And what did those two deputies look like? 


Oh, one is taller, one is shorter right. Something like that, it’s because | saw and then 
inside there, I, I heard something they talk to the, to the client. 


What did they say to her?

No, I understand. 


I don't know, I just know that they want to ask her to, to do something like that but 
later I heard the sound ti-ti-ti. 


I mean did they were they trying to give her directions and commands? 
Yeah.

Did she have the hammer in her hand when the deputies were there or, or do you 
know? 


I don't know because I just saw she moved, because I'm sit there the counter block 
my sight.

So the deputies were giving her commands and directions. Did she reply to those ?

Corporate 
offices are 800 South Santa Anita and І have been in contact with the Corporate 
Officers so that they’H come in as soon as we're finished here. 

And what time did you start today? 


Today is Wednesday, start time would’ve been around, around 9:00 a.m. 


And when...the patients that come in, are they...do they come in by appointment or 
do they come in whenever they want? 


Usually by appointment, but we do periodically have drop ins for either crisis 
emergencies or people wanting services. 


And today, what occurred that caused the commotion? I mean what happened? 
Unclear. H you want to go back to yesterday or just today? 

Is it something happened yesterday’? 

The individual Jasmine Eng was known to come in yesterday for an appointment. 
I didn’t find out ‘ttl today that she had actually...’cause yesterday we were open 
until 8, 8:30. She apparently stayed in, on the premises until 8:30 and we had to 


ask her to leave because we were closing. She was friendly, amenable, engaging 
and said oh, okay, no problem. We didn't find out ‘til later that she actually never 
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went home ‘cause she wasn't exhibiting any problem signs or psychosis at the 
time although we knew she wasn’t taking her meds. We had contacted her family 
to let them know what’s going оп, Ironically, Chief Murakami was...when he 
came on site and we were talking, he, he realized he knows the family, so he’s 
familiar with Jasmine’s sister [J I'm not that familiar with the case so I 
didn’t know for sure. He later confirmed the sister of the individual had 
called him indicating Jasmine never came home last night, we’re looking for her. 
Apparently they found her at 1:30 in Ше morning walking around on Valley 
Boulevard. None of this was information we had until after the incident. This 
morning she came in and her primary therapist indicated she came in, she doesn’t 
have an appointment, what shall we do. We did a quick assessment, how ts she 
doing, she’s calm, she’s lucid, she said she just wants to sit here. We 
informed...we contacted the family to let them know that she’s here and then at 
that time we, we had no idea she had not gone home and but we did want to notify 
the family and let them know that she, she'll have to leave at 5 when we close 
today. She seemed fine. That was around 9, 10 or 11:00, Around 3, | don’t know 
the exact time, the same therapist came into my office. I was in another meeting. 
She said Jasmine is getting a little agitated and I’m not sure what to do. I said 
what's the problem. She's got a hammer and I said let me come outside. 


And who's that therapist? 


That" one of the... 


ШЕШЕЙ the one in red. I went outside to check on her. The minute I opened the 
door, she said...she was already sitting two doors...yeah, right about there and 
before I could say a word, she sort of held the hammer out and said get away from 
me, don’t touch me, to which I said not a problem. Left her sitting there. Quietly 
got the waiting area cleared except for one individual who was sitting here. 
Contacted...that’s when I called the dispatch, indicated that we had a situation of 
ап individual who is looking to be unstable.... 


When you say dispatch, who’s dispatch? 

Sheriff's station. 

Oh, okay. 

And indicated we have somebody who is now looking unstable, but it wasn't safe 


for any of us to approach her to try to do an assessment for a 5150 hold. At that 
point I also asked can you come in Code 2. They said well we don't really do 
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that, but we'll send somebody in quickly. Asked me to stand outside. I waited 
outside for Ше deputies to show. At least three showed up fairly quickly, asked 
me where it was. I had her name and a description of what she was wearing. Ву 
that time the front area was pretty clear. I was gonna go in and clear out the 
support staff that were there and I couldn't get in. At that point they said wait, | 
was still right behind them. I remember the officers were quickly discussing 
strategies to goin. [ remember one of the shorter deputies, the one with the taser 
saying I’ve got this. They went in, ordered her to stand down. She became more 
agitated, raised her hammer, The first deputy fired his taser. He said something 
like oh, shit, it didn’t take and I think the second officer, deputy at that point fired. 
In the interim, she did not go down for long. She came back up and was raising 
her hammer is what [ saw. That was pretty much it. 


Where were you at making these observations? 

Right around here. 

So you were actually inside the lobby?

Do we know what type of meds she takes? 

I believe she’s on some ЩИ but Та have to check her chart. My 
understanding is she wasn’t fully complying with the medication, but I can't 
confirm that without looking at the charts. 

Will we be able to get that information? 

Pretty much. Post-incident, that’s usually not a problem. 

And so she, she was here yesterday and you...she was being...she was assessed? 
Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

And didn't show any signs of aggression or anything? 

Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). A little agitation but more...excuse me, more irritation 
and she just wanted to be away and be in here, I found out later that she had told 
her family she was going to visit friends and...but that, that wasn't based on 
reality. 

Are, are those, are those...] guess not symptoms, but is that a react...l mean when 
you're not taking your meds, is that really what happens and then you become 
agitated and.... 

The behavior we saw when she pulled the hammer out, and again | don't know 
what made her draw the hammer from her purse, is fairly typical, that real 
apitated, edgy behavior. but she demonstrated none of that yesterday nor early this 
morning when she came in. 

So she stayed here until...yesterday until 8:30 in the evening? 

Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

And then was told that she couldn’t stay here? 

She, she said...she was very complacent, compliant and said sure. 

So then this morning she arrives again? 


That’s secondhand information, but yeah, she arrived. 


Did you see her here in the lobby prior to this incident? 
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Yes. 

And did you talk to her? 

Briefly, how you doing, thank vou, I'm fine. She remembered my name. 

And you sald she had a purse? 

It’s hard for me to remember ‘cause she had a bag and | think a jacket or sweater 
or something with her. The only reason I'm saying she has a purse is secondhand 
in the sense of she didn’t walk in wielding anything. She just came in like she 


normally does. 


Oh, so you...do you, do you personally know whether or not she has a purse or 
you re just assuming that she had a purse?

The three were conferring as to who was gonna be...] didn’t hear the whole 
conversation but | remember hearing one saying [ЇЇ take something and he had 
the taser in his hand. Another deputy said are you sure and he said yeah, I’m fine. 
The third, I couldn't remember if I heard anything from him and the three went in. 
The taller deputy actually was the one that already had his service pistol drawn. 
And it was all males or...?

The one with the taser, can you describe him? 

I only got the back of his head, but shorter, dark hair. 

Ethnicity? 


Couldn't determine, I didn't see his whole face. I was talking to...the only one | 
could see face forward was the taller Caucasian male with a shaved head.

Third, barely got a glimpse of his face. They were mostly talking to each other. 


And who was...you said somebody had a gun out already, who would've that have 
been? 


I think it was the third deputy behind the first two.

And what...could you see where Jasmine was at? 

Barely ‘cause the deputies were in front, Jasmine...again secondhand information, 
БЕН с she was starting to barricade herself with planters and the water cooler 
and all that. I couldn't see anything beyond the deputies. All I could hear was the 
first deputy ordering her to drop the hammer. 


How many times did he...did you hear that order? 


At least twice. 
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And do you...does she speak English? 

Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). She may...well, she’s like our workers, she may be 
limited but she does understand commands. One of the things she did say, as far 
as the memory, stay away from me and don’t have any police come, 

Is she saying this to the police? 

To me. 

Oh, to you. 

Yeah. 

Oh, she tells you that. 

And I couldn’t tell if she went stay away from the police, stay away from me 
and...but I couldn't hear what else she said and police, so I’m still extrapolating 
what did she say relative to the same action, 

That was the earlier conversation?

Earlier, earlier time frame or earlier today when she kind of flag poled the raising 
of the handle...

And then what happened, the officers...the deputies cleared the area? 


Ihey, they cleared us all out and started calling for emergency assistance and it 
sounded like Шеу were trying to айепа to her medically at that point. 


When initially you contacted her and she made that aggressive sort of gesture 
towards you, you backed away for your own safety... 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 


...15 that fair to say? You started to say that you were fearful that she might harm 
you in some way, is that fair? If you came...if vou kept on... 


If I kept pressing the point, yes. 

Yes, you.... 

Is at that point I said we’re not gonna try to do an evaluation, not...you know. 
The cautious approach.... 

Yeah. 

The safe approach was to back away... 

Yeah. 


„and call for assistance, is that correct? 
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Yeah. And everyone in the room was also panicking and backing off too and I 
thought okay, this is not helping. 


So the staff seemed scared’? 

Oh, yeah. 

When you came back with...now the deputies were іп front of you and you’re 
seeing her again, did she have that same sort of demeanor that she had exhibited 
betore, very aggressive? 

She had an initial look of shock when she saw the officers came m, but as they 
walked toward her, she got that same grow! on her face. І think she was surprised 
to see them come in. 


How long have you...has she been a patient at this facility’? 


I don't know. Га say at least...based on the nature of the work she’s had here, she 


had to of been here at least six years or so. Га have to look at the chart to be sure. 


Can, can you estimate her age for me? 
Late thirties or early forties, maybe older. It’s hard to know from appearance. 


And she’s physically fit? I mean she’s, she’s not...she doesn’t have any physical 
disabilities that you know? 


A lot of our INAUDIBLE 2:41) mentally ill patients are not in the best of health, 
so all I can say is she seemed kind of scrawny, but pretty wiry at the same time. 
It’s part of the reason why I backed off. She wasn’t physically...some of them are 
so physically disabled that | can not worry about it, but this one, she can move. 


Have you had ex...all the patients even in the past.... 

No. 

Not with her, but I mean just as in the field that you work in where.... 

Yeah, our primary goal is de-escalation anytime something happens. I’ve seen 
some clients move quickly to try to hurt somebody. I’ve been here about 25 years 


and the worst I’ve seen is somebody breaking a window. We really never had 
anything serious. Patients have done things to family members, but usually calm 
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down when they see us. Ог for somebody...and even that, it was a bit of a shock 
to see her even wield a weapon. It’s not something we typically see here. 


You were surprised to see a weapon in your hand? 


Yeah. Given her history here and her involvement in different activities and 
socialization activities and such, she generaily was a...but that’s the thing is this 
morning when I saw her face, I saw the same smiling look on her face that I’ve 
seen in Jasmine when she’s been in any other socialization field trip, bowling trip, 
what have you and even in Ше moming | couldn’t say from that type of behavior. 


And given your experience, just behavior with that, it’s, it’s consistent with 
somebody that was off their medication and probably not...had very little to no 
sleep previously? 


Based on this morning, hard to say. Based on this afternoon, possibly. Two 
different presentations completely. 


Was she spoken to prior to Ше... mean did somebody come out and evaluate her 
prior to you seeing the...her with the hammer? 


That would be something you'd have to check with the primary therapist, ЕНЕ 
but I did ask her to keep checking on her and more importantly check with the 
family ‘cause since she was here... when I found out she had been yesterday ‘til 
closing, my concern was is she having...my first thought was is she having a fight 
with her sister again or something that typically happens, have to reconcile that, 
but there wasn't an indication of agitation at that point, wasn't until around 3:00 
when she came...when came running in my office saying she has a 
hammer, what do I do? 


And that’s typical... mean I’m assuming that's allowed then, you'll let patients, 
patients that want to just sit here until whenever. | mean ‘til you close, | mean if 
they're behaving. 


Yeah, if they're not engaging any disruptive behavior, if they're just sitting there 
politely, I like being here, can I just sit here and drink water and talk to the people 
in the waiting area “cause a lot of them know each other for years. It becomes 
more of a socialization. We even have a program called the Wellness Program 
where they sort of drop in and engage in peer classes, dance classes, whatever. So 
that's not an unusual thing, but if thev act agitated, we quickly try to isolate and 
de-escalate. Given that she showed none of those symptoms or signs in the 
morning, we weren't as concerned.

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То respond іп regards to a female inside the lobby with a hammer, is that 
correct? 


Yes, that's correct. 


And you had said prior to Homicide Detectives that you had met with the 
Deputies outside of the facility, correct? 


Just outside the double doors, yes. 


Do you recall what side of the double doors you met them on or spoke 
with them at? 


You mean the inside or outside? 

Outside the doors. 

Yeah, outside. 

What, what side of the door? 

The doors would, would have been to my left. 

So these front doors, as, as т facing the front door, so I’m facing the 
front door...is it to the left or the right? The double doors. The doors that 
enter your facility... 

Right. You're coming in here....

Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 


And the other, other Deputies that were on the scene which | believe at 
the time you described you recall seeing three male Deputies. 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 


So the other two male Deputies they were there but they weren't engaged 
in that conversation? 


No, they were more talking amongst each other. 


And the Security Officer...do you know if he was talking with any of the 
Deputies outside’ 


Not at that point. He was there with me mostly to flag everyone down to 
come in. The Deputy wanted to know what was going on, but again they 
were mostly assessing, looking at each other, talking to each other. | tried 
to give them a descript...a description of the individual. My concern 
was...the, the initial point was | understand it's an Asian female and | said 
you got a whole room full of Asian females so let me give you a 
description of whose in there and so | had to kind of get their attention 
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first, but, ‘cause | didn't want them walking into the room, my God, which 
one is she. 


Now at this point, the lobby was clear of, of any consumers or patients or 
clients...did...| guess you said they....

I'm assuming, I'm assuming it's the Deputies іп the sense of they told us 
to stay behind them. So... 


But you're not sure who opened the door? 

No. | couldn't tell you which one did. 

And.... 

Quick question. Sorry to interrupt. Doctor when, when you saw the 
Deputies out here in the parking lot l'm assuming making some kind of 
plan, or it, it appeared to you they were making some kind of plan. 

It appeared to be, yeah. 

Did anything interrupt that in which they had to rush into the building? Or 
was it...did it appear to you that it was methodical and they took their time 
to come in or did something interrupt their planning and now they had to 
come in? 

The only thing | remember them was saying okay let's go in or something 
to that affect and then being told to stay behind them when they went in. | 
don't remember them looking around and "oh my God" and had to rush in. 
Pretty much just standing there, setting up the signs of a barricade and 
settling in. 


I'm sorry, go ahead. 


Oh no, go ahead. 
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Il ask you that...| ask you that for a reason. 
Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE), 
... that one of the Deputies stated that they heard the Security Guard say 


something that caught their attention and they thought something was 
occurring at that particular time which made them actually cause to ... 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 


... had to speed up what they were doing and goin. Do you recall 
anything like that’ 


Not that | remember, no. 

That it? 

Yes. 

Now once you got inside, you had said that the Deputies were in front of 
you and you were, you were just inside the doorway area. How far dia 
you... how...if you can recall, how many feet, how many feet did you go in 
beyond the doorway? 

l'd have to estimate measures. 

Everything's an approximation. | totally understand. 

Somewhere between three to five feet, and the only reason l'm estimating 
that is the Deputies were in front of us and | was sort of watching them 
interact with Jazmyne and all | remember was their backs and their belts, 
and | remember one Deputy was taller and | noticed he got ready so | 
figured that's standard procedure and then taser her, subdue her and 


she'd be done for today and we would 5150 her. 


50, so, |, | know that the lobby kind of takes a turn as you walk into the 
lobby, kind of... almost like an, almost like an L-shape or....

Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 
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... you said you walk maybe about what, 3-5 feet you said inside? Ву 
walking 3-5 feet, taking everybody out, would you have a clear view of the 
entire lobby? Or was some of it, would any of it be blocked by the wall or 
anything like that? 

should have been a clear view of the lobby right up to where you can go... 


| can't see beyond the corner of the elevator, but everything in the lobby 
'cause | could see the Deputies and Jazmyne. 


There's, there's a coded door on the side there, would you have been able 
to see that door right there on the side from where you were standing? 


If the Deputies weren't standing there, yes. 


So if there was nobody there you could pretty much see the entire lobby. 
Okay. So now these Deputies are in front of you... 


Uh-huh (&FFIRMATIVE). 

...and you said that you, you...| think at one point you said you... when 
you went in, the Deputies were in front of you and you saw this female, 
you saw the female that was there and she was standing, correct? 
Uh-huh (&FFIRMATIVE). 

...and she had the hammer in her hand? 


Yeah. 


| think you said the hammer was raised, was it raised at the time? Do you 
recall. | mean, again, | know it's been a year. 


(TALKING OVER). She tended to have a two handed grip on it, and | think 
when the Deputies ordered her to stand down, put it down, she growled 
and started to raise it while she was standing upright. 

With one hand? 

Yeah. 


And, would, you put your hand up at, at the level of your head so would 
the hammer be beyond her head, above it?

Wiry in a sense of | remember watching her carry things around in the 
building when she was employed here years ago, and | remember the 
comment was she's stronger than she looks, and so that's more ап 
assumption even though she's pretty wiry. 


Alright, ‘cause you mentioned the security guard, | guess the security 
guard at one point told you that you that he would handcuff her if 
necessary and you told him... 


Don't do it. 


...you know, don't do it, are, you, you, are you that fast because she has 
а hammer. Is that correct? 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 
Do you say that because you were worried for, for safety? 


Oh yeah. Ball peen hammer in your skull can do a lot of damage, for one. 
Two...they're not authorized to use physical force in that nature other than 
self-defense so for him to say I'll take her down, you are not authorized to. 


And then when you saw her, and there was a Deputy and she was raising 
that hammer to...you said just a little bit above her head...

...how would you describe her body? Was she tense? Was she like real 
rigid, | mean, was...how was she? Or did she seem to laugh and hola the 
hammer or was she...how would you describe her, her body, at that time? 


Given her jacket, it’s hard to say how thin she is, her face was in a scowl 
but her body looked more...it didn't seemed like she was tensed апа 
coiled, it was more, it was the same look ! got when she was sitting there, 
when | first came out at the front desk she was agitated, can you come 
take a look, | walk, | literally opened the door and she is sitting there and | 
said hey what's going on and she does this with the hammer, “stay away 
from me”, Okay, that's when | said no problem. 


What was your thoughts when...this was earlier before the police were 
called, correct? And, and what were your thoughts when she did that to 
you, what did, what did she... what was your feeling at that point? What 
were you feeling? 
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What happened in the last 30 minutes’, literally, because we had been 
going out and checking on her to see if everything was okay. And at that 
point, she produced the hammer for whatever time | came out to check on 
her, and she growled which | thought was odd and that’s when | said not a 
problem, everybody...that's when I told the staff back off. 


Was it your feeling that she was gonna hit you with the hammer when she 
said that?

Was that her message, stay away from me? 

Stay away from me. 

Was that her message that she was 
conveying to you, like when she said...lifted ihe hammer up as you 
showed me holding two hands to the hammer, lifted it, and said "stay 
away from me”. 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 


...Was her message to you stay away from me, or the message that you 
received from her, stay away from her or l'm gonna hit by the hammer? 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

I’m sorry. 

Her messages. ..whether she was scared or she was upset or whether she 
was psychotic...it didn't matter. She did not want anybody to get close to 
her. 

And, and your belief was that if you continued on... 

Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

...She... your belief was that she would use the hammer to hurt you? 
Yeah. Because normally if someone's that agitated without a weapon, we 
try to do an assessment to see if we can hospitalize them and put an 
involuntary hold. At that point | thought no... | didn't want anybody going 
in there to try to assess her if she is was going to stand there like that, and 


she wasn't, she wasn't talking at that point, she did more growling. 


When you say growling are you talking about like a, like a dog growling? 
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Yeah, like grrrrrrrrrrl. 
Were you the last person that had contact with her, before the police? 


Probably, but | cant say. Cause at that point | was already calling and | 
was on the phone to dispatch. 


50 going back to the Deputies now...you see the hammer raised and 
she's... you said she is growling still, at this point? 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 


At any point in time in the beginning during that time when the Deputies 
had gone in, do you recall her screaming, yelling or anything like that? 


Uh-uh (NEGATIVE). The only time she screamed was when the initial 
taser hit her. 


5о when, when she raised her hammer, what was your thought? You see 
this hammer going up. What was your thought at that time? 


They gonna tase her, they re gonna tase her. 
What was your thought, what, what was your thought that she was gonna 
do, though? Why did you think they wanted to tase her. Based on what 


you saw? 


The minute she went from brandishing to looking more threatening | 
thought they're gonna tase her. 


Did she appear threatening to you? 


At that split second before they tased her, she was about to become 
potentially dangerous, | couldn't predict. 


Right. 


| don't know if she would have just stood there hoping they would leave 
her alone, but you know. 


So, but it, it...in, in, in your opinion from where you were standing, she 
was raising the hammer... 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 
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...you don't know if she is on the attack but she looks...she is looking 
more threatening now. 


Oh yeah. She just raised it another level. 


So after raise...raising it another level, they activate the taser, or that one 
Deputy activates his taser, and you said he had the dark hair. 


Yeah. 


Or that you recali. Yeah, it was possibly the one with the dark hair. And 
then... 


Doctor have you heard a taser before? Have you seen a taser used? 
Oh yeah, seen it demonstrated. 


And, and soon after she was tasered, how clear was your view at that 
point? 


still pretty clear. | could see one dart had hit her torso, the other was in the 
arm and my thought was uh-oh. 


What did she do then? What did she do after she was tased? You said 
she screamed. 


That's when she screamed. 

How long did she scream for? Do you remember? 
Two/three seconds. 

Two to three seconds? 

Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

And again this is just an estimation, correct? 
Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 


And then, then what did she did she do? Or what did she do during that 
scream or after that scream?

Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 
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...and then she just started raising her hammer. So you say getting back 
up, you mean raising the hammer again? 


Right. Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). Standing full. 

And, and...so how many seconds passed by after she was tased, to the 
point where...well you said...I'm sorry, you already said two or three 
seconds from the time that she was tased until the time she raised, started 
raising the hammer, 2-3 seconds. 

The taser was discharged. | heard the cracking noise. She screamed. 
She got up... so we're talking about 2-3 seconds. As she 15 standing back 
up into the same... 

Full upright position? 

Full upright position then that's when | heard discharge of the weapon. 


Let me make sure | got this clear because as you described to me before, 
she went down...she just barely hunches herself over. 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

And very slightly, as you described as you stood up, and...is that correct? 
That's correct. 

And, and then afterwards she started to raise the hammer and what... 
where would her eyes go? Do you know where her eyes went? Do you 
know where she went to look at? 


| believe she looked right at the Deputy who discharged the taser. 


So your belief is that she’s looking right at the Deputy who tased her and 
she raises that hammer, slightly higher, higher than before? 


Yeah. 


And, and then, is it at that point you hear the double tap or did something 
else happen after that? 


That's when | heard the double tap. | remember it surprising me. 


And what was your thought before hearing, actually...from the time of the 
tasing to the time of the double tap, how much time do you think, you said 
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two to three seconds for the raising of the hammer...now we heard the 
double tap...is it in the same time frame or, ог, or is it another second? 


As she was raising up to full standing positions when | heard the Deputy 
fire. 


So would that add another second or would that still be within that 2-3 
second time frame? Because | asked you from the tasing to the raising of 
the hammer, you said 2-3 seconds. Now we are adding the gunshot to or 
the double tap. What...how much, how much more time elapsed after 
that? | mean, was it in the same time frame or another second? 


К had to have been within the same time frame because she didn't reach 
her full status, standing posture. 


Was, was her body leaning forward at all or was it still just standing, she 
was just going...or was she just upright with the hammer and going up? 


Upright. 


And could you see if she did move forward or not, were you able to see if 
she did, or was any of your vision blocked at that time, or did you have a 
clear, would you have a clear view of her? 


Pretty clear view of her. | might not have seen...if the Deputies are 
standing here...the one with the taser which and probably the one with the 
gun here and Jazmyne was right here so | could see clearly off to the side. 


But, you're, you're belief is that she was not moving, other than just getting 
up, standing upright and bringing the hammer up? Okay. And what was 
your belief? What were you thinking at that time’? She was getting...well 
let me ask you this... Did the taser, do you...in youre, in your belief, did It 
have any effect on her? From what you saw? 


Not the desired effect. From what | do understand of that Model taser, 
had both darts hit her in the trunk she would have been down. Given the 
fact that one hit the arm | thought oh no. That's gonna suck, That's when 
the deputy said "oh shit, it didn't take." And | thought okay. They'll have 
to hit her again, and in my head | thought they'll have to hit her again and 
then that's when І heard gunfire. 


Now, you said in your head they were gonna hit her again and why? Vas 
it your...still your thought or your belief that she was still threatening with 
that hammer? 


Probably. 
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And that's based off you seeing her raising the hammer, correct? 


And it's...well, again, it's hard to predict would she have run forward with 
the hammer or was she just gonna stand there and stand her ground, | 
couldn't tell. 


And you hear that double tap, what happens after that double tap? Does 
she...what, what does she do? 


She jerked back, vague look of surprise in her face, shock. Then she 
seemed to momentarily recover and | believe the third shot is what made 
her finally go down. 


5о when you say she seemed to recover what do you mean? What did 
she do in regards to recover? 


When she was hit the first time, clearly she was in pain, shock, surprise. 
Closed her eyes again and then she started... by recovering she started to 
open her eyes up she started getting up again. 


What did... where was the hammer at this point? 


| don't think | can remember. | think it was gone back down at that point. 
'Cause | know she was in pain when she got hit the first time. And she 
then sort of came back, that's the recovery point l'm talking about, she had 
instant pain and then she opened her eyes, and rises up slightly and then 
there was a follow-up shot at that point. 


Now, you, you said that she kind of slightly hunched over again, still 
standing? 


Yeah. 

And, and you had your arms in towards your chest. You said the hammer 
was still in, in her hand, correct? And you had your hand kind of, one 
hand higher, and the hand that was higher, was that the hand that had the 
hammer or was it the hand that was lower that had the hammer? 


That ! couldn't remember. 


But the hammer was still up at her chest level? It wasn't down at her, at 
her side or anything like that, okay. 


No. 
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Or did she drop it? 
No, she did not drop it. 


So...but at that point, you can't... do you recall what she did after that, 
after... you said after that, you said that you heard the, the, the next 
gunfire. 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

I'm assuming would be the third gunshot that you had heard. And, is that 
all you saw her do? Do you remember seeing her, do you remembering 
hearing her, you know, growl again or anything like that, or, or, or do you, 
do you recall, | don't know, you said you don't remember, but do you recall 


ІТ she went any further with that hammer? Upward, downward or anything 
like that? Before the shot? 


Before the shot? 

Before that third shot that you heard? 

Before the third shot, | think she was just more, she cried out in pain. Апа 
then she started to kind of open again and then she started rising up 
again, and at the third shot, blank look on her face and then that's when 
she went down. 

So | got this correct then, the double tap. 

Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

She...you showed, you showed, you already showed me that she closes 
her eyes and she looks like she's in pain, and she cries out in pain in a 
sense like, like, like an actual cry, like, vou know, like... 

Yeah. 

Like whimpering Or... 


Mo. 


Or more like an ahhhhhhhh, like that, kind of a scream, like, like an ouch 
type of scream...

During this whole prior incident, how would you determine your stress 
level? Were you pretty...was that a pretty intense moment? 


Not until the gunfire. Only because we had seen...l've seen people tased 
in demonstrations and at least one incident here for a 5150 hold and that's 
normal for a fraction of our...most cases are pretty straightforward don t 
even need to call in Deputies. Sometimes the Deputies need to stand 
there and then they'll cooperate and rare instances have to have two or 
three or four to bring somebody down. In this case, the assumption was 
well looks like we'll have to use force to settle her down. 


So after the first, after the first qunshot, then it was at that point you, it kind 
gu... 


Oh yeah, at that point, yeah. 
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And, and during that time, would, would you say you were completely 
focused on, on, on the female Jazmyne, or was your focus on everything 
that was going on in the room? ! mean were you bouncing your eyes back 
and forth to different people and her and the Deputy and so on and so 
forth? Or did you do both? 

Both in the sense of after the eyes flipped to the Deputy, who discharged, 
went back to Jazmyne and she, she went down. Everybody just jumped in 
at that moment so. | couldn't see anything after that. And at that point we 
were ushered out of the front lobby. 


Now while the Deputies were standing in front of you, did you have a full 
view of her from feet, from her head down to her feet? 


Pretty much. 


At any time was that vision obscured where you couldn't see her whole full 
body during that entire incident. 


Momentarily when the Deputies realized the taser didn't take, | noticed 
look at each other real quickly.

Was your attention, how did you find out that we had somebody in the lobby that 
was causing a disturbance? 


I was in the medical record room. I went to pull some charts for my clients and I 


was told, I was informed by the front desk support staff told me that there’s a 
client sitting in the front desk area, the lobby area, she was there for a couple days 
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actually and she didn’t want to leave. She was holding a hammer and | saw Ша! 
myself and I was told by the front desk support service staff that we need to call 
the police. 


Martinez: Okay, ll hold on. You’re in a medical office area in the midst of getting 
medical records.

Martinez: Somebody tells you there’s somebody out in the lobby that’s been here for several 
days, she’s holding a hammer...

Did the cops subsequently come? 
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Yes. 

What happened? 

Well, the moment that cops came I was in Ше chart, the medical record room and 
I peek out and I saw the client pulling а plant in the front desk area towards 
herself, I don’t know what she was doing and then, and that’s all I saw and then I 
went in back, back into the medical record room and I heard the guy I think it was 
the security guard, said, “Хо, по, по, по.” And then | heard a sound, sounds like 
a, a taser. Like a... 

Let's hold on a minute, the security guard what is his name? 

ШЕН don’t know his last name. 

When you're peering out there and you saw her pulling this plant... 

Right. 

апа you hear the security guard, no, по, no, no... 

Right. 

...did you see the deputies in the lobby? 

Not yet. Yeah, Греек out, she was, she was pulling the plant towards herself and | 
went back into the chart room and then I heard Was saying, “No, no, по, no.” 
And then I heard probably a couple seconds later I heard like, like electrical gun

I stayed inside and then the officers told us to go, leave the area, leave the area to 
the parking, to the outer parking lot so I told Bi: one of the supporting staff 


to make an announcement to tell everyone leave the building too. 


During the time that you saw the client, saw Jasmine there, was she ever 
aggressive when you saw her ever? 


When I saw her, no. 

Was she passive? 

What do you mean by passive? Like.... 

Was she just sitting there doing absolutely nothing? 

She was talking to herself like... 

Would that be passive? Would you consider that not passive, talking to yourself? 
Okay. 

I'm asking you, these are questions. 


She was talking to herself and looking around that's what she did. So.... 
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So I guess in your, you know you being a therapist, when you saw Jasmine sitting 
there talking to herself was that something not normal? In your opinion. 


Not, well I would say she would have some kind of internal stimuli that she was 
responding to. 


But [ mean in your opinion would it show concern for your staff that this is not 
right, something is not right here.

She 
was yelling and screaming at the supporting staff.

And then and afterward we 
decided no, we have to clear it out because like we don't know, we didn't 
know what she was going to do with the hammer so we asked the client to 
sit far away or not to sit in the lobby at all. So...right. 


So, you said you were going back and forth? What other observations did 
you make of her? Did it stay the same? Did she always...

Right. Did she ever get, get up out of that chair, from what you saw? 


During the time | was walking back and forth, no, she was just sitting in the 
same chair? 


Holding the hammer?

Which chair was she sitting on? Was it the first one?

So that side door there, right by that last chair?

When did you become aware that she had a hammer? Did somebody tell 
you or did you just see it?

On 01-04-2012, Wednesday, at approximately 1536 hours, Los Angeles County Homicide Detectives 
Кемп Acebedo and Phillip Martinez were detailed to respond to 9353 East Valley Blvd, Rosemead. 
Detectives went to the location to investigate a Deputy Involved Shooting. 


Detectives arrived on scene and were contacted by Temple Sheriff's Station Deputies Steele (+ 
and Urbina (who stated they responded to the location regarding a Deputy Involved Shooting. 
Deputy Steele stated the location, identified as Asian Pacific Family Center, was a psychologicai clinic. 
He stated Temple Station Deputies received a call of a mentally unstable person who was at the location 
with a hammer. Deputies responded to the location and were contacted іп the parking lot by Doctor 
MN he director of the clinic. Dr. additionally told deputies that the individual inside had 
been there for several days and was acting bizarrely. 


Deputy Steele stated that the responding units, which were identified as Deputy Vance, 
Deputy Melendez, and Deputy Song were quickly briefed and quickly determined a tactical plan to enter 
the location and safely contact the mentally ill person. 


Deputy Steele stated that as deputies entered the location, the suspect refused to follow the deputies’ 
orders and made aggressive moves towards them. She subsequently raised a hammer in the direction 
of the deputies and attempted to assauit them. The suspect was initially tased, which had no effect on 
her. Deputy Vance, fearing for the safety of the deputies, fired two rounds from his Beretta, killing the 


suspect. 


Fire paramedics responded to the location and pronounced the suspect, who was identified as Jazmyne 
Eng, dead.

Detectives were assisted by Los Angeles County Homicide Detectives Raymond Lugo, Joe Ramirez, and 
Toni Martinez. Detectives Lugo and Ramirez conducted a crime scene investigation utilizing crime scene 
personne! from the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Crime Lab. Detective Antoinette Martinez interviewed 
witnesses that were present at the time of the shooting, Each of these detectives will provide a 
supplemental report documenting their actions and observations. 


On 01-04-2012, at 1920 hours, Detectives Phil Martinez and Кемп Acebedo interviewed Deputy 
JEREMIAH SONG who was working at the time of this incident. This interview was conducted in an 
unsecured interview room in the Temple Station Detective Bureau. Present during the interview with 
Deputy Song were Sergeant Chad Smeltzer and Sergeant Trent Denison of the Sheriff's Department 
Internal Affairs Bureau. This interview was audio recorded and the tape will remain a permanent part of 


this file. 


Bn Su stated that on the date and time of this incident, he was working his regular shift from ШЕ 


as Unit #52T1, a single deputy unit. Deputy Song indicated he received a call to 
assist on an insane person cali at the location (9353 Valley Blvd ЯС in Rosemead). Deputy Song was 
assigned to 25615 ИИ ho was handling the insane person са! at that location. 
Deputy Song indicated that the call was regarding a female Asian adult wearing pink clothing and was 
inside the location behaving irrationally and aggressively. The call also indicated the suspect was armed 


with a hammer. 


When Deputy Song arrived at the location, he drove into the parking lot in his patrol car and met Unit #54 
(Deputies Vance and Deputy Melendez), who had also arrived at the location. Deputy Song recalled that 
he parked behind Unit 54's patro! car, slightly offset behind them in the south side of the parking lot. 


Deputy Song recalled that с poke to the other deputies that were present at the location 
and made a tactical plan verbally in the parking fot prior to making entry and contacting the suspect. 

stated he would be armed with a taser device and Deputy Vance would be assigned 
to use lethal force if necessary. Deputy Song also stated that he was also assigned to use letha! force 
if necessary. Deputy Song stated that he carries a Heckler and Koch USP ,45-caliber handgun as a duty 
weapon, and he also had his duty baton and OC spray with him at the time. 


Deputy Song indicated that he looked through the front lobby window to sea if he could see where the 
suspect was standing. When Deputy Song looked through the front window, he did not see a female 
suspect inside immediately, so, he and the other deputies made entry. He said ent 
in first, followed by Deputy Vance, then with Deputy Song following them. When Deputy Song entered 
the lobby, he stated he couid not recall seeing anyone else standing in the lobby except for the suspect. 
He immediately recognized her as the subject of the call because her clothing matched the clothing 
description he was given in the call prior to his arrival. 


When the suspect saw the deputies, she began to yell at them and Deputy Song did not know what she 
was saying. He saw she had a hammer in her right hand and she was in a standing position when the 


deputies walked into the lobby. 
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The suspect lifted the hammer above her head іп ап assaultive manner toward the deputies, and Deputy 
Vance told го fire the taser at her. Deputy Song saw that the suspect had been hit by 
the taser darts and heard clicking from the device and believed it was operating in the manner in which 
it was designed, but the taser appeared to have no effect on her. The suspect began screaming at the 
top of her lungs апа again lifted the hammer and stepped toward IN an aggressive 
manner. At that point, Deputy Vance fired one shot from his duty weapon at the suspect while she was 
still in a standing position. 


Deputy Song said he did not fire any shots at all at the suspect because Deputy Vance was standing in 
front of him and he did not have a clear shot. After the suspect had been hit by the first shot by Deputy 
Vance, she moved towards again and Deputy Vance fired a second shot at her. At that 
point, the suspect fell down  — = transmitting emergëncy traffic over 
his portable radio. Once the suspect fell down to the floor, the deputies waited for backup to arrive to 
contact her. 


Following the shooting, none of the deputies involved in the initial response (Deputy Song, Deputy 
Vance, Deputy Melendez, or had any further physical contact with the suspect at all. 
While waiting for assisting deputies to arrive, Deputy Song saw two males who were behind the counter 
іп the northwest side of the room who appeared to be employees at the location. 


When assisting units arrived at the location, assisting deputies handcuffed the suspect and secured her 
while she was lying on the floor in the lobby. Seconds after she was secured, paramedics from the Los 
Angeles County Fire Department came into the building and began treating her, 


Deputy Song stated the details in the call for service he received indicated that a female Asian wearing 
a pink shirt was in the front lobby of the location armed with a hammer. The call came out as a priority 
call, which was voiced over Deputy Song's portable radio. 


Deputy Song estimated that the entire time that passed from his arrival at the location leading up to the 
time the suspect was shot was approximately 10 seconds, as he stated ithappened very quickly. Deputy 
Song recalled seeing the probes from the taser impact the suspects'torso, but was not sure if they had 
actually impacted her skin or if they remained in her clothing. 


Detectives observed Deputy Song was dressed in a long-sleeve, Class A uniform, with a Sam Browne 
duty belt. Deputy Song was wearing green uniform pants, black boots, and a tan uniform shirt with 
patches on both shoulders that read “Los Angeles County Sheriff,” with a bear and star logo. He also had 
a hard metal badge on the front of his shirt indicating he is a Deputy Sheriff with Los Ängeles County and 
a gold colored metal name plate on his right shirt pocket with his name, Song, іп blue lettering.

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On 01-04-2012, Wednesday at approximately 1957 hours, Detectives interviewed ALLISON MELENDEZ 
(AM Асо present during the course of the interview was Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department 
Internal investigations Bureau Sergeants Trent Denison and Chad Smeltzer. This interview was 
conducted in an unsecured interview room in the Temple Station Detective Bureau. This interview was 
audio tape recorded and will remain a permanent part of this file. 


— Melendez told detectives that she was assigned to work Unit 54/PM, with a working shift ОО 


on today's date. She indicated that she was in a county car and that she was 
assigned to work the South San Gabriel and the South EI Monte reporting district. She also told 
Detectives that her partner was Deputy Brian Vance and that she was assigned to be the "bookman" 


during her shift. 


Deputy Melendez told detectives that she recalled receiving a 918 call on Valley Boulevard in the city of 
Rosemead. She indicated that they were not assigned the assist or the handle on the call, however, her 
partner, Deputy Vance, said they would respond because there was a female 918 suspect at the 
location. Deputy Melendez stated due to the fact that she was a female deputy inthe field, Deputy Vance 
felt that her presence would be needed in case a search of the person was required. She indicated that 
she believed that Unit 54, INN was assigned the handle on the call. 


Deputy Melendez stated they arrived at the location and met nd Deputy Song in the 
parking lot of the location. She indicated the call came in over the radio and that the call stated that the 
suspect was yelling and screaming inside the lobby of the location. She indicated that when they were 
in the parking lot of ihe location, the director of the location met them and told them that the suspect had 


a hammer and was screaming in the lobby. 


Deputy Melendez stated they entered the location with Иго was armed with a taser, 
followed by Deputy Vance, Deputy Song, and then herself, who were all armed with their handguns. She 
indicated the suspect was in the lobby and she had a hammer in her hand. She stated that the suspect 
was a female Asian wearing a sweat suit and that she was holding a hammer in her right hand and was 
swinging it around above her head. rdered the suspect to drop the hammer twice and 
the suspect continued screaming incoherently. She indicated Deputy Vance told totase 
her. ЕКЕ esed the suspect, but apparently had no affect on her and appeared to only 


agitate her. 


Deputy Melendez stated she observed the dart hit her and that the suspect immediately clenched her 
fist. She stated the suspect then lunged at УЬ nd that Deputy Vance fired two rounds 
towards her. She stated the first shot struck the suspect, but she remained standing and that the second 
shot made the suspect go to the ground. 


АИ immediately put over the radio that there had been a Deputy Involved Shooting and that 
Deputy Vance and herself held the suspect at gunpoint until responding units arrived. Deputy Melendez 
stated the hammer had a brown handle with a hammer head. Deputy Melendez additionally stated that 
handcuffs were placed on the suspect, but was unaware of who actually put the handcuffs on her. 
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Detectives noted that Deputy Melendez was wearing a Class A uniform consisting of forest green pants 
and a tan shirt. She had two patches on each side of her shoulders which were the L.A. County emblem, 
designating a bear that were green, brown, and yellow in color. she had a Los Angeles County Deputy 
Sheriff badge over her left breast pocket and her name badge over her right breast pocket. She also had 
реп and pencils in her left breast pocket. She was wearing black boots with a gun belt, however the gun 
belt was not on her at the time of the interview. She indicated for detectives that her duty weapon was 


a Beretta 92F. 
Deputy Melendez did not fire any rounds or use any force at the time of this incident.

He indicated 
for detectives that Unit 54, Deputy Vance and Melendez, also responded to the location. He stated he 


was assigned to use vehicle Е his shift. 


He stated the call was a priority call and that it was voiced over the radio. The call indicated there was 
a female Asian wearing pink clothing, was irate and sitting in a jobby with a hammer. He indicated the 
location was a clinical facility that treated the mentally ill. 


Stated that they responded to the location and he met an employee of the clinic in the 
parking lot of the location. The informant stated there was a female inside acting strange, yelling, and 
was angry. The informant indicated she was a patient of the facility, however, she did not have an 


appointment for that day. 


И stated he parked in the parking lot in front of the location and he met with the assisting 
deputies in the parking lot. He stated they came up with a tactical plan and he was designated to be the 
less than lethal deputy and Deputy Vance and Deputy Song would be lethal, indicating they would have 
their handguns. tated as they entered the building, they heard the informant, who he 
belleved was a security guard, yell “Оп Shit." He stated this gave him а sense of urgency and that he 
believed that something was occurring inside the lobby. He stated that as they entered the lobby, he saw 
the suspect had the hammer in her right hand and that it had a wooden handle, and a ball peen head. 
Her left hand was.at her mid-section but was in clear view. He stated she was irate and yelling, possibly 
in a different language, but she was unintelligible.

EE Сеп "ед the taser that he utilized during the incident, and detectives noted that the 
serial number was X00-098122 апа took it into their possession. 


was wearing a Class A uniform, which was a tan shirt and forest green pants. He had 
a Los Angeles County hard badge and a name plate with two L.A. County Sheriff's shoulder patches, 
which were green and yellow with a bear in the middle of Пет. He was wearing a nylon web belt 
consisting of an asp, two hand cuff cases, an OC spray “saber red,” and black boots. Detectives noted 
that his handgun was a Beretta 92F 9mm handgun. ia not fire any round during the 
incident from his Beretta. 


had nothing additional to add and the interview was terminated. 
This interview was audio tape recorded and will remain a permanent part of this file. 


On 01-04-2012, Wednesday, at approximately 2115 hours, Detectives Martinez and Acebedo 
interviewed Deputy BRIAN VANCE, Р csent during the interview were Sergeant Trent Denison 
апа Sergeant Chad Smeltzer of the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Internal Affairs Bureau. Also present 
were attorneys Erika Gurrola and Alfonso Estrada, both of the Green and Shinee Law Firm. Erika Gurrola 
and Alfonso Estrada were attorneys designated to provide legai counsel for Deputy Vance. This interview 
was conducted іп an unsecured Interview room in the Temple Station Detective Bureau. This interview 
was audio recorded and the tape of the interview will be a permanent part of the case file.

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Deputy Vance indicated on the date and time of this incident, he was working his regular shift at Temple 
Station from У He was working Unit #54/PM with Deputy Allison Melendez, his 
partner, and they are assigned to work the South San Gabriel and unincorporated El Monte areas. 


At approximately 1600 hours, Deputy Vance recalled hearing a mentally disordered person call at the 
location (9353 Valley Blvd ЯС іп Rosemead). Deputy Vance and his partner were not assigned to the call 
initially; however, Deputy Vance indicated that he chose to respond to the location regarding the call 
because it indicated the suspect was female and Deputy Vance knew his partner (Deputy Melendez) was 
the only female working the field at Temple Station on that date and time. Deputy Vance knew a female 
deputy would be needed to search the suspect once she was taken into custody, so he decided to 
respond on his own and added himself to the call. Deputy Vance knew the details in the call indicated 
the suspect was an Asian female in the lobby of the mental health facility (location) who was armed with 
a hammer. Deputy Vance heard over his portable radio that as coordinating the 
response between other deputies assigned to the call and Deputy Vance and Deputy Melendez arrived 
at the location at the same time as Deputy Song. 


Deputy Vance recalled hearing ake a tactical plan with him and the other deputies 
verbally prior to entering the location. Deputy Vance was assigned to use lethal force only if necessary 
and he recalled that issigned himself to using less lethal force (taser). Prior to enterin 
the location, Deputy Vance saw peaking to an informant (later identified as 

yho was an employee at the location. Deputy Vance did not know what 
talked to the informant about; however, Deputy Vance heard the informant say, "She's still in there" 
(meaning the suspect). Deputy Vance saw this same informant walk up to the front windows at the 
location, where he looked inside and said, "Oh shit." 


The deputies entered the front lobby of the location with eu 5: followed by Deputy Song, 
then followed by Deputy Vance, with Deputy Melendez in the rear. Upon making entry, Deputy Vance 
saw a female Asian adult (later identified as the suspect) standing in the northeast corner of the lobby. 
Deputy Vance said that deputies made entry into the location quickly, due to the fact that the informant 
had stated "oh shit," making the situation more urgent in Deputy Vance's opinion. When the Deputies 
went inside the lobby, Deputy Vance said he knew the female they were looking at was the suspect, 
Decause she was screaming and she was holding a hammer in her right hand. Deputy Vance did not 
know if the suspect was screaming words or if they were unintelligible sounds. Em | the 
suspect to drop the hammer, but she would not do so. Instead, she was holding it aggressively above 
her head. 


Deputy Vance told MM to “tase her,” because in his opinion, he felt the suspect's demeanor 
and the fact that she was armed with a hammer made this a high-risk situation. Deputy Vance saw the 
taser darts strike the suspect and saw her react to being struck by the taser. That is, Deputy Vance saw 
the suspect close her eyes and “she shook for a moment,” but after that initial response, the taser had 


no further effect. Immediately following the firing of the taser, Deputy Vance saw the suspect raise the 
hammer and lunge toward a he feared for a 
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Deputy Vance fired one round at the suspect from his duty weapon, which he saw strike the suspect in 
her torso area. Following the first round, Deputy Vance reassessed the situation and saw the suspect 


back up, however, the first round did not incapacitate her. The suspect raised the hammer again towards 
EEE Deputy Vance fired a second round at the suspect, which also struck her. Atthat 


time, the suspect backed up and slid down the wall and fell on the floor. 


Deputy Vance described the suspect's actions, saying that she approached ЕЕЕ ке she 
was ш, to “smash him to the ground." Following the shooting, Deputy Vance saw and heard 


using his portable radio to summon assistance. Deputy Vance stated following the shooting, 
neither he nor any of the other deputies present at that time ‘EEE puty Melendez and 
Deputy Song) had any further physical contact with the suspect. A moment later, he saw paramedics 
from the Los Angeles County Fire Department arrive, and they came inside the location to treat the 
suspect. 


Deputy Vance noted that he has seen a taser device used on suspects numerous times in the past and 
particularly noted that this use of the taser seemed to have no effect on the suspect whatsoever. In fact, 
Deputy Vance noted the taser device appeared to make the suspect extremely angry and the taser 
caused the suspect to focus her anger on ho had fired the taser at her. 


Deputy Vance was wearing a long-steeve, Class A uniform with green pants, black boots and a tan 
uniform shirt, with two Los Angeles County Sheriffs patches on both sleeves. He also had two yellow 
stripes on either sleeve just below his patches. He was also wearing a hard uniform badge, indicating 
he is a Deputy Sheriff from Los Angeles County and a gold-colored, metal name plate above his right 
shirt pocket with his name in btue lettering. Deputy Vance was wearing a nylon Sam Browne duty belt, 
he was carrying a sap device in his right rear pants pocket, and he had an expandable baton attached 


to his duty belt. 


Deputy Vance had a holster on his duty belt that contained his 9mm Beretta 92F duty weapon, which was 
identified as having serial #ВЕК 1013632. Deputy Vance's duty weapon was found to have 15 live rounds 
in the magazine, which was contained in the magazine well of his duty gun, and it had one live round in 
the firing chamber. Deputy Vance indicated he had reloaded his gun with a full magazine from his duty 
belt after the shooting. 


Deputy Vance's duty belt was found to contain one magazine holder on the rear of his belt, which 
contained a magazine with 15 live rounds. On the front of Deputy Vance's duty belt, a pouch contained 
two magazines. One of these magazines contained 14 live rounds and the other magazine was found 
to contain 13 live rounds. Deputy Vance's duty weapon was taken as evidence by Detectives Martinez 
and Acebedo, where it was later provided to the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department Crime Lab 
for testing. When Deputy Vance's gun was taken into evidence, it was taken into evidence as Item #19.

Neither one of [parents speak English. Detectives provided their business cards to bt the 
scene for purposes of conducting a follow-up interview with her at a later date that would be recorded. 
However, as of the date of this report, ЕЙ has declined the opportunity to provide any further 
statement. 


During the course of this investigation, detectives talked to the director of the Asian Pacific Family Clinic, 
who told them that there were psychological and medical records for the suspect, Jazmyne Епа, at the 
location.

well documented in her psychological file. 


On 01-11-2012, detectives authored a search warrant signed by the Honorable Judge Margaret Miller

Detectives to obtain the suspect's medical and mental heaith records from the Asian Pacific Family 
Center in Rosemead, as well as from the Los Angeles County Department of Mental Health and other 
sources that may have come into contact with her, 


It should be noted that on the night of the incident, Detectives Martinez and Acebedo received Evidence 
Кет #9, the blue bag and Evidence Кет #7, the black briefcase, from Crime Scene Homicide Detective

On 01-05-2012, Thursday, at approximately 1100 hours, detectives inventoried Evidence Item #9, which 
was a blue bag with a black trim with the label "PHFE-WIC" program. Inside the bag contained one 
plastic bag with disposable miscellaneous items as well as a tan and black "fanny pack” belt with a set 
of car keys inside and other miscellaneous items. It also contained money in the amount of 80 US dollars 
in 20 dollar denominations and US coins of 3 dollars and 54 cents with an additional 6 bus tokans. 


Detectives also inventoried Evidence Нет #7, the black briefcase with a handle which contained 
miscellaneous items, as well as a cell phone, which was a Verizon LG model ЖУ X3200, silver and blue 
in color, serial #405KSWK013148. Additionally, there was US currency, а total of 40 dollars in 
denominations of 8 five dollar bills. 


Detectives conducted a forensic download of the suspect's ceil phone contents and verified the serial 
number and model number information as noted previously. Other than one text message from НЕ 
BE at 4:54PM on 01-04-2012, which read “hey, where are you?”, there were no listed contacts in the 
cell phone and it had limited text capability as itwas not equipped with a key board. There were no other 
messages or contents in the phone that were remarkable. 


Evidence Items #7 and #9 were booked into evidence at the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department 
Homicide Bureau Evidence Locker along with the cell phone and booked under Book $8, Page 78. The 
money, previously mentioned, was booked in the safe at the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department 
Homicide Bureau. The money was booked into the safe in Ledger ££2, Page 126. 


On 01-06-2012, at 1000 hours, detectives attended a post-mortem examination conducted on Jazmyne 
Eng by Doctor Stephen Scholtz of the Los Angeles County Coroner's Office. Dr, Scholtz observed (via 
x-ray) that there were no expended projectiles found inside Jazmyne Eng's body, only зглай metal 
fragments. Dr. Scholtz indicated Jazmyne Eng had an entry wound near her left breast, approximately 
2 inches left of her midline. [he exit wound corresponding with this entry was on the left side of her 
back, left of her midline. Dr. Scholtz stated this wound appeared to travel from front to back at a slightly 
downward angle.

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Ог. Scholtz noted a second bullet strike mark on Jazmyne Eng's right shoulder, where һе noted bruising 
only and no bullet penetration. Dr. Scholtz stated this wound corresponds with an entry and exit wound 


оп Jazmyne Eng’s left hand. 


The wound on the ieft hand was an entry wound next to her thumb and forefinger of her left hand and 
the exit occurred next to the ring finger on herieft hand. Dr. Scholtz noted this wound traveled from front 
to back and left to right, and stated he believed the bullet passed through the suspect's left hand while 
she was holding it up near her right shoulder. Since thís wound passed through Eng's hand and did not 
penetrate her shoulder, this wound appeared to be non-fatal. Dr. Scholtz noted the bullet wound to her 
chest passed directly through her heart and damaged her left lung, causing a fatal injury. 


suspect Eng had no other obvious marks, scars, or tattoos and her hair was in a ponytail braid held in 
place with a purple rubber band. Dr. Scholtz was asked specificaliy if he found any marks on the 
decedents body that would correspond to marks left behind by taser darts. He stated he observed none, 
Dr. Scholtz mode the death a homicide, matter, gunshot.

On 01-04-2012, atapproximately 1615 hours, Investigators Joseph Ramirez and Raymond 
Lugo were detailed from Homicide Bureau to 9353 East Valley Boulevard in the city of 
Rosemead in order to assist in the investigation of a Deputy Involved Shooting. 


At 1700 hours, Investigators Ramirez and Lugo arrived at the location and were briefed by 
Deputy Dan Steele ИЕ nd his partner, Deputy Ulises Urbina AB n the parking 
lot in front of the location, Deputy Steele stated that Temple Station Deputies, Brian 
Vance, and his partner, Deputy Alison Melendez, Unit 54 PM's, along with Deputy 

Unit and Deputy Jerimiah Song, Unit 5271, responded to the location regarding 
a femaie threatening employees with a hammer. 


The deputies parked their patrol vehicles in the parking lot of the location and contacted 
a security guard in the walkway south of the front doors. After they contacted the security 
guard, the deputies entered the location and confronted the suspect in the lobby, resulting 
ina Deputy Involved Shooting. Paramedics were summoned to the scene and pronounced 
the suspect dead. 


Deputy Steele stated that approximately ten employee witnesses were in a conference 
room at the location, pending interviews with Homicide Investigators.

At the direction of Lead investigators Martinez and Acebedo, Investigators Ramirez and 
Lugo were assigned io investigate the scene and oversee the collection of evidence. 


Investigators were assisted at the scene by Forensic Identification Specialist (FIS) Mari 
Johnson ЖЕЖ 5 David Alonso Ha nd FIS Deputy Mario Cortez «mmm 
from the Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department Scientific Services Bureau. At the 
direction of Investigators, they were detailed to document and recover evidence, take 
photographs, and complete a sketch of the scene. 


Investigators were also assisted at the scene by Senior Criminalist Cherie Andersen 
rom Scientific Services. She was detailed to document and recover any trace 
related evidence, specifically blood. 


SCENE 


The Deputy Involved Shooting occurred іп the lobby of the Pacific Clinics, Asian Pacific 
Family Center, located at 9353 East Valley Boulevard, unit C. When Investigators arrived 
they saw that the crime scene was contained by uniformed personnel from the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department, patrol cars, and yellow crime scene tape. All foot traffic and 
vehicle traffic was blocked off on Valley Boulevard, Mission Drive, and Rio Hondo Avenue. 


The location serves as a mental health facility located at the northwest corner of Valley 
Boulevard and Rio Hondo Avenue. The building is L-shaped with the east facing side two 
story and the south facing side single story. The parking lot is located in front of the 
location with numerous parking stalls on the north and south side of the parking lot. There 
are also three parking stalls on the west side of the parking lot. There are two entrances 
io the parking lot, one on the southwest side of the location off Mission Drive and the other 
on the east side off Rio Hondo Avenue. 


Valley Boulevard and Mission Drive are major thoroughfares in the city of Rosemead with 
two lanes of travel in each direction, east and west. Rio Hondo Avenue is a residential 
street with one lane of travel in each direction, nortn and south. 


The entrance to tne Pacific Clinics was at the northwest corner of the parking lot. The front 
doors are double and consist of glass with metal framing. On the interior of the glass doors 
were mini-blinds, which were partially open. Just inside the front doors is the lobby. 


As investigators entered the lobby they observed four chairs against the southeast wall. 


Between the southeast wall and east wall of the loboy was a wood table with pamphlets 
on top of the table. In front of the wood table was a metal table with a smali plant on top 
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of the table. Along the east wall of the lobby were four chairs and south of the chairs was 
а door. Investigators saw a possible bullet impact, listed as Photographic Evidence Item 
E, on the east wall between the door and the north wall of the lobby. 


The north wall of the lobby is between the front counter and the door on the east wall. The 
front counter faces the front doors іп a southeast direction. In front of the counter at the 
east end was a water dispenser. Also in front of the counter was a sign stand, which 
appeared to be disturbed, as there were information sheets on the floor next to the sign 
stand. The sign stand is listed as Photographic Evidence Item D on this report. Next to 
the sign stand was a trash container. 


Investigators saw that at the southwest end of the front counter were several pamphlets. 
A short swivel door was at the south end of the counter, which allowed access to several 
work stations with desks behind the counter. South of the counter and along the west wall 
in the lobby was an elevator and stairway, allowing access to the second floor. Between 
the elevator and the stairway was a display rack containing several pamphlets. South of 
the stairway апа on the southwest wall was a door marked °136." 


Investigators saw that the suspect was lying next to the front counter in a supine position 
with her head pointing south and her feet pointing north. The suspect’s body was 
measured at center mass 24 feet 7 inches north of the south lobby wall and 3 feet 6 inches 
west of the east lobby wall. The suspect was nude with cut clothing under her body. 
Investigators saw an apparent gunshot wound to the suspect's chest and left hand. The 
suspect had an intubation tube in her mouth and medical attachments on both shoulders 
and both thighs. There was gauze taped to the left side of the suspect's neck and she was 
wearing a watch on her left wrist. The suspect's shoes and socks were against the south 
wall and under the right shoe was a rubber door stop. 


Investigators saw that there was a taser cartridge under the counter next to the sign stand. 
One dart was attached to the cartridge by a thin copper wire and the dart was located next 
to the suspect's feet. The cartridge and attached taser dart is listed as Evidence Item 1 
on this report. A fired bullet, lead core, was located next to the suspect's left foot, listed 
as Evidence пет 2. A green plastic taser cartridge lid was between the suspect's feet, 
listed as Evidence Item 3. There was a fired bullet, copper jacket, approximately 1 foot 
east of the suspect's right foot, listed as Evidence Item 4. An additional green plastic taser 
cartridge lid was located approximately 6 inches west of the door on the east lobby wall, 
listed as Evidence Item 5. A bullet fragment was located approximately 8 inches east of 
the suspect's right knee, listed as Evidence Item 6. 


Investigators saw a black bag and blue bag under a chair on the east wall, listed as 
Evidence Items 7 and 9. During an inventory of the black bag, Investigators located 
paperwork, a cell phone, and forty dollars cash belonging to the suspect. The blue bag 
contained food and a grey fanny pack containing eighty dollars cash. The black bag and 
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blue bag including their contents were released to investigators Martinez апа Acebedo а! 
the scene. 


Investigators located a cartridge case against the east wall under a chair, listed as 
Evidence Item 8. Next to the black bag and blue bag was a ball ping hammer with a wood 
handle, listed as Evidence Item 10. A cartridge case was located on the floor against the 
base of the metal table, іп front of the wood table, listed as Evidence Нет 11. 


There were what appeared to be blood stains on the carpet in front of the counter, listed 
as Evidence Нет 12. Blood stains on the carpet in front of the east door, listed as 
Evidence Item 13. Blood stains on the lower portion of the east door, listed as Evidence 
Кет 14. And blood stains оп the lower portion of the east wall, just south of the east door, 
listed as Evidence Item 15. 


Investigators collected taser identification tags (confeiti) from the floor around the area of 
the suspect's body, listed as Evidence Кет 16. 


At 2300 hours, Coroner Kristy McCracken arrived at the scene in order to process Suspect 
Eng's body. While processing the body, a taser dart was located on the clothing of 
Suspect Eng's, listed as Evidence Item 17. Afired bullet, was located under Suspect Eng's 
body and on top of her bloody clothing, listed as Evidence Item 18. 


suspect Eng's body was removed from the scene at 0025 hours. 


At the entrance of the southwest driveway in the parking lot there was a marked black and 
white patrol car facing north, 505840, California license #1251461, Photographic Evidence

On Wednesday, January 4, 2012 at approximately 1800 hours, Investigator Martinez was 
called at home and directed to respond to 9353 E. Valley Boulevard to assist Investigators 
Phil Martinez and Kevin Acebedo regarding a Deputy Involved Shooting. 


At approximately 1915 hours, Investigator Martinez arrived at the scene and was assigned 
to conduct witness interviews. Investigator Martinez met with Investigator Joe Ramirez, 
who provided her with a brief synopsis and walk-through of the scene. 


Atapproximately 1955 hours, Investigator Martinez along with members of the Los Angeles 


County District Attorney’s Office - JSID Unit, DDA Paul Nunez and DA Investigator Sean 
Robinson began to conduct interviews of witnesses regarding the incident. 


Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office - JSID Unit, DDA Paul Nunez and ОА 
Investigator Sean Robinson were present throughout these interviews unless otherwise 
noted. 


These interviews were tape recorded and will remain a permanent part of the investigators 


file.

Investigator Martinez explained the circumstances о the investigation to Witness nd 
asked her to describe her observations and actions. Witness Milli who speaks Chinese 
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was given the opportunity to use an tnterpreter to assist with the interview, however she 
declined and said she would be able to proceed with the interview without the assistance 
of an interpreter. 


The following is a synopsis of her interview. 


Witness stated she has been an employee at “Pacific Clinic" for approximately three 
years, She described the business as providing counseling for menial health patients. 


Witness [said the business opens at 0900 hours, however her shift did not begin until 
1115 hours, which was the approximate time she arrived at work. Witness [said her 
work station (desk) is located behind the front counter, next to the supply room. 


She indicated that when she arrived at work, Suspect Eng was already inside the building, 
seated in the waiting area. 


She estimated that Suspect Eng's had been in the waiting room for approximately four 
hours. She based her estimation on the time she arrived to work and the time of the 
incident. 


Investigators asked Witness ШЕ she knew who Suspect Eng was waiting for. She said 
suspect Eng commented that she was waiting for a family member and then began to read 
a book. Witnes was not specifically aware of Suspect Eng having a scheduled 
appointment, however she satd her co-workers who worked the earlier shift mentioned that 
Suspect Eng's therapist had been notified that she was in the waiting room. 


Investigators asked Witness ШІ she observed Suspect Eng with a purse or back pack. 
She said she did not, but said she was reading a book. She was not sure if it was a book 
she brought to the facility or a book that was inside the waiting room. 


Investigator Martinez asked her if she noticed how the suspect was dressed. She could 
only describe her as wearing a top, but also admitted that she did not pay attention to what 
she was specifically wearing. 


Witness said she observed Suspect Eng walk up to the counter and look through 

some brochures. Investigator Martinez asked Witness ШЕШЕ she observed a hammer 

somewhere in the immediate area where Suspect Eng may have obtained it. Witness 
aid she was unaware where Suspect Eng may have obtained the hammer. 


investigator Martinez asked Witness PB between 1115 hours and the time of the 
incident, if anyone had made contact, speak with or acknowledged Suspect Eng presence. 
She confirmed that (Suspect Eng's therapist) came out and spoke with the 
suspect. 
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Witness [said Suspect Eng made several trips to the restroom, located in the staff 
area. She said it was a locked bathroom and was necessary to unlock it each time she 
used it. 


Investigator Martinez asked Witness [if at anytime while Suspect Eng was inside the 
waiting area, if she observed her display any signs of violence, to appear upset or angry, 
while she was seated in the waiting room. Witness [said she did not make those 
observations, however she did mention she noticed as Suspect Eng was reading ner book, 
she was laughing to herself. 


District Attorney Nunez asked if she thought her laughing episode to be unusual behavior. 
Witness n Mob to him that because the business was a mental health clinic, 
sometimes people act in that manner. 


Witness ili; Investigators she did not become aware of Suspect Eng being іл 
possession of the hammer, until her supervisor, old her, which she believed to 
be approximately 1500 hours. She said old her not to approach the suspect, 
further adding that Doctor had called for the police. 


Witness [said she did not specifically observe what was in Suspect Eng's hand(s), 
since she (Witness [vas seated at her desk, in the staff area, behind the counter, 
which blocked her view of Suspect Eng, (who was seated in the waiting area). 


Witness further added that even after being told that Suspect Eng was in possession 
of a hammer she continued on with her work, but was advised by her supervisor not to 
approach the suspect. 


Investigators asked Witness Й упа occurred when the police arrived. Witness ЕН 
provided the following information. She reiterated that her desk was near the supply room 
and at some point before the police entered the building, she walked into the supply room 
to locate something. It was at that time she heard the voice of the security guard yelling 
verbal commands to Suspect Eng to “Stop it.” 


Witness ШЕШЕ гіс she believed Suspect Eng was standing near the water cooler stand 
(which is also located in the waiting area} when she heard the security guard again yell out, 
"Stop it, Stop it.” 


Witness [said when she heard the security guard yell “Stop it", she took a quick look 
into the waiting area (from the supply room) when she observed the police enter the 
building (waiting area). Investigator Martinez asked her if she observed now many police 
Officers entered the building. She said approximately three or four. 
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Investigator Martinez asked Witness ИШЕ she continued to watch the actions of the 
police or observed their contact with the suspect. She said she did not, because she had 
retreated back into the supply room. 


Investigator Martinez asked Witness if she observed the police enter the building with 
their guns drawn. She said she did not. 


investigator Martinez asked what she heard next once the police were inside the building. 
She stated she heard gun shots. Witness was then asked if she heard any verbal 
communication between the police and the suspect. She said she did not hear anything 
other than three gunshots. She did state there was another employee inside the supply 
room with her and they were engaged in a conversation about what was occurring. 


Witness 20 she did not her a “buzzing” sound nor did she pay attention if the 
deputies were verbally communicating with the suspect. 


Witness MF vas asked if she had closed the supply door while she and the other 
employee were inside. She said she did not. 


investigator Martinez asked her if there was any other door leading to the supply room or 
windows in the supoly room that would provide a view into the waiting room. She said 
there was only one door and no windows. She did indicate there was a exit door next to 
the supply room 


Witness] described the incident as occurring quickly and said she did not look into the 
waiting area after the shooting. She said they were moved out of the building quickly by 
her manager thru a back exit. 


Witness мас unable to provide any further details regarding her actions and 
observations at which time Investigators concluded their interview at approximately 2028 
hours.

At approximately 2037 hours, Investigators interviewed Witness 
regarding the circumstances of their investigation and asked him to describe his 
observations and actions. 


The following is a synopsis of nis interview, 
Witness ЕЕ 5 employed by American Commercial Services as a security guard and 


provides security for “Pacific Clinic’. He estimated his employment at the clinic as 
approximately a year and а half. 
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Witness ЕЕ works as unarmed security for the business and carries only handcuffs. 


He described his duties as, providing building security, checking doors to make sure they 
are locked, and responds to any disruptions from the clients that may occur in the clinic, 


He said he began his shift at approximately 0930 hours. He believes the clinic opens at 
0900, further adding that it is a clinic employee who unlocks and opens the business. 
However, he was not aware who specifically opened the business on this particular day 
(referring to the day of the incident). 


Investigator Martinez asked him that when he arrived at work, if there was anything 
unusual occurring at the clinic. He said there was not. Witness ЕЕ а that during 
his dutíes he observed some clients inside the lobby of the clinic, however they were not 
causing any disruptions. 


Investigator Martinez asked him when he became aware of a situation in the clinic lobby. 
He said it was approximately 1530 - 1540 hours, while пе was in the back parking lot when 
he was contacted by an employee (lll ia security radio. He said told him that there 
was a disturbance in the lobby and that a girl was hoiding a obiect. 


Witness ИЙЕ said he responded, meeting the clinics director, Doctor EIE 


outside the front door of the clinic. He sai told him there was a patient 
inside the lobby holding a hammer and causing a disturbance. Witness ДД said he 
asked MF the patient (Suspect Eng) was swinging the hammer at anyone. ЕН 
DEB old him she was not, but was currently sitting in the waiting area holding the 
hammer. "m 


Witness told Investigators earlier in the day while conducting his rounds of the 
facility, he observed the suspect seated in the lobby. He said there was nothing unusual 
about her behavior. He added that he had observed the suspect walking around the 
facility the day before. 


Investigator Martinez asked if clients are normaliy allowed to just sit in the lobby. He said 
it was acceptable. He said he noticed her sitting in the lobby from approximately 1100 - 
1200 hours until the time of the incident. Witness 0 stated that he did not see 
anything in her hands during his earlier observation of her. 


Witness IMEEM aid after he was informed of the situation, he took a look inside the 
building and observed the suspect seated in the lobby holding a hammer (approximately 
(12) inches in length) with both hands in an upright position slightly out and away from her 
upper torso. 


Witness ШЕШ said he asked Suspect Eng what she was doing. She replied with a 
growling tone in her voice by saying, “Grr, Get away.” He said he stood back, since һе 
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knew that deputies were en route. Witness ЕЕ observed Suspect Eng get up from 
the chair she was seated in and walk to the front counter. She then removed a plant from 
the counter and brought it back to where she was sitting and placed it on the ground. He 
said she then grabbed a clip board, which was near the counter and brought it back to 
where she was sitting. 


Witness said he made these observations from inside the lobby area, near the 
stairs (located in the southwest corner of the lobby and west of the front entrance). 


Witness ИЕ then observed Suspect Eng walk towards the water cooler stand, where 
she then grabbed the "Spaklettes" water bottle and began to pull it down. At this point of 
the interview Investigator Martinez asked Witness MEER. ouspect Eng was 
making all these movements, where did she have the hammer. He said she still held it in 
her hand, never letting go. Witness уг unable to tell Investigators what hand 
she was holding it in. 


Witness said when he observed Suspect Eng pulling on the water bottle, he 
began moving towards her, yelling, "Hey, No, Мо! 


He said within seconds of approaching Suspect Eng, deputies entered the lobby. Witness 
aid he immediately moved aside, out of the way of deputies. He said Suspect 
Eng was still holding up the hammer. 


Investigator Martinez asked Witness ШЕ hat Suspect Eng did when deputies 
entered the lobby. He believes he heard her cuss, while lifting the hammer. 


Witness ШИ Есесггігесі observing three deputies enter the location with their guns 
drawn. He said he heard one of the deputies say, “Таге her” at which time he said the 
suspect was tazed. Не said he heard the tazer being discharged, but does not recall 
observing the dart hit her body and describes her falling in an upright position. 


Investigator Martinez asked him if prior to the suspect being tazed if he heard the deputies 
tell her to put the hammer down.

Clothing items worn by S/Jazmyne Eng, including black/turquoise sweatshirt, multi-colored 


red print shirt, black tank top, red t-shirt, black bra, and other clothing. These items were 
recovered from Coroner's evidence, packed in paper bags, апа booked at the Sheriff's 
Crime Lab on 01-23-2012 at 1310 hours under lab receipt #K386398 by Acebedo 


Coroner's Hair and Fingernail Kit and Coroner's Blood Stain Card, taken from S/Jazmyne 


Eng. These items were booked at Homicide Bureau Evidence on 01-23-2012 at 1120 hours 


by Acebedo ABS оок #8/Pg. 084. 
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As noted in a previous Supplementary Report, a search warrant was executed on January 31, 2012 to 
obtain the suspects medical and mental health records from the Asian Pacific Family Center in 
Rosemead, as weil as from the Los Angeles County Department of Mental Health and other sources that 
may have come into contact with her over the past several years. Information obtained through service 
of this warrant showed Jazmyne Eng's extensive mental health problems in several volumes of 
documentation. The records indicated that Jazmyne had not been complying with her doctors’ orders 
as far back as September of 2000. 


These records also showed that S/Eng 

on December 28, 2010. She was transported to San Gabriel Valley Medical 
Center, where she was treated and released into the care of her sister Ml While being treated 
at the hospital, S/Eng stated she just "didn't want to live anymore", and that voices in her head told her 
to overdose. During her hospital stay, S/Eng caused a disturbance by “screaming for the police”, and 
showing signs of psychosis. S/Eng was released after complying with her medication instructions. 


Also documented м S/Jazmyne Eng's medical file were statements S/Eng made to III a nd 
medical staff on the day of this incident. Notes in the file indicate that S/Eng showed up at the location 
without an appointment, was “very delusional”, and refused to explain why she was at the location, other 
than to say she was there to “see someone”. S/Eng's behavior was described as guarded toward staff, 
and she was very agitated. At 1525 hours on the бау of this incident, it is noted in her medical Ше that 
S/Eng screamed at staff members, “Don't talk to me! Why are you looking at me!” 


In general, the several years of mental health records obtained showed a pattern of S/Eng's MS 
The records also showed a long histo 
In approximately August of 


2011, medical records, patient progress notes, and statements made by S/Eng during her thera 
sessions showed 
especially with staff at the Asian-Pacific Family Center. Despite medical advice to 
Jazmyne’s family refused and 
continued her treatment at the Asian Pacific Family Center. іп the months leading up to this incident, 
S/Eng's family reported that S/Eng's behavior was continually interrupting family peace, and she would 
aimlessly walk around her neighborhood after midnight. _ reported to Jazmyne’s doctor that 
Jazmyne had been walking in a supermarket parking lot in Rosemead at 1AM on the day of this incident, 
stating that she was there Чо see (her) psychiatrist”. НЕ took Jazmyne home and took no further 
action. 
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On January 13, 2012, [Investigators Acebedo and Martinez learned that Deputy Bnan Уапсе 5 Beretta 
92F 9MM duty weapon (Пет #19) involved in this incident was test fired and analyzed by Deputy Marco 
lezza f the Sheriff's Crime Lab. Samples from the ftrearm testing were retained under lab 
receipt #K367077. Deputy lezza indicated that Deputy Vance's duty weapon was in good working order 
and no malfunctions were observed, so Vance's duty weapon was returned to him following the testing. 


On January 23, 2012, Investigator Acebedo received evidence taken from Jazmyne Eng's body at the 
time of her post-mortem examination, which had previously been retained at the Los Angeles County 
Coroner's Office. These items included hair and fingernail samples taken from S/Eng, a card with blood 
samples, and all clothing items S/Eng was wearing at the time of this incident. These items were booked 
into Homicide Bureau Evidence by Investigator Acebedo at 1120 hours (Book 8/Pg. 084). Investigator 
Acebedo also booked S/Eng's clothing directly at the Sheriff's Crime Lab under Lab Receipt #K386398 
at 1310 hours (see above). 
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On February 9, 2012, Investigators met with Mr. Max Nerheim of Taser International, who conducted a 
detailed expert analysis ofthe Тазег Х-26 dovice used by м го this incident. 
Following the analysis, Мг. Nerheim provided a detailed written report that indicated the Taser device 
used on S/Eng was functioning properly. That is, the electrical components were functioning within 
designed tolerances and operating to specifications, and would have been so at the time of this incident. 
In Mr. Nerheim's opinion, the partial failure of the device that was reported by deputies when it was fired 
at S/Eng was most likely attributed to contact with her outer clothing, rather than proper contact with her 
body. The report from Taser International will remain a permanent part of this file. 


Investigation continues with further reports to follow.

(SN TID005319), calibrated by Sypris Test and Measurement on 23 September 2011. 


Тһе TASER Х26 factory test procedure is designed to test the critical parameters of the 
ECD: charge; pulse duration; and repetition rate. The factory test protocol uses an 
average of at least 8 sample pulses for analysis, і.е., about half a second of output from 
the ECD. For testing and evaluating the electrical output from an ECD, this sampling 
method improves the accuracy and consistency of the data versus simply taking a single 
sampling of the waveform. 


The testing performed on unit X00-98122 revealed that it is functioning within the 
manufacturer's specifications for main phase charge, peak main phase voltage, pulse 
duration, and pulse rate (see the table below).

Data Download and Analysis: The X26 was tested for downloading accuracy and it 
downloaded successfully. 


The attached activation log for device X00-098122 at Line 153 indicates one 6-second 
duration activation on January 4, 2012 а! 11:40:03 PM GMT (03:40:03 PM PST). 


The time stamp on the X26 activation log is the time at the end of the activation cycle. A 
single trigger pull and release will activate the X26 ECD for an automatic 5 second cycle, 
unless the activation is terminated by placing the safety in the down or “safe” position. 
In order to activate the X26 ECD for a continuous duration longer than 5 seconds, the 
trigger has to be squeezed at (or before) the 5-second mark, and continuously held as 
the 5-second duration is exceeded. 


The activation duration in the X26 ECD’s activation log is always rounded up if the 
duration is 0,1 second or longer. Hence, а 4-second X26 ECD activation log duration is 
between 3.1 and 4.1 seconds. A 6 second activation log could be caused by either 
squeezing the trigger and holding it down for at least 5.1, and up to 6.09 seconds, or 
by pulling the trigger one time and then pulling it again just before the 5-second mark, 
holding the trigger down as the activation duration exceeds 5 seconds, and releasing 
the trigger before 6.09 seconds.

mental health facility. On Wednesday 01/04/2012 at 1528 hours, 911 was called regarding the 
decedent being in the lobby with a hammer, Deputies arrived on-scene, and were staging in the 
parking lot when ihey decided to go inside the office. Once inside, they saw the decedent with 
tha hammer in her right hand. They told the decedent to put the hammer down, and she refused. 
The Deputies then tasered the decedent and that had no effect. The decedent then charged the 
Deputies, still holding the hammer in her right hand. At 1536 hours, one Deputy shot at the 
decedent twice and the decedent fell to the floor. Paramedics from the Los Angeles County Fire 
Department were then summoned to the scene. On Wednesday 01/04/2012 at 1556 hours, Dr. 
Maina from LAC/USC Medical Center determined death. Two 9mm casings were located at the 
scene.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review of the January 4, 2012, fatal shooting of Jazmyne Eng by Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department (LASD) Deputy Brain Vance, We have concluded that Deputy 
Vance acted in lawful self-defense and in the defense of others. 


The District Attorney Command Center was notified of this shooting at 7:55 p.m. on 

January 4, 2012. The District Attorney Response Team (DART) comprised of Deputy District 
Attorney Paul Nunez and Senior Investigator Sean Robinson responded immediately to the 
scene. They were given a briefing of the circumstances surrounding the shooting and a walk- 
through of the scene. 


The following analysis is based upon reports, photographs and recordings submitted to this office 
by LASD Homicide Bureau Detectives Kevin Acebedo and Phillip Martinez. The voluntary 
statement of Deputy Vance was considered as part of this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On June 4, 2012 at 324 P.M., Dr. нн irector of the Asian Pacific Family Center 
(Family Center) located at 9353 Valley Boulevard in Rosemead, called 9-1-1 to request 
assistance with Jazmyne Eng, a female patient sitting with a hammer in the lobby telling people 
to stay away from her. [MJ advised the dispatcher that the Family Center services mental 
health patients and that Eng received treatment for a psychotic disorder. In response to the 
9-1-1 call, LASD Deputies И rian Vance, Allison Melendez, and Jeremiah Song 
responded to the location. 


! Mental health records indicate that Eng suffered from mental illness for a period of several years that involved 
hallucinations, paranoia and a constant fear that she and her family were in grave danger.

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At approximately 3:30 p.m., the deputies met [Mj in the parking lot of the Family Center to 
receive more information about Eng's behavior and directions to her exact location in the multi- 
roomed location. ЕН told the deputies that Eng was displaying erratic, “bizarre behavior” 
and that she was hanging out in the parking lot for several days. Eng was currently sitting in the 
waiting room but she did not have an appointment to see her mental health doctor. Deputies 
formed a tactical plan on how to approach Eng. ШЕ was prepared to use non-lethal force 
while Vance was assigned to have lethal force ready only if the situation called for it. 


Deputy Vance entered the lobby of the Family Center with BONN elendez and Song. Upon 
entry, Vance observed Eng standing approximately 10 to 15 feet away from him by the Northeast 
corner of the lobby. Eng was yelling incoherently and was holding a hammer in her right hand 
raised next to her head. (MMM instructed Eng to drop the hammer but she was noncompliant 
and continued to yell. Eng advanced toward the four deputies and Vance ordered К с 
the taser in order to subdue Eng. В discharged two darts from his taser, striking Eng in 
her left arm area and her lower torso. Although the taser darts struck Eng, they were 
unsuccessful in subduing her. Eng continued her aggressive behavior and again charged toward 
the deputies with the raised hammer. Vance discharged one round from his service weapon in 
response to Eng’s second advance. The round struck Eng in the torso area but she charged 
toward the deputies with the hammer raised a third time. Vance fired a second round that struck 


Eng and caused her to fall to the ground. 


Security Guard MN had approached Eng prior to the 9-1-1 call to investigate 
whether Eng had a suitable reason to have the hammer in her lap. When sked Eng 
what she was doing with the hammer she told him to get away. пи: waited 
for the sheriffs to arrive. While waiting, saw Eng grab the "Sparklettes" water bottle 
in the lobby and begin to pull it from its stand. As was ordering Eng to stop pulling on 


the water bottle, deputies entered the lobby. moved out of the way but saw that Eng 


was still holding the hammer. BB then heard a deputy yell “taser her” followed by a 
buzzing sound. ЕЙ тег the area and did not see the events following the buzzing sound. 


HI ret the deputies in the parking lot and then followed them into the lobby. 2га 
them yell “drop the hammer” several times. Eng raised the hammer to head level and took steps 
toward the deputies. A deputy used a taser which made Eng halt and bend over momentarily. 
ШШЕ: Eng get back up and raise the hammer again. MR heard what he believed were 
three shots but did not see who fired them. 


Paramedics treated Eng at the scene but they were unable to revive her. She died as a result of 
her gunshot wounds. 


CONCLUSION 


California has well settled law that the use of deadly force in self-defense situations or in the 
defense of others is permissible if it reasonably appears to the person claiming the right of self

defense that he actually and reasonably believed he or others were in imminent danger of great 
bodily injury or death. People v. Mercer, Cal. App.2d 153 (1962). 


In protecting himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable petson, in the same or similar circumstances, 
to be necessary to prevent imminent injury. California Criminal Jury Instructions 3470. 


Where the peril 15 swift and imminent and the necessity for action is immediate, the law does not 
weigh into nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be justified in killing 
because he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety. People v. Collins, Cal. App. 
2d 575 (1961).

This use of force case was approved on April 5, 2013, апа was scheduled for review by 
the Executive Force Review Committee on April 10, 2013; however, the case was 
subsequently rescheduled for review for April 17, 2013. As a result of the delay, additional 
witness were interviewed, who were previously unavailable at the time. 


WITNESS DEPUTY ALLISON MELENDEZ: 

On April 15, 2013, Deputy Allison Melendez was interviewed by Sergeants John Trani 
and Carlos Flores of the Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy Melendez was represented by 
Attorney Alfonso Estrada of Green & Shinee. The interview took place at the internal 
Affairs office and was digitally audibly recorded. For Deputy Melendez' full and 
complete statement, refer to audio file #37197. 


During Deputy Melendez' Internal Affairs interview, she was asked if she received and 
read her homicide interview transcript. She said yes and that her statements were 
truthful and accurate. 


On January 4, 2012, Deputy Melendez said she was working patrol at Temple Sheriff's 
Station. She said she was on training and assigned to a training officer, Deputy Brian 
Vance. She said it was her second day in the field on training. Deputy Meiendez said 
she and Deputy Vance were working unit 54, between the hours of Есте И 
Deputy Melendez said she was the passenger and Deputy Vance was the driver of their 
black and white patrol car. 


During Deputies Vance' and Melendez' work shift, they heard a call voiced over the 
radio regarding an uncooperative mentally insane female with a hammer (Suspect 
Jazmyne Eng). 
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IAB NOTE: The call was located at 9353 Valley Boulevard, Rosemead, The 
facility was a mental health clinic called Pacific Clinics - Asian 
Pacific Family Center. 


Deputy Melendez said they were not assigned the call, but responded to assist. She 
explained that her training officer (Deputy Vance) told her that she may be needed for a 
female search upon detention of the suspect. 


As they arrived on scene, Deputies Vance and Melendez met with ЕЕ 
They gathered just west of the facility front doors along with Deputy Song, who arrived 
around the same time. ИИ developed а plan for contacting the suspect by 
assigning himself less lethal (Taser) and everyone else lethal (firearms). 


During this time, Deputy Melendez recalled seeing the director of the facility (an adult 
male Asian) standing near them outside. Deputy Melendez said the director was 
interjecting by commenting on the circumstance inside the lobby. She recalled the 
director stating that their were people inside the office area and that the suspect was 
uncontrollable and swinging a hammer. 


Shortly after their planning stage, Deputy Melendez heard someone shout, “Oh my 
God." She then looked toward the front doors of the facility and saw that it was the 
security guard who had stated “Oh my бой." Deputy Melendez said the security guard 
had an “Oh shit” look on his face and appeared scared. Based on the security guard's 
actions, Deputy Melendez believed someone inside the location was being attacked. 


At this point, they immediately entered the location one by one. As they slowly entered 
the location they were confronted by a screaming suspect, who was standing at the rear 
of the lobby. The suspect was holding a raised hammer in her right hand and wildly 
swinging it in front of her face. 


IAB NOTE: During Deputy Melendez’ IAB interview, she was given a diagram 
of the "Asian Pacific Family Center’ office and lobby area. Deputy 
Melendez identified her's and the deputies’ position on the diagram 
with their last initial. She also identified the suspect's position with 
the letter "S." Afterwards, Deputy Melendez initialed and dated the 
diagram, which is submitted with this addendum [EXHIBIT H]. 


The suspect was ordered twice Бу ЕЕ to drop the hammer. Each time, 
the suspect failed to comply. Deputy Vance subsequently instructed И to 
tase the suspect. Deputy Melendez said that] then fired his Taser at 
the suspect. 
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IAB NOTE: А the time of the Taser being fired, De 


uty Melendez said that the 
suspect was approximately 4 feet from Ba and 


approximately 6-7 feet from Deputy Vance. 


Deputy Melendez said she could see the Taser wires leading from the Taser to the 
suspect's body and believed the darts connected. She recalled hearing the Taser cycle 
for about 3-5 seconds; however, it failed to incapacitate the suspect. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Melendez said she expected the Taser to cause the 
suspect's body to seize and fall to the ground. She said she has 
seen the Taser used before which typically incapacitates the 
suspect. 


Soon after the suspect was tased, the suspect drew her arms inward; however, the 
hammer was still in her right hand and raised above her head. Seconds later, the 
suspect drew the hammer back above her head in a striking position and grunted. 
Deputy Melendez said she looked enraged and charged at

Soon after the suspect fell to the ground, lt roadcasted emergency 
traffic over his handheld radio and requested paramedics, while Deputy Vance held the 
suspect at gun point. Soon after, assisting deputies arrived on scene, along with 
paramedics.

On April 10, 2013, Witness ll was interviewed by Sergeants John Trani and 
Carlos Flores of the Internal Affairs Bureau. The interview was translated by a certified 
Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department Cantonese interpreter, Deputy Айу Хе. The 
interview took place in the City of Rosemead at the Asian Pacific Family Center and 
was digitally audibly recorded. The following is a summary of her recorded interview. 
For further information regarding her full and complete statement, refer to audio file 
#37188. 


Witness [is an employee of the Asian Pacific Family Center, which is a mental 
health facility. Witness said she began work at 0800 hours on January 4, 2012. 
At approximately 1000 hours [Suspect] Jazmyne Eng checked in at the front desk. 
Witness said she recognized the suspect as a patient of the facility. 


Witness уэ that during the morning hours the suspect appeared fine and was 
friendly; however, at about 1300 hours, the suspect's behavior changed. Witness 
said the suspect's face looked strange and very serious.

At approximately 1420 hours, the office supervisor (Witness И informed the 
office staff to stay away from the suspect, claiming that she was in possession of a 
hammer. Witness Ей said she stood from her front desk and saw that the suspect 


was sitting in the lobby gripping a hammer with her hands. Sometime after, [Witness] 
EEE - io honed the Sheriff's Department. 


Later, Witness [saw the suspect attempt to move the lobby water cooler. She then 
heard the facility security guard (Witness ell the suspect to stop 
what she was doing. During this time, Witness said she was scared and decided 
to go to the chart room. She said a she was afraid of getting hurt and explained that a 
mentally ill person with a weapon is very dangerous. 


As Witness ШШЕргггсгсһед the chart room, she looked back toward the lobby. She 
said she could see two or three deputies inside the lobby, but could not see the 
suspect. She then entered the chart room and saw nothing further; however, she heard 
the deputies shouting at the suspect, which lasted for about 10 seconds. 


АВ NOTE: Witness [said she was nervous and unable to understand what 
was being shouted. She said there was a lot of "sounds" and was 
uncertain if the suspect's voice was amongst the voices she heard. 


After the shouting, she heard a buzzing sound, which she believed was a Taser. She 
then heard the suspect scream in pain for approximately 5 seconds. Shortly after, she 
heard a gunshot, followed by a second gunshot 2-3 seconds later.

Witness BB s an employee of the Asian Pacific Family Center, which is a mental 
health facility.

At approximately 1200 hours, Witness said he saw [Suspect] Jazmyne Eng sitting 
inside the lobby reading a newspaper. Witness lll said he recognized the suspect 
as a patient of the facility. 


At approximately 1530 hours, Witness Milli was notified by his supervisor (Witness 
И the suspect was sitting in the lobby MM a hammer and instructed 


the staff to stay away from her. Sometime later, Witness said he looked in the 
lobby and could see the suspect was holding a hammer with two hands. Witness 
said he eventually went to the supply room, where he remained with a co-worker 
(Witness ERN 


Sometime after Witness o the suppiy room, he heard the facility security 
guard (Witness ell the suspect to "calm down" and not to “do 
anything." Shortly after, he heard a deputy shout, "Drop the hammer!" He then heard a 
"bang" sound, which he believed was a Taser being fired. He then heard the suspect 


shout, "Ah." Approximately 3 seconds later he heard а loud "bang," followed by a 
second loud "bang" approximately one second later. 
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After the incident was over, Witness [said he stepped out of the supply room and 
looked into the lobby, where he saw 2-3 deputies standing. Witness hen 
returned to the supply room and was eventually ushered out of he office by deputies 
through a back exit door. 


[AB NOTE: During Witness ШАВ interview, he was given a diagram of 
the “Asian Pacific Family Center" office and lobby area. On the 
diagram, Witness marked his and Witness ll position in 
the supply room.

On April 10, 2013, Witness was interviewed by Sergeants John Trani and 
Carlos Flores of the Internal Affairs Bureau, which took place at the Asian Pacific 
Family Center in the City of Rosemead. Witness was offered the assistance of an 
interpreter; however, she insisted in doing the interview in English. The following ts a 
summary of her digital audio recorded interview. For further information regarding her 
full and complete statement, refer to audio file #37189 & 37190. 


Witness illis a therapist employed at the Asian Pacific Family Center, in the City of 
Rosemead. On January 4, 2012, Witness lll started work at approximately 0800 
hours. At about 1030 hours, she was notified by support staff that the [Suspect] 
Jazmyne Eng was sitting in the lobby. 


АВ NOTE: At the time, Witness {was [Suspect] Jazmyne Eng's mental 
health therapist. 


Since the suspect had no official appointment, Witness {said she contacted the 
suspect in the lobby to check on her welfare. Upon contact, Witness asked the 
suspect if she needed to speak with her. The suspect said she was fine and that she 
was waiting for someone. Witness said the suspect appeared friendly and looked 
okay; therefore she left the suspect sitting іп the lobby. 


IAB NOTE: Witness И said she did not believe the S was waiting for 


anyone. She explained that the suspect and 
believed the suspect was expressing her desire to be left alone. 
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Witness [said she notified [Witness] that the suspect was 
sitting in the lobby for no apparent reason. Witness told Witness O 
telephone her family and monitor her behavior. Witness said she telephoned the 
suspect's sister and occasionally checked the suspect's status inside the lobby during 
the morning and afternoon. 


At approximately 1530 hours, Witness ШЕ ас she approached Ше suspect inside the 
lobby. The suspect was bent over in her chair digging in her back pack. Witness JB 
asked the suspect if she was okay. Witness said the suspect then sat upright, 
extended her arm outward and said "Don't talk to me. Don't talk to me!" Witness 
said she was in shock and never seen the suspect so agitated before. Witness 
then noticed the suspect had a hammer lying on her lap and was uncertain what the 
suspect was going to do; therefore she contacted Witness [Mand informed him of 
the suspect's behavior. 


Witness BY immediately responded to the lobby and contacted the suspect. Upon 
contact, the suspect told Witness Pl] "Dont talk to me, don't talk fo те!". witness 
hen left the suspect alone and exited the lobby. Meanwhile, Witness said 
she remained in the office and pretended to work, in order to monitor the suspect's 
behavior. 


Witness Е she eventually attempted to re-contact the suspect іп the lobby. 
Witness xplained that she stood near the half swivel door at the front counter and 
attempted to speak to her. The suspect refused to talk to Witness [by telling 
Witness о leave her alone. Witness lll said she did not want to agitate the 
suspect any further and left her alone. 


Witness [said she continued to monitor the suspect's behavior from the open office 
area. As she watched, she saw the suspect talking and laughing to herself, while sitting 
in the lobby holding the hammer in her hands. 


Sometime later, Witness said she was sitting at a desk near [Witness] ЕН 
office. Witness said she could hear that the suspect was moving about the lobby 
and was curious to what she was doing. Witness said she stood from her chair 
and walked toward the lobby. Along the way, she could see that the suspect was trying 
to grab the lobby water cooler. Witness ШЕ then heard someone say, "Don't move the 
water bottle, it will hurt you." Initially, Witness Plllkhought the sheriffs deputies had 
arrived and were trying to communicate with the suspect; however, she soon 
discovered that the voice she heard was that of the security guard, [Witness] YES 

, who was standing near the elevator.

At this time, Witness [stopped and turned away from the lobby area. Witness JN 
said she then walked toward the office copy machine, located behind a solid wall near 
the office bathroom. Along the way, she heard footsteps and believed that sheriff's 
deputies were entering the lobby. While Witness stood near the copier, she heard 
the deputies order the suspect to “Put the hammer down.” Shortly after, she heard 
"Taser her. Taser her!" 


As Witness [stood near the copy machine, she was unable to see the lobby: 
however, she was able to hear the buzzing of the Taser and then heard the suspect 
scream out in pain. Witness said she wanted to check on the suspect and tell her 
to cooperate with the deputies; therefore she stepped out from behind the copier and 
walked toward the lobby. Witness Ml said she took a few steps and stopped in the 
middie of the office, near the utility room. 


Witness [said she could see the suspect was standing and believed she had been 
shot with the Taser, She said the suspect was leaning against the north lobby wall with 
her knees slightly bent and her head facing down. She said the suspects arms were 
draped in front her and believed she could see both of her hands. She recalled that her 
hands were cupped and appeared to be empty. 


АВ NOTE: During the homicide investigation, Witness [told investigators 
that she did not know where the suspect had gone after she heard 
the activation of the Taser and the suspect scream. She said she 
was confused and thought perhaps she was on the floor. 


Witness [then looked at the deputies and noticed a tall deputy with a bald head was 
pointing a weapon at the suspect, which she thought was a Taser. Witness then 
turned away from the lobby and walked back to the copy machine when she heard a 
loud shot. Witness said she looked back Into the lobby and saw the suspect's 
head tilted downward against the north lobby wall. Witness f said the front counter 
was blocking her view and couldn't see the suspect's entire body; however, she 
believed she was seated on the floor against the wall. Witness provided no further 
information. 


АВ NOTE: During Witness ПАВ interview, she was given a diagram of 
the "Asian Pacific Family Center" office and lobby area. On the 
diagram, she marked her different positions with an "X." She also 
marked where she saw the security guard, deputies and suspect 
inside the lobby area. Afterwards, Witness initialed and dated 
the diagram, which is submitted with this addendum [EXHIBIT K].
